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vah  e  in  ihe  Library  under  Lock  and  Key ,  according  to  the 
Dire  Et  ion  of  Sir  Thomas  Bodley  himfelf  \  who  ordered  that  ait 
Things  of  this  kind  Jhould  be  preferved  in  this  manner .  But 
tho *  ali ,  unlefs  what  I  have  inelofed  in  Crotcbets ,  be  printed^ 
yet  it  does  not  appear  eitloer  who  was  the  Printer  or  Publijher 
of  any  part  of  what  I  have  here  reprinted.  Hbwever  1  am 
apt  to  imagine ,  that  Archbijhop  Parker  was  the  Publijher ,  and 
that  the  Printer  was  Reginalde  Wolfe.  For  immediately  afier 
the  abovefaid  particulars  follows ,  An  Admonition  to  ali  fuch 
as  fhall  intende  hereafter  to  enter  the  ftate  of  Matrimony 
Godly,  and  agreeably  to  Lawes,  which  is  the  fame  with  ihe 
Table  of  Affimty  and  Confanguinity,  wherein  whofoever  are. 
related  are  forbidden  to  marry  together,  that  hathbeen  printed 
fo  often  on  purpofe  io  prevpnt  fwful  Marriages.  Archbijhop 
Parker  is  noted  to  have  been  the  Publijher ,  and  Reginalde 
Wolfe  to  have  been  the  Printer  of  this  Admonition.  It  came 
out  in  1571.  And  the  fore goingPhings ,  1  fuppof e,  w  er  e  printed 
much  about  the  fame  time.  ’Tis  pafed  to  the  other  Parts ± 
which  Parts  are  likewife  pafled  together  ;  and  fo  they  allmake 
one  continued  Roll.  And  1  think  this  is  no  fmall  Confrmation 
of  my  ConjeFture ,  viz.  that  in  the  beforementioned  Particulars 
is  a  fpecial  Note  relating  to  Archbijhop  Parker.  1  do  not  kncW 
hut  ihe  very  Roll  might  have  belonged  to  him.  Be  this  as  it 
will ,  there  is  one  Thirrg  very  remarkable  in  it ,  and  that  is  forne 
Verfes  ( which  is  the  lafl  pari  in  the  Roll)  printed  at  Norwich 
in  1570.  which  Jhews  the  Art  of  printing  to  have  been prafti- 
fed  much  fooner  there  than  forne  tmagin.  But  this  Popick  I 
leave  to  my  very  good  Freind  Mr.  John  Bagforcl  of  London , 
whohath  confidered  the  Subjecti  with  the  utmojl  Care  and  Dili- 
gence ,  and  hath  amafjed  together  a  vaft  Heap  of  Materials ,  by 
the-  Help  of  which  a  mojl  exadt  Hiftory  of  the  Original  and  Pro - 
grefs  of  Printing  may  be  compiled ,  and  Ais  this  work  we  exjpedi 
from  this  worthy  perfon ,  which  1  heartdy  zvijh  therefore  he  may 
live  to  finijh ,  and  that  he  may  meet  with  an  Encouragement 
eqital  to  his  Labours.

The  firft  foundation  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  BlefTed  John  of  Beverley» 

CP  H  E  collegiate  Church  of  BlefTed  John  of  Beverley  was 
anciently  founded  in  the  county  of  York,  in  a  certain 
country  cailed  Deyira,  to  witt,  in  the  wood  of  the  Deyirians 
in  the  time  of  Lucius,  the  moft  illuftrious  king  of  (England 
then  cailed)  Brittany,  the  firft  king  of  the  fame,  the  fon  of 
Coii  a  pagan  king,  anointed  by  pope  Eleutherius  the  thir- 
teenth  after  Peter.  In  the  year  of  our  Lord  jefus  Chrift,  the 
Son  of  God  the  father  almighty  creator  of  heaven  and  eartfo 
together  with  the  holy  Ghofl  according  to  the  computation 
of  the  church  of  England,  126. 

Afterwards  it  was  deftroyed  by  the  Pagans  Orfe  and  Hen* 
gift. 

And  is  again  renewed  and  founded  by  the  aforefaid 
BlelTed  John  Archbifhop  of  York,  is  ordained  a  Monaftery 
of  black  Moncks,  of  Religious  Nans  virgins,  feven  fecular 
Priefts  for  the  fervice  of  Gocl,  and  divers  other  Minifters, 
to  witt  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  704.  * 

And  alfo  again  it  is  deftroyed  by  the  Pagans  Hubba  and 
Hungar  Danes,  the  fons  of  Swayn  king  of  the  Danes. 

Arter  that  it  is  refounded  and  augmented  by  the  moft  il¬ 
luftrious  king  of  England  Athelftane,  who  endowed  the  faid 
Church  with  diverfe  privileges,  guifts  and  benefices ;  and 
fo  it  remained  honcurably  endowed  under  the  government 
of  7.  Cannons  untill  the  Corning  of  William  cailed  the  Ba- 
ftard,  the  conqueror,  and  king,  and  fo  untill  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1082. 

And  then  with  the  confent  of  William  cailed  Rufus  of 
England,  by  Thomas  Archbifhop  cailed  the  Elder,  by  the

the  Provoft.  to  whom  the  venerable  father  and  Lord,  Lord 
Peter  of  Chefter  :  who  purchafed  many  tenements,  reve- 
nues,  and  fervices  to  the  fayd  Provoftfhip,  and  Provoft 
thereof,  and  left  implements  of  diverfe  goods  and  chattels

SO  that  to  fatisfie  the  curiofity  of  thofe,  who  are  willing 
to  know,  when,  by  whom,  and  for  whom  thefe  Religious 
Houfes  were  Founded,  (the  Majeffy  of  whofe  very  ruines 
ftrike  Travellers  with  admiration:)  To  preferve  fome  re- 
membrance  of  thefe  ffrudures,  once  the  Glory  of  our  Englifh 
Nation,  and  of  their  Founders,  that  fo  highly  deferved  of  the 
feveral  *4ges  they  lived  in,  is  the  defign  of  this  Book.  Tho’ 
I  am  not  ignorant,  that  the  generality  of  people,  ever  fince 
the  DiiTolution,  have,  thro’  a  miftaken  zeal,  and  falfe  pre- 
judice,  thought,  that  the  very  memory  of  thofe  Great  Men, 
who  erefted  thefe  places,  ought  to  be  buried  in  the  rubbifli 
of  thofe  Struffures,  that  theydefigned  fhould  perpetuate  their 
Names  to  Eternity.  Thus,  they  have  been  always  cenfured 
as  well  wifhers  to  the  introducing  of  Popery,  who  endea- 
voured  to  give  any  account  of  Monafteries.  Such  unjufl  and 
ill-natured  Refle&ions  have  been  the  principal  reafons  that 
have  deterred  feveral  of  our  Hiftorians  from  difcourfing  fo 
largely  about  them,  as  they  could,  or  indeed  their  occafions- 
required  ;  and  have  been  the  chief  caufes  why  fo  few  have 
treatrd  purpofely  of  them,  or  publified  any  things  immedi- 
ately  relating  to  them  or  theit  Lands.  ’Tis  well  known,  Mr. 
Camden  a  and  Mr.  IVeever  b  were  forced  to  apoiogize  for 
barely  mentioning  the  Monafteries ;  and  what  outcries  were 
made  upon  the  Publication  of  that  glorious  work  the  Mona- 
fticon  ?  Info  much  that  a  very  Learned  andingemous  perfon 
c  wrote  a  Latin  Letter  to  Dh  Langbain  (to  whom  Mr.  Dug- 
dale  had  communicated  his  Colledtions)  to  encourage  the 
defign,  by  fhewing  the  great  ufe  of  fuch  a  work,  and  remov- 
ing  ali  objecfions  that  could  be  raifed  againff  it.  Which  is 
printed  in  fome  few  Copies  of  the  firft  Volume.  Nay,  fo 
much  are  fome  people  pofefs’d  againft  them,  that  the  leaft 
mention  is  odiousand  ungrateful.  But  there  are  nogrounds 
for  it ;  feeing  thefe  religious  places  were  by  the  well  in- 
tended  charity  of  their  Founders  and  Benefadfors  built,  en- 
dowed  and  adorned  (how  much  foever  they  were  afterward 
abufed)  to  the  glory  of  God,  the  fervice  of  Religion,  and 
the  relief  of  poor  Chriilians.  Rut  I  would  not  be  thought  in 
,  this  or  any  other  expreffions  that  may  be  found  in  this  dif- 
courfe,  in  the  leafl  to  vindicate  the  Superftition  or  vices  of  the 
Monks;  tho7  pethaps  it  would  be  but  common  judice  to  in- 
fufe  a  better  opinion  of  Monaileries  into  the  generality  of 
Proteflants.

as,  out  of  Interefl,  are  obllged  to  be  acquainted  with  Giir  anci- 
ent  Records  and other  W ritings.  Were  there  no  other  Inftances 
cfifs  Ufefulnefs  than  the  frequent  oecafion  there  is  for  Accefs 
to  the  Manufcript  Books  and  Papers  collehled  by  Sir  Robert 
Cotton,  yet  this  alone  ivere  f/jf cient  to  evince  and  confrm  it, 

And  dis  ivell  known  to  thofe  that  have  read  the  Life  of  that 
Great  Man,  vehat '  Application  ivas  daily  made  to  him  to  ob- 
tain  Satisficlion  in  feveral  Cafes  that  concerncd  not  only  the 
Kingdon  in  general,  but  the  Eftates  of  many  private  Men  in 
particuUr.  Ali  Gentlemen  could  not  but  fee  the  Ufefulnefs 
of  this  Study,  and  ifs  Dignity  t eas  as  ciear ,  ivhen  even  the 
Prince  himfelf  honourcd  the  Perfon  that  had,  uvith  fo  much 
Zeal  and  Induftry,  applyed  himfelf  to  it,  and,  by  that  means , 
done  fuch  eminent  and  fignal  Service  for  the  Pnblick.  Sir 
Robert  ivas  a  wife  Man,  and  he  knew  vcry  veell  that  the 
Greeks  and  Romans  ( veho  havebeen  ahvays  admiredfor  their 
Prudence  and  Condudl)  efleemed  fuch  as  ftudyed  their  own 
Antiquities  beyond  any  of  thofe  that  applyed  themfelves  to  other 
Parts  of  Learning.  Varro  had  the  Ch  arati  er  of  being  the 
moli  learned  of  the  Romans  :  and  that  for  no  other  reafon, 
but  bccaufe  of  his  Diligence  in  fearching  into  the  Roman  Anti- 
quities,  in  which  his  Knowleage  furpaffed  ali  that  had  ever 
made  that  Part  of  Learning  their  Province .  His  Judgment 
Tjas  as  great  as  his  Indufcry,  and  ’twas  impojfible  for  him  to 
fail  of  Succefs  in  vehat  ever  he  attempted.  Ali  his  Country- 
men  looldd  upon  him  as  not  only  the  moft  knowing,  but  the 
Cioft  ufeful  Perfon  of  that  time ,  and  the  bonourable  mention 
-  ■  '  ‘  '  *  '  '  "  '  ahvays 
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ahvays  made  of  him  fhew  d,  that  they  believA  no  Study  deferved 
fo  much  Praife  as  that  of  their  own  Antiquities.  And  this 
was  not  the  Opinion  of  private  Meti  only ,  but  even  of  thofe  of 
the  higlieR  llank  and  Quality,  who  therefore  Jet  a  particular 
Mark  of  Difinclion  upon  fiich  as  ivere  verfed  in  the  Antiquities 
of  Rome,  as  may  appear  from  the  RefpeFls  paid  by  Vefpafian 
to  Pliny  the  Elder,  and  by  Trajan  to  Pliny  the  Younger;  and 
yet  neither  of  th  em  deferved  fo  much  Honour  as  ivas  given  to 
Varro,  hecaufe  their  Studies  ivere  more  general,  and  they  did 
not  confine  themfelves  only  to  that  of  Antiquities.  Nor  did  this 
good  Opinion  of  thofe  that  ftudyed  their  Antiquities  ceafe  even 
after  the  Empire  began  to  decline .  Thence  dis  that  in  Ammi¬ 
anus  V  time  fuch  Perfons ,  hoivever  nobly  defcended  and  ivell 
verfed  in  other  AfFairs,  ivere  look'd  upon  as  unpoiifhed  ivho 
had  not  fpent  fome  pari  of  their  time  in  fearching  into  Anti- 
quity.  This  is  tahen  notice  of  by  Chifletius,  ivho  vfes  thefe 
ivords  upon  the  occafion  :  ingenium,  nullis  vetuflatis  lectioni¬ 
bus  expolitum ;  and  much  the  fame  occur  in  the  xxxth.  Book 
of  Ammianus  himfelf 

§.2.  And  as  both  the  Greeks  and  Romans  Jleeiv'd 

Jhf  ArVonom' foi-  a  P^ticular  Mark  of  DiftitiBion  to  thofe  that  atylyed 
thofe,  that,  even  in  themfelves  to  the  Study  of  their  own  Antiquities,  fo 
other  Profefions,  had  j- n  a\l  other  Profeffions  they  had  a  grcater  RefpeFl 

SrWeoughtdfo  for’  and  a  mllch  hetter  °Pimon  Gf>  thofc  thatfolNved 
tohave  an  ecpal  Re-  and  obferved  the  Ancients,  that  had  been  celebrat ed 
gard  for  thofe  that  'in  fame  Profeffions,  than  they  had  of  thofe  that 
°Ur  °lUl  ^iUl  pPOpofed  the  Moderns  for  their  Guides,  and  did  not 
think  the  Ancients  to  be  at  all  regarded  in  thefe 
Matters .  This  occafioned  them  to  be  the  more  induftrious ,  that 
they  might  come  to  a  right  underflanding  of  ivhat  the  Ancients 
had  done  in  the  fame  Profeffions,  and  by  that  means  make 
themfelves  acquaintcd  ivith  the  DireHions  they  had  left  behind 
them  for  the  ufe  of  other  s  that  ivere  defrous  of  imitating  them, 
and  of  attainiiig  to  an  equal  Skill  in  thofe  Profeffions.  After 
they  had  made  themfelves  Mafiers  of  ivhat  their  PredecefTors 
had  done,  they  then  endcavoured  to  improve  their  Difcoveries, 
and  fo  all  Arts  fili  gradually  increafed  by  the  means  of  thefe 
diligent  Perfons  that  had  fuch  a  Venerat  ion  for  their  Ancef- 
tors,  ivhilfi  thofe ,  that  did  not  obferve  ivhat  the  Ancients  had 
done  for  them,  ivere  difrefpeFl  ed  and  defpifed  as  Men  of  little 
cr  no  Ufe,  their  Attempts  proving  either  abortive,  or  at  bcfl 
hut  very  inconfiderable,  as  heing  not  built  upon  any  good  and 
folid  Foundation.  But  omitting  this  Topick,  1 fh all  return  to 
oiir  own  National  Antiquities,  and  fioould  be  glad  to  be  in - 
jormed  ivhy  ive,  ivho  all  acknoivlcdge  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
to  have  been  a  wife  and  knowing  People,  fbould  not  have  the 

fame 
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fame  Honour  for  thofe  that  are  ftudious  of  our  own  National 
Antiquities  as  ivas  paid  by  them  tofuch  as  addidted  themfelves 
to  the  fame  kind  of  Siudy  ?  Our  Country  hath  produced  infi¬ 
nite  Numbers  that  have  been  famous  in  ali  Profeffions,  and 
tnethinks  ’tis  a  Reproach  and  Seandal  to  us  to  fuffer  vehat  they 
have  done  to  be  forgotten ,  provided  their  Performa  nces  i  vere 
laudable,  and  tended  to  the  Increafe  of  Vir  tue.  'Tis  a  Matier 
therefore  to  be  lamented ,  that ,  amongft  other  Encouragements 
cf  JLearning,  there  is  not  care  tahen  about  due  Rewards  for 
fuch  axfpend  their  Time  in  the  Study  of  our  own  Antiquities  ; 
and  it  were  to  be  wifhed ,  that  forne  noble  and  generous  Bene- 
fa£tors  woidd  fettle  Stipends  and  Salaries  upon  a  Society  of 
fuch  Perfons  as  have  a  Genius  for  thefe  Studies,  and,  in  all  pro - 
bability ,  may  be  able  to  do  great  and  eminent  Service  by 
a  diligent  Search  and  InfpeEtion  into  our  old  MSS.  and 
Records.

The 
but  in  their  mofl  neceflitous  and  calamitous  Condition.  yex\ons  upon  the  Boob 
And  this  is  what  is  even  acknnwledged  by  the  Cor-  ofPfalms  by  the  fame 
rupters  of  our  Englifh  Hiftory,  and  "by  fuch  as  zeal-  neble  Author* 
ouQy  maintain  thofe  very  Do£lrines,  that  were  fo  in- 
duftrioufly  propagated  in  the  late  horrid  Rebellion  againfl 
King  Charles  the  Firjl.  Thefe  Corrupters  of  our  Hiftory  will 
themfelves  teli  you ,  that  they  never  knew  good  Antiquaries 
write  Panegyricks  inPraife  of  their  undoubted  rightful  Sove- 
reigns,  and  condemn  the  Enemies  of  the  DcEtrine  of  Paflive 
Obedience,  and yet  foon  after,  purely  for  the  Sake  of  Secular 
Intereft,  not  only  fpeak >  but  aci  contrary  to  what  they  had  be - 
fore  afferted,  and  vigoroufly  efpoufe  the  Caufe  of  thofe  whom 
they  had  formerly  diftinguifhed  as  Enemies  both  to  the  Doc- 
trines  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  thofe  of  the  Primitive 
Church.  They  will  teli  you ,  moreover ,  that  they  have  not 
heard  that  good  Antiquaries  ever  took  fuch  efFe£lual  Methods 
to  promote  Vice,  as}  in  the  moff  Sacred  Places  to  commend  the 

moli 
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moft  noted  Debauchees,  and to  infirmate  that  Men  of  delicate, 
fine  Parts  are  always fe  cur  e  of  Heaven,  fince  they  cannot  fail 
of  the  Grace  of  God,  and  confequently  prove  great  Penitents, 
This  is  what  thefe  Men  will  informyouof  tho7,  at  the  fame 
time ,  they  aci  otherwife  themfelves,.  and ,  inftead  of  following 
the  Examples  of  fuch  good  Antiquaries,  they  will  upon  the^o^. 
of  January  preach  up  Rebellion,  on  purpofe  to  pleafe  the  De- 
fcendent  s  of  the  Men  of  1641.  who  they  know  are  Lovers  of 
fuch  Sermons  and  Difcourfes  as  are  nothing  efe  but  wicked 
and  villainous  Libells  upon  the  Memory  of  that  blefled  Saint 
and  Martyr  K.  Charles  I.  97is  Men  of  thefe  ili  Principies  that 
read  fuch  Rhapfodies,  as  tho ’  they  are  called  complete  Hifto- 
ries,  yet  are  fo  far  from  either  deferving  or  anfwering  that 
Title,  that  they  confift  of  nothing  but  falfe  and  fcurrilous  Re- 
flexions  upon  the  beji  of  our  Princes,  and  are  tranfcribed  from 
the  vileft  Papers  and  Pamphlets  that  have  been  publifloed  to 
poyfon  the  Minds  of  the  Subjedfs,  and  perfuade  them  to  be 
Enemies  to  their  Sovereigns,  aiid  aff,  as  much  as  they  can> 
againft  the  Larus  o/' Subordination.  Thefe  are  the  Books  that 
bad  Antiquaries  read  and  admire  ;  but ,  on  the  other  hand± 
good  Antiquaries  read  and  ftudy  thefe  Hiftorians  as  have  been 
famous  for  their  Loyalty,  and  have  digefted  their  Works  ruith 
great  Wifdom  and  Judgment,  and  have  never  offered  at  Argu - 
ments  to  infeEt  their  Readers  -w it h  fuch  DoEtrines  as  cannot 
but  prove  very  dangerous  and  mifchievous.  And  even  rvhen 
they  read  modern  Hiftories,  to  be  fure  it  fhall  be  fuch  as  that 
written  by  the  Right  Honourable  Edward  Earl  of  Clarendon, 
intitled ,  The  Hiftory  of  the  Rebellion  and  Civil  Wars  in 
England,  begun  in  the  Year  1641.  with  the  praecedent  Paf- 
fages,  and  Aflions,  that  contributed  thereunto,  and  the  happy 
End,  and  Conclufion  thereof  by  the  King’s  blelTed  Reftora- 
tion,  and  Return,  upon  the  29th.  of  May,  in  the  Year  1 660. 
This  Work,  rvhich  ruas  lately  very  beautifully  prmted feveral 
times  at  the  Theatre  in  Oxford,  ( to  the  immortal  Honour  and 
Reputatio n  of  that  moft  antient  and  moif  flourifhing  Seat  of 
Learning )  is ,  in  every  refpeci>  worthy  of  the  noble  Author, 
and  equal  to  any  of  the  beji  of  the  ancient  and  modern  Hif- 
torians,  and  as  it  hath  hitherto ,  fo  it  cannot  hereafter  but 
prove  the  Delight  and  Admiration  of  ali  wife,  intelligent,  and 
judicious  Readers.  It  hath  received  univerfal  Applaufe ,  and 
hath  not  been  objecled  againft  by  any ,  exccpt  by  fome  feru  Pre- 
tenders  to  complete  Hiftory,  and  by  certain  cankered,  mo* 
rofe,  ili  natured,  ftubborn  and  hardened  Prefbyterians  and 
Seftaries,  tainted  ruith  the  old  Leaven  of  their  Fore-Fathers, 
whofe  Cenfure,  however,  will  be  rejeSied  with  Scorn  by  ali

IVhen  I  care fully  re  ad  over  this  Great  Work,  ( whicb  / 
did  ' when ,  at  the  Requejl  of  the  late  excellent  Dean  of  Chrift- 
Church  Dr.  Henry  Aldrich,  that  great  Ornament  of  the  Uni - 
verfity  of  Oxford,  vehofe  Name  1  can  never  mention ,  or  even 
think  upon,  veithout  a  particular  Regard  and  Veru  ir  at  ion ,  / 
dreve  up  the  Index  io  it ,)  tho ’  I  cannot  pretend  to  any  Skill  in 
Antiqnides,  yet  I  could  ntt  but  admire  the  whole  Performance, 
not  only  as  to  the  Beauty,  Smoorhnefs,  and  mafculine  Ele¬ 
ga  nce  of  the  Style,  and  the  Gravity  and  Worth  of  the  Argu- 
iuent,  but  as  to  the  Method  and  Contextore  of  ihe  Hiftory, 
adorned  with  curious  Notices  of  Things ,  hitherto  fcarce  known, 
unlefs  to  a  very  few,  and  inrichedwith  abundance  y/driiuruGive9

his  Name  facred  and  venerable  to  ali  future  Ages.  Complete 
Hiftorians,  as  they  love  to  jiyle  themfelves,  may  indujlrioujly 
endeavour  to  afperfe  the  Author,  and  to  blacken  his  Charabler, 
and  may  pretend  that  divers  Particulars  in  it  are  falfe,  and 
not  to  be  relyed  upon  ;  yet,  mangre  ali  the  Efforts  of  ifs  Ad- 
verlaries,  this  Hijlory  will  maintain  ifs  Credit,  and  will  con - 
found,  and  eternally  filence  ali  the  E&ceptions,  Cavils,  abo- 
minable  Lyes,  and  moft  diabolical  Slanders  thrown  upon  the 
bleffed  Martyr  by  the  Rebells  of  thofe  Times,  (veho  minatu- 
rally  took  up  Arras  againft  him,  and  at  lajl  murdered  him,) 
andby  their  Sons  and  ,  Nephews  fmce  in  their  lying  and  pauU 
try  Pamphlets,  and  wild  Pradtifes,  founded  upon  the  fime 
loofe,  fanatieal,  and  democratical  Principies,  that  were,  in 
thofe  Times  of  Confufion,  and  Diforder,  fo  dUigently  preached 
Up  and  fpread  abroad .

perfuaded  it  had  been  very  happy  for  the  whole  Nat  ion  hacl 
his  Royal  Majier  followed  his  judicious,  wife,  honeft,  and 
faithful  Counciis ,  and  not  facrijiced  him  to  the  Ambit  ion ,  Envy 
and  Malice  of  defigning  Courtiers,  whofe  naugbty  Projeds 
and  Contrivances  he  oppofed  with  unufual  Zeal  and  Courage. 
And  that  he  was  not  byajfed  by  any  other  P rinciples  than  thofe 
©/'Religicn  andV irtue,  and  that  hewas  a  moli  confcientious 
Obferver  of  his  Duty  to  God  aswell  as  to  his  Prince,  will  ap- 
pear  to  his  meji  inveterare  Enemies  whenever  his  Contempla- 
tions  and  Reflexions  on  the  Book  of  Pfalms  fhall  be  made 
publick  ;  which  good  and  great  Work  was  began  at  Jerfey, 
26.  Dec.  1647.  in  his  firffc  Banifhment,  but  notfnijhed  till  his 
fecond  unhappy  Profcription,  when  he  was  more  at  leifure 
than  he  had  been  before ,  and  had  time ,  among  other  Studies , 
to  profec-ute  this  divine  Subjehi,  and  by  that  means  to  leave  a 
Legacy  to  his  Pofterity,  that  would  not  only  vindicate  and 
ciear  his  Reputation,  but  would  always  furnijb  them  with  ad- 
mirable  Rui  es  and  DireFiions ,  which  y  if  praeii fed  by  them , 
would  make  them  as  eminent  in  ali  virtuous  and  pious  Accom - 
plifhments ,  as  for  their  Defccnt  from  [0  nobie  and  wife  a  Man. 
For  from  the  Account  I  have  recebfd  of  this  Work,  dis  a 
full,  plain,  and undenyable  Proof  that  he  was  as  remarkabls 
for  his  exaited,  heroide,  and  wife  Piety  and  Devotion,  for  his 
orthodox  and  profound  Notions  of  Religion  and  Theology, 
and for  his  Praei  fe  of  ali  Chriftian  Graces  and  V irtues,  as  for 
his  wonderful  Knowledge  and  Sagacity  in  /ijfairs  of  Civii 
Prudence  in  Matie rs  of  State  and  Government,  which  he

'if:  the  ^vention  Greek  and  Roman  Hiflory  they  can  meet  with  after 

thofe  People  began  to  decline,  at  A  to  mokc  a  lefs  Fi- 
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gure  than  they  had  done  before  in  the  World.  An  equal  Sbare 
of  Time  ought  to  be  fpent  in  reading  the  Greek,  Roman  and 
Britifh  W/iters,  For  the  Greek  and  Roman  Hijlory  is /o  very 
necefTary  on  this  Account ,  that  ne  one  can  be  a  complete  An- 
tiquary  -without  taking  this  Method.  Ali  Learning  had  ifs 
Original  from  the  Eaftern  Countries ,  and  as  the  Greeks  Jluck 
at  no  Charges  nor  Pains  to  acquire  Learning,  ( which  made 
Pythagoras  take  fuch  a  long  and  tedious  Journey,  and  tarry 
fuch  a  number  ofTears  in  Egypt  before  he  coidd  be  admitted 
to  a  Knowledge  of  their  Myfteries)  jo  the  Romans  ivere  be - 
holden  to  the  Greeks,  and  thofe  that  aimed  at  Learning  and 
Knowledge  t  r  avelle  d  to  Greece,  or  at  leajl  had  famous  Greek 
Inftrutto' s  at  Rome,  .or  at  forne  Country  Villae,  that  they 
might  w it h  the  leis  Difficulty  obtain  their  Ends.  And  even 
here  in  Britain  the  State  of  Learning  was  very  mean  and  in- 
confiderable  ( being  ingrolfed  by  the  Druids,  ivho  had  them - 
felves  origincdly  received  it  from  the  Eaft)  ’ till  the  Arrival  of 
the  Romans,  who y et  at  firfl  ivere  not  follicitous  about  infimi  cl- 
ing  the  Britains,  but  rather  in  keeping  them  under ,  and  lay- 
ing  Rejlraints  upon  them ,  that  they  might  prove  the  better 
Subledls.  But  at  laft  the  Britains  growing  familiar,  andthere 
being  a  Friendfhip  fettled  between  them  and  the  Romans,  the 
Romans  vouchfafedto  teach  them  the  liberal  as  avellas  mecha¬ 
nica!  Arts  ;  and  that  the  rather ,  that  they  might  be  able  to  keep 
out  the  Saxons  and  other  Nations  after  themfelves  Jkould  leave 
the  Ille  upon  acccunt  of  the  Invafions  in  other  Parts  of  the 
Em  pire.  When  the  Romans  became  fo  communicative ,  the 
Clafficks  began  a/fo  io  be  here  underfood ,  and  the  Latin 
Tongue  in  a  manner  generally  piant ed  through  the  whole  Ille, 
as  the  French  was  apter  the  Nor  m  an  Invafion ;  w  here  as  before 
Claffick  Learning  was  very  little  known  in  Britain,  which 
made  Claudia  Rutina,  the  Wfe  of  Pudens,  to  be  the  more  taken 
notice  of  for  her  Skill  in  Greek  and  Latin,  (he  being ,  upon  that 
Account ,  as  well  as  for  her  exquihte  Beauty,  commended  by 


the  Aocieilts.  When  once  the  Roman  Language  was  fettled , 
ali  InRraments  wcre  drawn  in  that  Language,  and  dis  from 


thence  that,  even  to  our  own  Time ,  Deeds,  Evidentes,  Char- 
ters,  and  W ritings  of  Record  are  pennd  in  the  Latin  Tongue  : 


and  't was  from  no  other  Cau/e  that  our  Hifiorians,  for  the  mojh 


part ,  before  the  Reformation  writ  in  Latin,  and  thofe  that 
compii  d  our  Annals  were  fo  well  verfed  in  the  Greek  and  La¬ 
tin,  particularly  the  Latin,  Clafficks,  that  they  were  able  to 
make  ufe  of  them  whenever  proper  Occafioris'  ojfered  them¬ 
felves  ;  and,  withall,  they  coidd  write  down  their  thonghts 
with  great  Eafe  and  Rcadmefs.  Not  that  /  dm  willing  to 
comme  nd  The  Monkliii  Style,  or  to  propefe  the  Monks/br 
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ThcUfefalncfs  of  old 
Coyns  &nd  Infcriptions 
In  the  Stiuly  of  An~ 
tiquities.  The  Anci - 
ents  clledgT  a  Coyn  to 
prove  that  Uomer  was 
born  at  Smyrna.  The 
MeaningofL.  L.  and 
Of  S.  D.  jn  Infcripti- 
$ns.  An  Infcripiion  in 
Gruter  comedied.The 
$igl)ification  of  BA 
TO  en  a  Coyn  of Bri¬ 
tannicus.  A  Coyn  of 
the  fame  Britannicus 
m  the  Bqdleian  Ljhra- 
iy.  An  intire  Jlornun 
Infcripiion,  Tyhich  was 
eoinmunicated  to  m.e 
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Patterns  of  good  Wrlting,  z^rc  being  to  many  Barbarifras 
every  vehere  io  be  met  with  that  ovili  difwade  from  any  fuck 
Attempt.  But  then  this  muft ,  injiiftice ,  befaidof  them ,  that 
jometimes  their  Expreffions  <zr*  excellent,  and  vehat  we  cannot 
but  admire ,  confidering  the  Difficulries  zAqy  then  lay  under , 
Copi  es  of  the  Claffick  Authors,  as  well  as  of  otlier  Writers, 
being  not  to  be  multiptyd  without  prodigious  Expenfe  ;  tzzzr/ 
W;<?/z  procured  fuch  Coples,  tbey  ve  ere  cftentimes  to 

encoUhter  veith  the  Blunders  and  Miftakes  of  an  illiterate,  igno¬ 
rant  Scribe.  So  that,  ali  things  rightly  confidered,  it  was  al- 
moft  then  impojfible  to  underfand  the  true  Meaning  of  the  Au¬ 
thors  they  read ;  ali  which  Difficulties  ve  ere,  however ,  re- 
fnoved  and  taken  aveay  after  the  Invention  of  Printing,  vehen 
Editions  of  the  beft  Authors  veere  given  us  by  great  Criticks, 
and  the  Error s  of  the  Scribes  veere  corrcbled  fartly  by  a  care- 
ful  Colladon  of  vdriety  of  Copies,  and  pari  !y  by  comfaring 
them  veith  other  Writers,  and  fartly  by  Conjecture.  There 
are  fo  many  Cuftoms  and  Exprefiions  of  the  Greeks  and  Ro- 
ynans  alluded  to  in  our  own  W riters,  that  he  that  does  not,  in 
his  Profecution  of  Autiquities,  joynboth  the  Greek  tzWRoman 
Authors,  veill  not  thronghly  underfand  the  Books  he  hath 
occofion  to  pe  rui  e  and  contuit.  In  Jhort,  ali  our  Learning  in 
Antiquities  hath  fuch  an  intire  Dependence  upon  the  Greeks 
and  the  Latins,  that  none  of  our  Britifh  Antiquaries  ever  proved 
Complete  without  joyning  ali  three  together,  as  may  be  in - 
ftanced  in  Mr .  Leland,  Sir  EL  Savile,  Sir  Robert  Cotton, 
Mr-.  Camden,  Mr.  Bolton  ( the  modeft,  learned,  and  judi- 
eious  Author  of  the  Life  of  Nero  Cadar)  and  in  a  great 
N  umber  befid.es . 

i  5.  It  is  humbly  conceived ,  that  fuch  Perfons  as 
tabe  this  Method  cannot  fail  of  making  good  Anti¬ 
quaries,  frovided  they  have  quick  natura!  Parts,  and 
a  ftrong  Judgment,  and  do,  at  the  fame  time,  take 
care  to  add  thofe  two  other  necefFary  Qoalifications, 
namely,  the  Stucly of  old  Coyns  and  infcriptions  I 
cati  thefe  necefFary  Qualiffcations,  becaufe  the  old 
Greek  and  Roman  Writers  cannot  be  well  underfiood 
without  them ,  and  therefore  they  cught  to  be  looPd 
upon  as  one  Branch  of  the  Study  of  Claffick  Learning. 
Coyns  and  Infcriptions’  are  the  moft  unccrrupted 
Monumenti  of  Hiftory.  Wricten  Monnnients  have 
been  changed  and corrupted  as  they  have  met  veith 
different  Scribes  and  Readers  ;  but  Coyns,  as  well  as 
Infcriptions,  have  been  handed  down  to  us  voithout 
any  other  Altcrations,  th(in  thefe  that  have  h&ppened 
from  the  Length  of  Time,  and  from  the  Moiflnefs 
fi  ’'•••  w,  -■  *  ‘  '  *  *  '  of 
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of  they  Soyl,  and  Badnefs  of  the  Air where  they  have  layn ,  and 
from  forne  other  Accidents  of  that  Kind,  and  they  are  there - 
fore  the  hefi  Authorities  for  correEling fuch  Writings  as  have 
been  corrupted.  And  that  which  renders  their  Value  fili  the 
more  confderable  is  this ,  that  many  times  there  are  Particulars 
in  Hifiory  to  be  learned from  them  not  to  be  met  with  in  thofe 
Writers  that  are  now  ex  fiant.  The  Ancients  appeald  to  a 
Coyn  caird  Homerium  as  an  Argument  that  Homer  ovas  borri 
at  Smyrna,  vehere  ovas  alfo  a  Temple  and  Image  of  Homer,, 
Whence  Iis  that  Selden  mentions  HomerV  Apotheofis  in  his 
Notes  upon  the  famous  League  between  the  Smyrnaeans  and 
Magne fians  now  preferved at  Oxford.  5/Er<  ds  neu  (3i$hioSyrtn,  nat 
to  OfXYigeioV)  rou  7zrT^dym©~  £%&cra  vs®v  E)fir,ye,  nai  %6avov'  dvaiTtoi- 
cvvtou  ydp  uca  kroi  SiaCpEpovacog  rou  TTotnrk’  neu  rteu  vbfMafjux  r t 
XoChxovv  7T<xp  auTolgOpcyipBiov  AyErai,  are  theWords  of&X.xdho^upon 
this  occafion ,  and  Tully  hath  fomething  to  the  fame  Effedl  in  his 
Oration  pro  Archia.  We  have  two  of  the  Homeria  in  the  Bodleian 
Library ,  both  of  them  of  Brafs,  on  one  fide  of  which  is  CMTP- 
NAIQN  within  a  Crown  c/Xaurel,  and  on  the  other  OMHPOC 
with  Homer  V  Effigies  in  a  fitting  Pofnre ,  bat  not  reprefented  as 
blind,  Tet  I  believe  thefe  Bodleian  Coyns  cannot  be  older 
than  the  Age  of  Domitian,  about  which  time  the  Htypta  began 
to  be  made  thus  C.  For  altho *  we  have  forne  Coyns  before 
this  time  in  which  the  Eiy/xoi  is  alfo  made  thus  C,  yet  Inflances 
of  this  kind  are  very  rarely  to  be  met  with ,  and  as  I  do  not  tabe 
this  Coyn  of  the  Smyrnaeans  to  be  one  of  them  (for  it  does  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  very  fcarce)  fo ,  notwit hfanding  thofe  few 
Inflances,  we  may ,  without  any  abfurdity ,  affert ,  that  this 
Forni  C  of  the  'Eiypux  did  not  begin  to  be  common  ’ till  the  time 
of  Domitian.  To  C  pro  2  vix  occurrit  in  nummis  aut  marmo¬ 
ribus  ante  Domitiani  principatum,  pofl  illum  uon  aliter  fere, 
veteri  forma  pingendi  Fiyijux  per  2  prorfus  ablegata,  fays  a 
very  learned  Man  b.  It  mufl  indeed  be  confeffed ,  that  the 
Particulars,  before  mentioned ,  for  illvffrating  Hifiory  are  but 
fhort  in  Coyns ;  but  then  in  many  Infcriptions  they  are  fu.ll 
and  large,  and  they  difeover  to  us  not  only  the  Time  when  di- 
vers  momeritous  and  confiderable  Aclions  happensd ,  but  the 
exa£!  Circumflances  of  each  Aftion.  Nay  ofteniimes  we 
meet  with  pecuiiar  Significations  «ofWords  in  Infcriptions, 
which  cannot  but  be  both  diverting  as  well  as  ferviceable  in 
clearing  Antiquity.'  In  the  Smyrnsean  League  we  have  shvn 
for  Provinces,  and  not  for  mtire  Nations  which  is  ifs  native 
Signification.  And  in  this  reftrained  Senfe  we  find  it  in 
Marcianus  HeracleotaV  Periplus,  who  telis  c  us  that  in  his

Mr.  Selden  cites  the 
Paflage  in  his  Notes  upon  the  Smyrnean  Language,  I fuppofe 
from  Hoefchelius,  tho'  he  read  it  ororafe;  and  not  n  srcc^og,  and 
hath  in  tranfcrihing  it  committed  a  very  conflderable  Miftake, 
havin  axqu tyi^kx  ETrlaYi/xa  V  both  in  the  Text  and  in  his  Tranf- 
lation  of  it.  Now  Jince  thefe  Remains  are  fo  beneficial,  it 
muft  be  allowed  by  all  unprejudiced  and  impartial  Readers 
that  fuch  Gentlemen  have  done  very  great  Service  to  the 
Republick  of  Letters,  as  have  taken  pains  to  colledi  and 
preferve  Monuments  of  this  kind.  Indeed  they  are  not  oniy 
of  ufe  in  fettling  and  explaining  the  Greek  and  Roma  n 
Writers,  but  they  are ,  ivithal,  riecefjary  for  perfedlly  under - 
Jianding  our  oivn  later  Infcriptions  that  are found  in  Churches, 
particularly  fuch  as  have  been  done  ivith  Care  and  Judgment. 
For  the  Author s  of  thofe  Infcriptions  having  imitat ed ,  as  much 
as  they  thought  convenient ,  the  Ancients,  they  have  fometimes 
rctained  the  more  early  Expreffions,  and  at  other  times  made 
■ufe  of  the  very  Abbreviations  that  are  in  the  Roman  Monu- 
ments.  And  how  neceffary  the  Underflanding  thofe  Abbrevi- 
tions  is,  is  fujfciently  ciear  to  thofe  that  have  given  them- 
felves  time  to  look  into  Ur fatus,  or  the  Appendices  to  Gru- 
ter,  the  1  cannot  but  think ,  that  many  things  might  fili  be 
added  for  a  better  underflanding  of  thofe  compendi  otis  Ex- 
preflions  than  hath  y  et  been  publifhed.  The  mention  of  ivhich 
puts  me  in  mind  of  thefe  two  Letters  L.  L.  in  votive  Infcrip¬ 
tions,  ivhich  do  not  fignify ,  as  is  commonly  taken ,  libens  lu- 
bens,  or  iibentillime,  but  laetus  libens,  as  is  manifeft from  an 
old  Infcription  I  have  feen  in  Fabretti,  ivhere  the  Expreffion 
is  at  full  length.  Manutius  feems  to  have  been ,  in  forne  mea - 
fure ,  aivare  of  this,  ivhen  he  noted  that  L.  L  ftood  for  Isti, 
and  L ,  in  the  fingular,  for  L  tus  E  This  alfo  reminds  me  of 
S.  D.  in  old  Monuments,  ivhich  fland  for  fuo  decreto,  not 
fenatus  decreto,  as  forne  fuppofe  c,  and  cf  an  Infcription  in 
Gruterd,  in  ivhich  there  is  this  Paffage ,  D.  NERONIS 
QVINQVENNALIB.  ivhere  D.  does  not  fignify  .D  I V I, 
( as  fome  ivould  infinuate J  for  Nero  ivas  never  called  Divus, 
but  'tis  the  f  me  as  DICAVIT,  and  fioould  be  therefore, 
perhaps,  cor  re  di  ed  D.  D.  Which  Correftion  is  warranted ’ from

Now  if  this  be  the  true  and  genuine  Meaning  of  the 
Infcription,  (as  I fee  no  reafon ,  at  prefent ,  to  quefion  but  it 
is )  it  zv ili  Jhew  London  to  have  been  a  Metropolis,  and  to 
have  been  famous  even  in  CaefarV  Days ,  contrary  to  vehat  is 
commonly  maintairfd.  At  the  fame  time  I  am  confidering  this 
Infcription  I have  likewife  an  Opportunity  offer ed  of  inferting 
a  Copper  Coyn  of  Britannicus  out  of  Conful  Ray 's  Coyns  in 
the  Bodleian  Library ,  vohich  I  floall  do  the  more  readily ,  be™ 
caufeCoymof  this  young  Prine  e  are  extremely  rare,  and  are 
efteemed  by  the  moft  accurate  Judges  as -  very  great  Trea» 
fures-.

dinary  Service  by  their  Kno^vledge .  They  will  be  more 
capable  than  others  of  giving  good  Advice  and  Dire  Bion, 
and  their  Prefcriptions  will  be  the  more  regarded  by  thofe  that 
areconcerned  in  the  Events.  Having  obfervA  from  Hi  for y 
the  Confequences  of  the  fame  Kind  of  Undertakings  in  former 
Times,  they  will  be  able  to  avoid  the  falle  Steps  that  had  been 
then  made,  and  to  take  jiich  other  Methods  as  cannot  but  pro¬ 
duce  an  happy  and  profperous  Ifue.  But  if  it  focula  not 
.  be  their  Fortune  to  be  placed  in  any  publick  Poft,  they  will , 
neverthelefs,  even  then  bein  a  Capacity  of  doing  great  Service. 

Nor  can  they  reafonabiy  plead  any  Exemption/rcm  benefiting 
the  Publick  becaufe  of  their  private  Circumfla nces.  It  hath 
always  been  the  opimon  of  the  wifefl  Men,  that  no  one ,  in 
whatever  Condition,  mght  to  offer  an  Exciife,  wbereby  he  may 
be  freedfrom  the  Service  every  one  owes  to  the  Publick.  And. 
therefore  no  one  can  with  lefs  reafon  pretend  to  fuch  an  Excufe 
than  thofe  that  are  famous  for  great  Learning.  They  ought  in 
fuch  a  private  Condition  to  make  their  Learning  ufefut  either 
by  the  Advice  they  may  give  to  others,  or  by  publifjing  anesent 
Authors,  or  elfe  by  writing  them  felves .  If  they  fndthat  they 

are  better  qualified  to  do  Service  by  writing  themfelves ,  they 
lannot  fail  of  many ,  and  thofe  very  confderable ,  P articulans  in 
our  Hiflory  and  Antiquities,  that  want  to  be  ilhiftrated  and 
explained .  And  then  again,  if  they  think  it  more  advijeable  to 

publifh  fuch  old  Authors  as  yet  remain  unprinted ,  they  will 
have  a  very  large  Field  before  them,  in  which  they  will  meet 
with  a  vaft  Variety  of  Authors,  that  moli  certamly  deferve 
tofee  the  Light,  and  if  they  carefully  fei  about  publifjing  any 
of  them,  they  will  deferve  immortal  Praife  and  Hooour  of 
their  Country.  Yet  whilfi  Iffcak  thus ,  I  would  not  have  ii 
ihought  that  any  one  can  efFeclually  do  it  without  fome  fuit- 
able  Encouragement.  I  take  it  for  granted,  that  thofe  that 
are  wealthy  and  are  in  Power  will  not  fail  to  make  fuch  AL 
lowances  to  thofe  private  Perfons  as  are  engagf  d  in  thefe  pu¬ 
blick  Works  as  may  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  Defigas 
with  Ple  a  fur  e  and  Affiduity .

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ferments  were  of  a  private  Nature )  yet  he  wanted  no  Afliflance 
that  was  requifite  to  carry  on  and  confummate  what  be  had 
propofed.  He  feveral  Times  afplauds  bis  Patrans  in  bis  excel¬ 
lent  Book  called  Encomia  illuftrium  virorum,  •; ivbich  I  have 
r eprint edfrom  aCopy  that  wasvery  readily  communicat ed  tome 
by  the  ingeniolis  Mr.  James  Sotheby  Junior  efLondon,  towhom 
I am  fo  mucbtbe  more  obligedupon  ibis  account ,  becavfe  tho '  I am 
a  Stranger  to  hira,  yet  he  fent  it  to  me,  without  the  leaft  ap¬ 
plicat  ion  on  my  part ,  as  Joon  as  be  had  been  infer  mea,  that  I 
had fought  after  it  in  vain  in  many  Studies  and  Shops.  other- 
wife  well  furnifhed  witb  Books.  But  tben  as  Mr .  Leland 
nuas  a  Perfon  of  very  extraordinary  and  uncommon  Parts, 
and  of  equal  Induftry  and  Judgment,  fo  his  Defigns  were  as 
large  and  extennve,  and  vehat  no  one  Perfon  can  ever  hope  to 
pinifo  and  bring  to  Perfeciion,  and  for  that  reafon  thofe  that 
engage  in  Antiquities  Jhould  propofe  lefs  extenfive  Defigns  to 
themfclves ,  fuch  as  they  may  fairly  hope  they  fio  adi  be  able  to 
compleat  and  bring  to  Perfeci  ion,  Which  Method  had  Mr . 
Leland  himfelf followed,  ve  e  had  then  had  many  more  nnilhed 
Pieces  of  his  own  Compofure ,  than  ve  e  nove  have.  However 
ihoy  he  did  not  finijh  much  himfelf,  yet  fuch  of  his  Colledtions  as 
are  nove  preferved  are  extraordinary  and  very  excellent,  and 
as  they  have  hitherto ,  fo  they  veill  hereafter  exercife  the  Pens 
of  our  befl  Antiquaries  in  vehat  ever  they  fball  fet  themfelves 
about  in  order  to  promote  and  advance  our  own  National  An¬ 
tiquities.

Religious  Houfes)  fo  there  are  in  other  MSS.  often - 
times  Fragments  of  Hiftory  and  Antiquity  fcattered , 
Thecla  omitted  d'hv  which  ’ twould  be  very  proper  to  have  coilecled  and 
Br.  Grate  in  the  firft  publifhed  under  the  Tiile  of  a  Spicilegium.  We  have 
Voiume  of  his  Spici-  a  Specimen  of  fuch  a  Spicilegium  in  Mr,  Selden\r]Ead- 
1  mer,  Both  the  publifhing  of  indre  MSS.  and  the  coi- 

lecling  of  fuch  Fragments  would  be  of  equal  Advan- 
tage  and  Honour  to  our  Country,  and  ’ twould  be  a  means  to 
put  a  flop  to  thofe  Reflexions  which  are  ofientimes  caft  upon 
7/s  for  not  making  a  proper  ufe  of  our  MSS.  amongft  which 
Animadverters  I  find  no  lefs  a  Man  than  Jofeph  Scaliger 
himfelf  \  who  at  the  fame  time  that  he  commends  our  MSS 
and  the  Catalogue  of  them  printed  by  Dr.  Thomas  James,  up _ 
braids  a  us  with  Negligence,  as  altogether  averfe  io  that  for t 
a  Scaliger' 5  Epift.  n.  CCXXXIV.  p.  501. 
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cd,  to  be  met  with 
in  many  MSS.  parti- 
cuiarly  in  fuch  as  are 
badiyvjvittzn,  and  are 
not  caftly  read.  A 
Fragment  of  the 
Prreek  Atfs  of  Saint 
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cf  Study  whicb  depends  upon  inJpeSting  and confulting  old  MSS. 
in  coileFting  Fragments  from  MSS.  I  Jhould  think  it  advife- 
able  ( provided  tbe  Opinion  of fo  ignorant  and  mean  a  Perfou 
as  my  felf  may  be  of  any  weight )  to  be  very  particular  in  ex - 
amining  thofe  MSS.  which  are  either  written  in  a  very  rude 
Hand,  or  are  pretty  much  defaced ;  becaufe ,  in  uiyown  Searches» 
I  have  always  obferved  that  unpublifhed  Fragments  are 
more  frequently  foundin  fuch  Kind  ofhA SS.  than  in  thofe  that 
are  written  fairly  and  are  eafily  re  ad.  And  this  I  have  noted 
7iot  only  with  refpecl  to  our  own  Hiftory,  but  alfo  with  re - 
gard  to  other  Parts  of  Antiquity.  The  mention  whereofbrings 
to  my  memory  a  Fragment  of  the  Greek  Abis  of  St.  Thecla 
that  is  omitted  in  both  the  Editions  of  the  Spicilegium  Patrum  % 
that  was  collecled  and  fet  out  by  the  late  pious  and  learned 
Dr.  Grabe.  Itold  him  of  it  fome  y  e  ars  before  he  dyed  ( when 
I  was  tranfcribing  and  colleUing  for  him  many  other  Frag¬ 
ments  befides  out  of  other  MSS,)  and  he  took  a  Note  of  it,  and 
faid  he  would  take  care  to  make  it  publick  when  an  Opportu- 
nity  offer ed.

&  Huntingdon.  ’Tis  a  thick  Quarto,  and  contains  divers  other 
ifi  valuable  Remains  of  Eccleliafticai  Antiquity.  ’Tis  above  500. 

J  Tears  old,  ( as  I  conjeEture  J  and  is  written  in  a  pretty  large 
I  CharaSler,  and  the  Orthography  is  agreeable  to  the  Pronun- 
:i  ciation  in  ufe  when  the  Scribe  lived,  but  in  feveral  Places 
fS  the  Letters  are  fo  much  decayed  that  dis  hard  to  make  them 
jl  out.  The  Greek  MS.  Dr.  Grabe  himfelf  made  ufe  of  happened 
to  be  imperfecl,  and  he  was  therefore  obliged  to  fupply  it 
"from  Metaphraftes,  which  had  been  more  luckily  done  from 
(  this  MS.  ofDr.

But  becaufe  dwill  be  more  Satif- 
faFlion  to  the  Reader  ( however  it  may  feem  to  be  a  Digref- 
lion)  to  have  it  publifhed,  than  to  have  it  fili  lye  hid  in  the 
MS.  /  beg  leave  to  infert  it  here,  not  in  the  leafl  doubting 
!|  but  that  it  will  be  kindly  received  by  ali  true  Lovers  of  Eccle- 
liafHcal  JLearning  and  Antiquity  :  and  that  the  rather,  becaufe 
'  /  will  not  alter  either  the  manner  of  writing  or  pointing,  but 
\  retain  ali  the  Errors  of  the  MS.  Which  Method,  if  it  were 
!|  followed  in  publifhing  other  old  MSS.  ( at  leafl  by  way  of 
If  Specimen  either  in  the  Preface  0"  Notes)  it  would  be  a  good 
jf  Rule  for  other s  to  judge  of  their  Antiquity,  as  well  as  the  way

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§.8.  Juft  as  1  w as  about  to  tranfcribe  this  Greek 
ITl/ZZA-  Fragment,  I  had  occafton  to  confult  fime  PalTages  in 
ptol,  together  with  old  Authors  about  the  Roman  CapitoI,  and,  by  acci- 
lo.ne otkcr  FragmentS'  dent,  1  met  with  an  old  Fragment  relating  to  it  in  a 
Uu,t  0i  Lati n  MS.  in  the  fame  Bodleian  Library  a.  The  MS. 
contains feveral  other  Things,  and  that  Part  of  it,  in 
which  this  Fragment  occurrs 5  is  very  rudely  written,  much 
like  the  MS.  of  Livy,  from  whence  I publijhed  a  Fragment  m 
my  late  Edition  of  that  Author  at  Oxford.  By  this  Fragment 
nue  have  a  different  Account  of  the  Etymolcgy  of  the  Capitol 
than  is  commonly  received,  and  there  are  forne  other  cuiious 
Particulars  in  it,  which  tho'  in  Part  Romantick,  yet  1  could 
not  but  iake  great  Notice  of,  and  as  I  tranfcrib' 'd  it  for  my  own 
Ufe ,  fo  I  fhall  as  readily  now  communicate  it  to  the  Publick , 
together  with  fome  other  Fragments  of  Antiqnity,  which  are 
equally  curious,  and  immediately  follow  the  former  Fragment, 
and  are  written  by  the  fame  Hand Capitolium  Romans

Undertaking,  and,  tho ’  i  am  not  qualifyed,  yet  1 
•wonld  my  felf  at tempt  it ,  ivere  2  not  fui ly  fatisfyed , 
that  thofe  that  have  fubfcribed  for,  and  encouraged , 
this  Work  are  capable  ofmaking  much  more  pertinent 
Obfervatioos  than  can  be  exfetied from  me.  I Jball 

tberefore  forbear  entering  upon  this  Tafk,  and  injlead  thereof 
I  t vili  take  this  Opportunity  of  correcling  a  very  great  Mifiake 
that  hath  been  committed,  amongft  a  great  number  befides,  by 
Mr.  Tyrell.  This  learned  Gentleman  telis  vs  inpag.  /\  5.  of 
the  VIth.  Book  of  the  firft  Volurne  of  his  General  Hifiory  of 
England,  that  Edmund  Ironfide  was  the  Son  of  King  Ethelred 
by  a  Concubine,  and  not  by  Marriage,  and  yet  in  his  Genea» 
logical  Table  ( ivhich  he  affures  was  taken  from  Authentick 
Authors)  hemakes  her  his  Wife,  and  telis  us  that  her  Nonne 
was  Elgiva.  How  he  came  to  be  fo  right  in  the  Table,  and 
fo  very  wrong  in  the  Hifiory  it  felf  ,  Iwillnot  prefume  tojudge . 
Ifay  fo  very  wrong  in  the  Hifiory  it  felf.  For  notwithftand - 
ing  he  quot  es  Wdlliam  c/Tlalmfbury,  Ethelred  Abhat  de  Rie- 
vallis,  and  Matthew  Weftminfier,  and  then  concludes  with 
thefe  JVords ,  So  that  it  appears  by  thefe  Authors,  that  this 
King  Edmund  was  born  of  a  Concubine,  yet  I  cannot  jind 
( upon  <z  careful  Examination  of  the  Matter )  that  he  had  any 
goodreafon  ( unlefs  he  wiil  call ferving  a  Tum  a  good  reafon) 
todraw  any  fuch  Conglufion.  Now  to  jnjiifywhat  I  have  here 
remarked ,  I  will firfi  of  ali  tranferibe  the  JVords  of  all  thefe 
three  Authors ,  and  then  I  willfoew  that  Mr.  Tyrellh  Inter- 
pretation  is  forced  and  unnatural.  JVhat  William  of  Malmf- 
"  bury  telis  us  about  this  Ajfair  is  in  c.  10.  p.  71.  of  his  fecond 
Book  de  Geflis  regum  Angliae.  Erat  ifle  Edmundus  (faith  he J 
non  ex  Emma  natus,  fed  ex  quadam  alia',  quam  fama  obfcura 
recondit.  The  fecond  duthor  is  Ethelredus  Rievalienfis,  who 
writes  a  thus  :  Tunc  Rex  [ 'Ethelredus ]  miffus  in  Norman- 
niam  nuntiis  Eramam  Eliam  Ricardi  ducis  fibi  in  uxorem 
dari  &  petiit  &  accepit,  cum  jam  de  filia  Torethi  nobiliffimi 
comitis  filium  fufeepiffet  Edmundnm.  Ex  Emma  deinde  duos 
habuit  filios,  Edwardum  &  Alfredum,  de  quibus  poffea  dice¬ 
mus.  The  third  and  laft  of  them  is  Matthew  Weftminfter,  who 
fpeaks  in  this  manner  b  :  Erat  autem  Edmundus  ifte,  non  ex 
Emma  regina,  fed  ex  quadam  ignobili  femina  generatus,  qui 
utique  matris  fure  ignobilitatem  generis,  mentis  ingenuitate 
&  corporis  firenuitate  redintegrando  redemit.  Here  we  fee 
that  neither  of  thefe  Authors  calls  her  a  Concubine,  that  they

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only  acquaints  us ,  that  fise  ivas  of  mean  and  obfcure  Parentage 
in  comparifon  of  Ethelred,  ivho  vuas  the  Son  of  fo  very  great  a 
King  as  Edgar.  Ethelred ns  indeed  calls  her  Father  nobiliffi- 
mus,  but  that  is  to  be  under fiood  only  as  he  luas  comes,  and 
not  that  he  thonght  that  his  Daughter  ivas  a  proper  Match  for 
Edmund.  This  inequality  therefore  of  Birth  made  the  Writers 
of  thof e  Times  lefs  careful  to  tranfmit  her  Name  to  Poflerity  ; 
ivhich  I  take  to  bc  the  rcafon  wby  her  Name  is  not  made  men- 
iion  of  by  either  of  the  old  Authors  Ihave  here  cited.  Hence 
Malmfbury’s,  quam  fama  obfcura  recondit ;  thereby  fignify- 
ing,  that  her  Name  did  not  occur  in  the  Authors  he  made  ufe 
of.  That  the  Interpretation  I  have  given  is  true  and  juft,  and 
that  this  Lady  was  really  his  Wife,  and confequently  that  Mr. 
TyrelPj  Interpretation  is  forced  and  unoatural,  (ivhich  is 
' vehat  I  ivas  to  Nove )  appears  from  the  Judgment  not  only  of 
the  befl  Hiflorians  that  have  ivritten  fince  the  Reformation, 
but from  undoubted  Evidence  before  that  time.  Mr.  Tyrell 
himfelf  quot  es  one  Chronicle  in  ivhich  fhe  is  exprefsly  calied 
his  firfl  Wife.  Nor  is  Henry  Knighton  lefsexprefs.  Rex  E- 
gelredus  genuit  de  Emma,  filia  Ricardi  primi,  ducis  tercii 
Normannise,  duos, filios,  fcilicet  Altredum & EdwardumCon- 
fefforem,  &  de  una  alia  uxore  habuit  Edmundum  ferreum 
latus,  qui  fic  dicebatur  propter  probitatem  fuam,  <bc.  a.  / 
tnight  produce  other  Authors,  but  I fhall  only  quote  one  more ? 
and  he  is  Walter  Coventry,  a  Writer  of  very  good Credit ,  ivho 
lived  in  the  Reigns  of  K.  John  and  K.  Henry  the  third.  ’Tis 
iipon  his  Account  that  I  have  taken  Notice  of  this  Miftake  of 
Mr.  Tyrell V,  his  Chronicle  being  exflant  in  the  fame  MS. 
from  iv hic h  I  have  publifocd  the  Fragmenfs  abovey  and  Fis 
ivritten  in  the  very  fame  H  and  wiih  thof  e  Fragments,  not  leng 
after  the  time  of  Henry  the  third  as  I conjechir e.  In  fol.  58.3. 
qf  this  MS.  Chronicle  ive  have  thefe  remarkable  Words,  1 vhich 
1  fhall  leave  to  Mr.  TyrellV  Confideration.  Poff  decdTum 
Athelredi  regis  Edmundus  filius  fuus  ex  prima  conjuge,  filia 
fcilicet  Thoreti  nobiliffimi  comitis,  laboris  &  regni  relidfus 
efl  heres.  I  am  pretty  ivell  convinced  that  Mr.  Tyrell  ivill 
be  ready  io  defend  his  Opinion  by  the  Authority  of  John  Brom- 
ton,  ivho  informs  b  us ,  that  fome  faid  the  Mother  of  Edmund 
Ironfide  ivas  a  Concubine  to  K.  Ethelred.  But  then  as  Brom- 
ton  himfelf  does  not  incline  to  their  Opinion ,  fo  ive  ought  to 
think  that  thofe  quidam,  thof e  fome  Men,  ivere  Perfons  of  no 
great  Reputatio n  ;  and  Fis  for  this  reafon ,  as  I  take  it ,  that 
they  have  not  been  regarded fince  by  Men  of  the  beft  Principies  ; 
and  I  am  apt  to  think  that.  notwithjlanding  the  Indujlry  of

cof,  877. 
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Hypothetical  and  Republican  Writers ,  thcy  ivill  be  as  little 
regarded  hereafter  by  Men  that  are  aEled  by  the  fame  lionefl 
Pi  'incipies.  The  wifeft  Men  of  the  Nat  ion  npon  EthelredV 
Death  did  not  look  npon  Edmund  as  illegi timate.  Nay  that 
Part  of  the  Nobility  and  others  ivhich  adhered  to  Cmite  did 
not  aliedge  this  Objectiori  againft  Edmund.  To fcandaiize  any 
Perfon  is  agreat  Crime ,  but  the  heinoufnefs  of  it  increafes  ac¬ 
eo  r  di  ng  to  the  Dignity  of  the  Perfon  of  ivhom  the  Scandal  is 
raifed.  It  is  therefore  no  fmall  Blemijh  to  Mr.  Tyre  i  10  Au- 
thority  ( ivhich  hoivevcr  may  be  iviped  ojf  by  a  Publick  Retrac¬ 
tatiori)  that  he  hath  thought  fit  to  endeavour  to  Jiam  the 
Eeputation  of  King  Ethelred  and  his  firjt  Queen,  and  io  re- 
prefent  them  as  loofe  and  immoral,  even  when  he  had  full  (at 
leaft  very  probable)  AfTurance  to  the  contrary  from  the  Tefii - 
mony  of  the  moft  authentick  Writers. 

§.  io.  But  (to  leave  this  Controverfy)  I do  not 
know  of  any  Part  of  Learning  that  ivill  receive  fo  V®  Part .  (ear^'g 
conliderable  Improvementsyrcm  collechng  bragments  derable  Improvements 
out  cTManufcript  Books  and  Papers  that  are  ivritten  ft‘om  Fragments  ia 
in  ili  Hands,  as  that  ivhich  relaies  to  the  Hiftory  of  Hdf^s  tjT  are 
the  Keligious  Houies,  particularly  thoje  that  belongd  hxMSS.  astheHiftory 
io  our  own  Kingdom ,  to  ivhich  I  am  noiv  to  confine  °^fitMonafterics  ani 

myfcf  that  being  the  chief  Occafion  that  hathgiven  rhTmnkTldo^er 
Birth  to  thcfe  Remarks.  The  Monks  and  other  Reli-  Rdigious  Perfons  care- 
gious  Perfons  look' d npon  it  as  an  unpardonable  Piece  about  the  Affaiis 
o/"  Ingrati tude  not  to  keep  Regifters  of  their  Founders  l°AmAi 

and  Benefadtors.  As  thcy  remembred  them  conflantiy  would  oftentimes  pu 
in  their  Devotions,  fo  thcy ,  ivithali ,  took  the  uimofl 
Pains  to  record  all  the  moft  minute  Circumjtances 


that  concerned  each  BenefadHon.  And  there  vjas 


equal  Care  fheivn  by  them  in  keeping  Lifis  of  their 
Abbats,  and  in  redating  the  AElions  of  fuch  illuftrious  Perfons 
as  ho,d  been  bred  up  amongft  them.  But  rude  Hands  coming 
into  Fafivion  after  the  Normans  hacl  invaded  Bngland,  not 
oniy  in  our  own  Country  but  elfewhere,  the  MSS  belonging  to 
the  Monaftick  Ajfairs  that  ivere  ivritten  after  that  Period,  are 
not  oftentimes  to  be  read  ivithout  the  ut  moft  Difficulty.  It 
muft  indeed  be  allowed ,  that  the  Miffals,  Breviaries,  and  other 
books  of  Divine  Offices  ivere  ahvays  curioully  and  neatly  done, 
and fom e  of  them  even  to  the  AJlonifhment  of  our  modern 
Spectators.  But  then  a  more  than  ordinary  Experfe  was  laid 
out  npon  Books  of  this  nature ,  and  there  ivere  Injundlions  npon 
that  Account ,  on  purpofe  that  no  Book  fhould  be  brought  into 
Churches,  and  Chapells,  and  other  Places  of  Devotion  but 
ivhat  might  be  eafily  read.  Such  Copies  as  ivere  ivritten  in  a 
larger  Hand  than  ufual  ivere  for  the  ufe  of  more  aged  Perfons, 

and 
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and  thofe  that  were  more  beautifully  illuminated  than  was  com - 
monly  Jeen  were  defigned  not  only  for  the  Nuns  of  the  better 
Quality,  but  likewife  for  other  Perfons  of  Didindtion.  There 
was ,  withall ,  great  Caution  obferved  in  writing  the  Fathers  and 
Claffick  Authors  after  the  fame  Period  of  Time,  But  then  as 
to  Books  that  concerned  the  Hiftory  of  the  Kingdom,  or  the 
Monaderies  ( unlefs  they  were  to  be  prcfcnted )  they  were  not 
fo  folicitous  a.bout  their  being  fairly  written,  as  they  were  to 
have  the  Story  truly  told.  And  provided  what  they  related 
were  exafi,  they  did  not  think  it  material  to  jmt  their  Gbfer- 
vations  dovjn  in  a  Book  provided  only  for  that  purpofe ,  but 
they  wouldvery  often  er, ter  their  Remarks  in  Books  that  were 
altogether  forreign  to  what  they  were  then  relating,  Hence 
it  is  that  there  is  to  be  met  with  fuch  Variety  of  Notes  about  the 
Religious  Houfes  where  there  have  been  vacant  PJaces  in  dk- 
vers  MSSC.  Books  which  contain  Things  upon  quite  other  Sub - 
jecls,  and  are  written  otherwife  very  fairly,  w  here  as,  on  the 
ccntrary,  the  Addit ional  Notes  aboat  the  Religious  Houfes  are 
not  very  pleafing  to  the  Eye,  thd  on  other  Accounts  perhaps  of 
more  ufe  than  all  the  other  Things  contained  in  each  refpedlive

Worth  of  Mr.  Doclf-

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§.  ii.  I  cannot  refer  the  Rcader  to  a  better  Proof 
of  the  Ufe  that  may  be  made  of  collefding  Fragments 
about  the  Religious  Houfes  fcattered  up  and  down 
in  MSS.  otherwife  of  a  different  nature  from  thofe 
Fragments,  than  to  that  elaborate  and  very  ufeful 
Work  called  the  Monadicon  Anglicanum.  Who  is 
there  that  hath  lookA  into  this  Work,  and  is  at  all 
verfed  in  thefe  Affairs,  that  is  not  fatisfyed  that  many 
of  the  Materials  are  only  fuch  Fragments  ?  The  prin- 
cipal  Compiler  Mr.  Dodfworth  was  a  Gentleman  of 
that  incredible  Induitry,  that  he  did  not  let  any  MS.  that 
came  to  his  Hands  efcape  withont  turning  it  over  and  carefully 
examining  it;  by  which  means  he  very  often  met  with  Frag¬ 
men  ts  of  our  Hiftory,  that  would  otherwife  have  efcaped  his 
Knowledge.  As  many  of  thefe  are  preferved  in  the  Monadi- 
con,  fo  there  is  fili  a  far  larger  fhiantity  behind ,  as  yet  un - 
publifhed,  in  his  Colledlions  f  comprized  in  162.  Volumes,  mof 
of  them  in  Folio)  that  are  preferved  in  the  Bodleian  Library . 
/  never  look  upon  thefe  Colledlions  ( and  I  have  frequent  Oc - 
cafion  to  infpeTi  them)  without  the  utmod  Surprize  and  Won- 
der,  and  I  camiot  but  blefs  God  that  he  was  pleafed,  out  of  his 
induite  Goodnefs  and  Mercy,  to  raife  up  fo  pious  and  dili¬ 
gent  a  Perfon  that  fieould ,  by  his  Bleffing,  fo  effePtually  dif- 
cover  and  pre ferve  fuch  a  noble  Treafure  of  Antiquities  as  is 
contained  it  thofe  Volumes .  Mof  of  the  Things  in  them  are 
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ivritte n  ivith  his  own  Hand ,  and  fometimes  the  Genealogical 
Tables  and  the  Notes  upon  them  are  done  with  that  exquifite 
Care  and  Judgment,  that  I  cannot  but  think  much  otherwifs 
of  this  eminent  Perfon  than  the  Author  of  Athenae  Oxoni- 
enfes.  For  it  plainly  appears  to  me,  that  his  Judgment  and 
Sagaci  ty  ivere  not  inferior  to  his  Diligence,  and  I fee  no  reafon 
to  doubt  but  that  if  he  had  lived  to  have  written  the  Anti- 
quities  of  Yorkfhire  {as  he  once  defigned)  it  would  have  ap- 
peared  in  a  ve ry  pleafmg  and  entertaining  Method,  and  in  a 
proper,  elegant  Style ?  and  wouldhave  beenfet  out  ivith  ali  other 
becoming  Advantages.  But  inftead  of  methodizing  his  Coi* 
ledtions,  he  thought  it  more  ufeful  ( at  leaft  it  fuit  ed  moft  ivith 
his  Inclination)  conflant ly  to  continue  them  on ,  and  to  leave 
the  Publication  of  them  in  what  Order  Jhould  be  thought  fit  to 
Pofterity.  So  that  tho1  he  heaped  up  fuch  an  immenfe  Number 
of  Remarks,  yet  he  prepared  nothing  for  the  Prefs  himfelf  ex - 
cepting  the  two  firft  Volumes  of  the  Monafticon ;  but  before  the 
Work  was  advanced  far  by  the  Printers,  he  was  cut  off  by 
Death,  and  then  the  correFting  part  feli  upon  the  equally  fa - 
mous  Sir  William  Dugdale,  ivho  added  a  third  Volume,  ivhich 
is  ivholly  owing  to  himfef.  What  had  been  publijhed  before 
about  our  Religious  Houfes  is  extremely  llight  and  imperfech 
But  in  this  great  Work  there  is  a  moft  noble  Account ,  extrahi- 
ed from  the  moft  Authentick  Leiger  Books,  Regifters,  and 
other  Records,  of  themofl  confiderable  of  the  Religious  Houfes, 
and  ali  is  done  ivith  fo  much  Fidelity ,  and  in  fo  good  a  Me- 
ihod,  that  there  is  nothing  but  ivhat  is  commendable  in  it.  In 
fo  much  that  the  Work  hath  been  applauded  and  admired  not 
pnly  by  thofecf  our  own  Nation,  but  by  the  moft  judicious  and 
learned  Men  in  Forrelgn  Countries,  and  it  is  a  moft  ampler 
Teftimony  of  the  great  Worth  of  the  Compilers,  and  ivill  de¬ 
ferve  everlafting  praife  frora  ali  fuch  as  have  the  leaft  Senfe  of 
Virtue  and  Honour. 

§.  12.  It  may  ivell  be  ivondered at ,  that Jinceihis 
excellent  Work  hath  met  ivith  fuch  Applaufe  and  de- 
ferved  Succefs  amongft  all  forts  of  Perfons ,  no  one 
Jhould  have  hitherto  attempted  a  Continuation  of  the 
fame.  For  tho ’  the  Compilers  of  it  have  given  us  a 
large  ColleFtion  of  Records,  yet  from  the  little  expe- 
rience  /  have  in  MSS.  /  eaftly  gather  that  beftdes 
thofe  to  be  met  ivith  in  Mr.  Dodfworthft  Colleftions, 
there  is  ftill  behind  a  rich  and  valuable  Treafure  of 
Charters  and  Papers,  both  in  publick  and  private  Li¬ 
brarie  s,  by  ivhich  not  only  thofe  Religious  Houfes  mun^  Cafetl. 
that  are  already  mentioned  in  the  Monafticon  might 
ke  farther  accountsd  fir,  but  likewife  ihe  Hiftory  of  many 
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Houfes  not  at  all  touctid.  upon  there,  might  be  illuftrated ,  and 
fet  in  a  ciear  and  proper  Light.  Nay  divers  Remarks  of  very 
great  moment  may  be  extraFted  both  from  Mr .  Lelandb  Iti- 
nerary  and  from  his  Collectanea,  which  are  not  mentioned 
there.  fis  true  the  Compilers  confulted  both  thofe  Works, 
but  then  whether  it  was  becavfe  they  wanted  an  Index,  or  elfe 
becaufe  they  had  not  Opportunity  and  Leifure  to  examine  thofe 
Books  with  all  the  Nicenefs  and  Stridtnefs  as  was  requifite, 
or  whatever  elfe  may  be  the  reafon ,  this  is  certain,  that  it  fo 
feli  out ,  that  many  excellent  and  ufeful  Materials  to  be  met 
with  in  thofe  Volumes  efcapedtheir  Diligence,  and  might  ihere- 
fore  ferve  to  make  np  one  Part  of  the  Improvements  that 
might  bernade  to  the  Work.  But  then  there  is  this  Difcourage- 
ment,  that  Books  of  this  nature  are  frequently ,  as  it  hap- 
pens ,  a  long  time  in  vending ,  and  the  Undertakers,  for  that 
reafon ,  in  danger  of  being  ruined.  And  dis  probable  that ,  thoy 
no  one  fhould ,  as  I  obferved  before ,  fequefter  himfelf fofar  as 
to  deny  his  Service  to  the  Public ,  yet  this  may  be  the  true  rea¬ 
fon  why  no  one  hath ,  as  yet ,  pretended  to  publifh  another  Part . 
It  is  obfervable  that  in  this  Nat  ion  many  Works  are  propofed 
and  commended  as  very  laudable  and  necefiary,  and  the  Com¬ 
pilers  and  Undertakers  are  accordingly  ufually  applauded  for 
their  great  and  laborious  Attempts  ;  but  when  the  Works  are 
brought  to  PerfeBtion  and  readyfor  Publicat  ion,  many  of  thofe , 
that  were  almoji  extravagant  before  in  praifng  them ,  prove 
only  pretended  Friends,  and  are  fo  far  from  helping  of  with 
the  !  mpreilion,  that  they  rather  ufe  all  clandeftine  Means 
they  can  to  hinder  and prevent  the  Sale.  Infidioris  Adverfaries 
are  moft  of  all  to  be  feared  ;  and  Perfons  of  this  Difpofition 
and  Tcmper  may  moft  prope rly  be  charaPterized as  fuch.  Ii  is 
lamentable  to  conftder  the  Dijftculties  Grnter  met  with  in  the 
Sale  of  his  admirable  Collectiori  of  Infcriptions.  The  Charges 
cf  the  Edition  could  not  be  ballanced  ’till  many  years  apter 
his  Death .  But  that  which  is  more  deplorable  than  this  is  the 
Fate  of  the  learned  Dr.  Edmnad  Caldell,  who  after  many  Tears 
fpent  in  compiling  his  Hep‘aglott  Lexicon,  to  the  ruining  of 
his  Health  and  Fortune,  when  the  Work  was  finifhcd  and 
publifhed  be  met  with  a  very  poor  Reward  /br  his  incredible 
and  indeed  Herculean  Labours.  Himfelf  oh  ferves  in  a  Letter 

I  have  under  his  own  II and,  that  he  had  fpent  above  twelve 
thoufand  Pounds  upon  thdt  Work,  and  makes  bitter  Complaints 
that  after fuch  a  vafl  Expenle,  anclfo  many  Difafters  as  he  had 
encountered  with  in  it,  the  Copies  JJjould  all  lye  upon  his 
Hands.  Which  Complaints  as  they  were  very  juft,  and  in¬ 
deed  much  to  the  Scandal  of  thofe  that  were  able  to  be  Patrons 
of  Learning,  fo  they  may  be  as  truly  made  in  many  other 
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Cafes,  'and  particularly  with  refpeSl  to  feveral  Undertakings 
tbat  relate  to  our  own  Hiilory,  and  do  therefore  tencl  to  the 
Honour  of  this  Kingdom. 

§.13.  But  nbw  if  notwithftanding  the  ProfpeStof 
the  Difficulties  that  will  be  likely  to  attend  the  Sale,  He  that  ftall  undir-- 
any  onejhould  have  the  Conrage  and  Refolution  to  at - 
tempt  and  carry  on  a  Continuation  of  the  Monafti-  nothave  fodifficulrz 
con,  he  will  fnd  hinifelf  engaged  in  an  eafier  Task  Task  as  that  was  of 
than  that  was  of  the  firft  Compilers.  For  befides  that 
they  have  prefcribed  and  cut  out  the  Method  he  is  to  nnftica  commended. 
follow ,  fince  their  time  there  have  been  publifhed  Ca- 
talogues  of  the  MSS.  in  many  of  the  moft  confiderable  Li- 
hraries  in  England  and  Ireland  ;  by  the  Help  of  which  he  will 
at  one  View  apprehend  what  Materials  are  to  be  met  with  in 
thofe  Libraries,  and  accordingly  he  will  afterwards  take  care 
to  make  a  fuitable  Application  for  them .  But  then  there  is 
yet  another  Afliftance  that  will  be  of  no  lefs  Service  to  him ,  and 
that  is  a  Book  calle d ,  Notitia  Monaftica,  or  a  fhort  Hiftoiy  of 
the  Religious  Honfes  in  England  and  Wales,  written  and 
publifhed  by  the  Reverend  and  Learned  Dr.  ThomaS  Tanner# 

Chancellor  of  Norwich  and  Prabendary  of  Ely.  This  Book 
( which  is  in  8V°.J  was  printed  at  the  Theatre  in  Oxford  in 
the  Tear  1695.  Tho ’  the  Author  was  then  only  Batchelonr  of 
Arts,  yet  it  is  a  ioery  judicious  Performance ,  and  by  it  he  hath 
defervedly  obtained  a  great  and  very  diftinguifhing  Character 
and  Reputation  amongft  the  moft  learned  and  moft  celebrated 
cf  our  Antiquaries.  It  is  adorned  with  a  well  penned  Preface9 
in  which  he  hath  fhewed  himfelf  to  be  a  Mafter  in  Monaflic 
Learning,  and  to  have  improved  himfelf  in  our  Antiquities  far 
heyond  his  Tears.  But  that  which  1  look  upon  as  the  principal 
Ornament  of  this  Work  is  the  Account  under  each  nbbey  whcre 
the  Regiders,  Leiger-Books,  Charters.  andother  Records  re- 
lating  to  it  are  kdged*  It  muft  indeed  be  acknowledged ,  that 
many  of  thofe  Pvecords  are  mentioned  in  the  Monafhcon  ;  but 
then  the  Author  by  his  great  Diligence  and  Skill  in  thefe  Af- 
fairs,  hath  difcovered  a  noble  Treafure  of  other  Records  noi 
in  the  leaft  taken  notice  of  there .  The  Notitia  of  thefe  Re¬ 
cords  alone  would  have  made  a  very  ufeful  Manual ;  but  the 
Author  thought  it  moft  advifeable  at  the  fame  time  to  give  us 
a  Compendious  Hiftory  of  the  Religious  Houfes,  a?id  befides 
the  Preface  to  inrich  it  with  copious  Indexes.  So  that  the 
Work  taken  ali  together  is  become  a  neceffary  Repertory,  and 
is  efteenid  as  fuch  by  Readers  of  the  beft  Judgment.

And  ammgfi  thefe  ought  to  be  mentionedmy 
Wittids  Account  of  Great  Friend  and  Acquaintance  Browne  Wi Ilis  of 
the  Mitred  Abbeys  an  Buckinghamfhire,  Efq a  Gentlemen  who  as  he  hath 

hi s^Abilitk^0^  °f  a  verT  power  fui  Genius  for  our  Englifh  Antiquities, 

fo  he  hath  made  it  his  Study  for  feveral  Tears  to  cul- 
tivate  and  improve  them ,  and  at  the  fame  time  in  divers  other 
remarkable  Cafes  to  fbe-w  his  AjfeElion  to  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land.  This  inquifitive  and  worthy  Perfon,  to  his  immortal 
Hononr,  hath  colleEled  feveral  Volumes  ( moft  cf  ruhich  are 
written  with  his  own  Hand J  relating  to  onr  Englifh  Hiftory 
and  Antiquities.  By  the  Help  of  thefe  Colleftions  he  defigns 
to  cojnpile  the  Antiquities  of  Buckinghamfhire  ;  from  which 
Work  we  may  exfpedl  Abundance  of  curious  and  ufeful  Re» 
marks,  not  hitherto  taken  notice  of  by  any  of  our  Antiquaries, 

1 ivhich  will perpetuate  his  Fame  to  future  Ages,  and will  he  a 
lafting  Monument  of  his  Zeal  for  promoting  the  Credit  and 
Reputation  of  his  own  Country.  In  amaffing  Colle6tions 
together  he  hath  always  had  a  particular  Regar d  to  the  Re- 
ligious  Houfes,  and  made  it  one  of  the  principal  and  moft 
ooafiderable  Parts  of  his  Inquiry  to  obtain  an  ex  adi  Relatio n  of 
them>  from  their  firit  Original  to  their  DifToiution.  It  was 
from  his  AffeFtion  to  this  Branch  cf  our  Antiquities,  that  when 
Ibegan  to  put  this  Work  to  the  Prefs  he  was  pleafed  to  fub - 
feribe  to  it  very  liberally,  and  to  draw  up  and  communicate  to 
me  tke  following  View  of  the  Mitred  Abbeys,  with  a  Cata- 
3ogue  of  their  refpe&ive  Abbats  ;  which  as  it  is  an  undenyable 
Proof  of  his  Abilities,  fo  I  fee  no  reafon  to  queftion  but  that 
it  will  be  efleemed  and  valued  by  all  proper  Judges,  who  are 
willing  to  allow  any  EfTay  to  be  made  towards  a  true  andim- 
partial  Hiftory  of  the  Monafteries,  in  which  there  was  fuch  an 
incredible  Number  of  Perfons  bred>  that  proved  eminent  for 
Piety,  Virtue,  and  Learning.

Monaftic  Inftitution  is 
very  ancient ,  and  it  had  been  very  laudable  had  he  reduced 
the  Manner  of  Worjhip  to  the  Primitive  Form.  Popery,  as  l

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take  it\  Jigntfyes  no  more  than  the  Errors  of  the  Church  of 
Home,  had  be  therefore  put  a  Stop  to  thofe  Errors,  he  had 
aFled  wifely,  and  very  mucb  to  the  Content  of  ali  truly  good 
and  religious  Men .  But  then  tbis  ruould  not  have  fatisfyed 
the  Ends  of  himfelf,  and  his  covetous  ^^ambitious  Agents. 
They  all  aimed  ai  the  Revenups  and  Riches  of  the  Religious 
Houfes.  For  ruhich  reafon  no  Arts  nor  Contrivances  ruere  to 
be  pajfed  by  that  might  be  of  nfe  in  obtaining  thofe  Ends.  The 
moft  abominable  Crirnes  i vere  to  be  charged uponthe  Religious, 
and  the  Charge  ruas  to  be  managed  ruith  the  iitmoft  Induftry, 
Boldnefs,  and  Dexierity.  This  ruas  a  povuerful  hrgument  to 
draru  an  Odium  upon  them ,  and  io  make  them  difrefpeFled  and 
ridicule d  by  the  Generality  of  Mankind.  Jnd yet  after  all, 
'the  Proofs  ruere  fo  infufficient,  that  from  ruhat  1  have  been 
able  to  gather  I  have  not  found  any  direct  one  againft  even 
any  fingle  Monaftery,  The  Sins  of  o ne  or  two  particular  Per- 
fons  do  not  make  a  Sodom.  Neither  are  violent  and  forced 
Confejfons  to  be  efteemed  as  the  true  Refults  of  any  enes  thoughts . 
When  therefore  even  thefe  Artifices  ruould  not  do,  the  laft  Ex¬ 
pedient  ruas  put  in  Execution ,  and  that  ruas  Ejedlion  by  Force, 
and  to  make  the  innocent  SufFerers  the  more  content ,  Penfions 
ruere  fettled  upon  many,  and fuch  Penfions  ruere,  in  forne  mea- 
fure,  proportioned  to  their  Innocence.  Thus  by  degrees  the  Re¬ 
ligious  Honfes,  and  the  Eflates  belonging  to  them,  being  fur - 
rendered  unio  the  King,  he  either  fold  orgave  them  to  the  Lay~ 
Nobility  and  Gentry  ( contrary  to  ruhat  he  had  at  firft  pre - 
iended J  and  fo  they  have  continued ever fince,  tho  not  reithout 
viiible  Effecis  of  Gods  Vengeance  and  Difpleafure,  there  hav- 
ing  been  direful  Anathemas  and  Curfes  dcnounced by  the  Foun- 
ders  upon  fuch  as  foould  prefume  to  alienate  the  Lands,  or  do 
any  other  voluntary  Injury  to  the  Religious  Houfes.  /  coidd 
my  fdf  produce  Inftances  of  the  Rrange  and  unaccountable 
Decay  of  forne  Gentlemen  in  my  orun  Time  ( otherruife  Pcrfons 
of  very  great  Piety  and  Worth)  ruho  have  been  poffefs>d  of 
Abbey  Lands  ;  but  this  reonld  be  invidious  and  ofFenfive,  and 
therefore  1  Jball  only  refer  thofe  that  are  deftrous  of  having 
Inftances  laid  before  them,  to  fluere  that  difmal  Confequences 
have  Irapperid,  to  Sir  Henry  SpelmanV  Hiftory  of  Sacrilege,

It  is 
mbat  hath falle  n  out  ever  fince.S  in  enteredinto  the  World ,  and 
the  moft  flri61  and  induftrious  Difciplinarians  cannot  prevertt 
it.  But ,  it  feemSy  the  Monks  mujl  not ,  in  the  opinion  of  our 
Adverfaries,  be  at  ali  defended.  Their  very  Virtues  mn/l  be 
mifcalled ,  and  not  hin  g  mnjl  be  alledfd  in  their  Vindica  tion. 

They  immediately  characlerize  thofe  that  fpeak  for  them  as 
Friends  to  Popery,  and  Enemies  to  the  Church  of  England, 

But  as  ObjeFtions  of  this  nature  will  not  be  regarded  by  Men 
of  a  folid  Judgraent  and  Apprehenfion,  fo  I  Jhall  make  no 
other  Anfiuer  to  it  than  vehat  the  Reader  will  be  able  himfelf 
to  make  from  the  foregoing  P aragraph ,  only  mitb  this  far - 
iher  Remark ,  that  the  beft  way  to  Jecure  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  is  to  apt  according  to  ifs  Doftrines.  Honour  thy  Fa- 
-ther  and  thy  Mother  is  a  Commandment  with  promife  of  great 
Bleffings.  It  is  to  be  underftood  not  only  of  our  Natural  and 
-Spirkual,  but  of  our  Civil  Parents.  If  we  therefore  pretend  to 
be  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  yei  not  religioufly  folloiv 
this  Commandment,  we  have  reafon  to  fearthat  God  will  per- 
mit  the  Enemy  utterly  to  deftroy  our  Church,  and  to  open  a 
way  for  Popery,  which  is  fo  much  dreaded.  And  whether  or 
no  thofe  very  Perfons ,  that  are  fo  clamorous  againft  Popery, 
are  not  guilty  of  the  Breach  of  this  Commandment,  and  con- 
fequently  prepare  a  way  for  Popery,  I Jhall  leave  to  the  Judg- 
ment  of  ali fuch  Readers  as  ace  cither  acquainted  with  their 
Books  cr  their  way  of  Preaching.  We  know  whom  the  Apoftle 
means  by  the  h^xa-lai  vTrsfxyjai,  and  we  are  not  lefs  ignorant 
that  the  Church  of  England  requires  conflant  Obedlence  to 
fuch  Powers.  It  wouldnot  be  otherwife  agreeable  io  Primitive 
and  uncorrupted  Chriflianity.  So  that  if  any  thing  be  found 
in  the  Writings  of  thofe  Gentlemen  we  are  fpeaking  of  that  is 
not  agreeable  to  this  Do£trine,  then  they  mufl  be  declared ,  in 
that  Particular ,  to  be  Enemies  to  our  Church,  and  fo  far  to  be 
Friends  to  Popery.  The  Jefuits  themfelves  suere  the  Inventore 
of  thofe  cunning  Evafions  that  are  made  ufe  of  for  avoyding 
the  Obedience  that  is  due  to  the  Powers  before  mentioned , 
and  Tis  certainly  jefuitical  and  down  right  Enmity  to  our

braries  of  their  own,  tion.  Ana  it  is  no  wonaer  tbat  it  anjwered  their  hx- 
yet  the  Libraries  that  fpeptation,  the  Generality  of  People  having  been  al- 

ready  prejudiced  fo  much  againjl  them,  that  they 
were  well  fumiihed.  long'dfor ,  and earneftly  defired,  an  Aiteration.  But 

alas  !  this  Charge  was  really  as  groundlefs  and  weak 
as  the  former.  It  is  a  very  eafy  Thing  to  raife  fcandalous 
Stories  of  any  Society.  We  know  what  CharaClers  Mr,  Selden 
was  pleafed  to  befow  upon  the  Ciergy  in  his  Preface  to  his 
Hiftory  of  Tithes.  Hewas  famousfor  his  Learning,  and  his 
Authority  was  the  more  likely  to  do  mifchief  And  yet  hefound, 
to  his  very  great  Regret ,  fuch  Advocates  in  behalf  of  the  Cier¬ 
gy,  as  tho ’  Clergy*men  themfelves  were  yet  equal  to  him  in 
Learning,  and  much  fuperior  in  Judgment.  Were  all  Stories 
to  be  credited  that  are  raifed  to  detrahi  from  the  Worth  of  the 
Ciergy  and  other  learned  Bodies,  our  Univerfities  would  quickly 
fmk ,  efpecially  when  feveral  Perfons  of  Dignity  are  pleafed  to 
frike  in  with  thofe  declared  and  avowed  Enemies,  and  to 
efpoufe  their  Canfe,  when  they  foould  rather,  both  in  Point  of 
Difcretion  as  well  as  love  for  the  Truth,  ftand  up  vigoroufly 
againjl  thefe  HoftilitieS.  No  body  doubts  but  the  Monafteries 
had  divers  Members  that  could  not  be  ftyled  learned.  But  when 
we  difcourfe  of  learned  Bodies  thefe  ought  not  to  be  confidered, 
at  leaft  their  Ignorance  ought  not  to  be  looked  upon  as  fiffi - 
cient  to  denominate  them  unlearned.  Add  to  this  that  forne - 
times  thofe  illiterate  Perfons  were  eminent  upon  forne  other  Ac¬ 
count,  and  confequently  might  prove  very  ferviceable  to  the 
Monafteries.  Af  ter  ali,  it  is  very  certain  that  a  great  Number 
of  the  Monks  were  Men  of  very  profound  Learning ,  andof 
extraordinary  Abilities .  Had  they  been  otherwije ,  it  is  impojfible 
to  account  for  that  incredible  Number  of  Books  written  by 
them.  No  one  that  reads  either  Bofton  of  Bury,  or  Leland, 
or  other  Authors  that  fay  any  thing  of  their  Writings,  can 
jufly  fuppofe  them  to  have  been  illiterate  Men,  On  the  contrary , 
many  of  their  Writings  are  very  judicious  and  i ull  of  Learning, 
and  what  many  of  the  bejl  of  our  modern  Writers  ( notwith- 
Jlanding  the  many  Advantages  we  have  for  acquiring  Learn¬ 
ing  that  they  wantedj  need  not  beafhamed  of.  Nay  in  forne 
Parts  of  Learning  they  exceeded  any  of  our  Moderns  ;  which 
is  an  Argument ,  not  only  c/"  excellent  Parts,  but  of  their  con¬ 
flant  and  nnwearied  Diligence  and  Application.  Had  it  not 
been  for  this  Diligence  and  Care,  we  had  not  had  fo  many  of 
3  the 
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ihe  beft  Authors  of  th e  firft  Ages  joreferved.  John  Bale  hlm- 
fiif  whowas  otherwife  their  mortal  Enemy,  ivill  allow  them 
thiis  Praife,  and  it  is  for  that  reafon  that  he  lamcnts  the  Ha - 
vock  of  fo  many  of  the  Books,  that  they  had  preferved,  at  the 
Diflolution.  I know  very  ivell ,  that  the  Abbats  hadoftentimes  a 
fmall  4] 'uantity  of  Books ,  fomet  ime  s  not  abovefiveorfix ,  in  their 
cwn  private  Studies  ;  and  perhaps  many  of  the  Monks  might 
not  have  had  more.  But  we  are  not  to  meafure  the  Extent  of 
any  onef  Learning  by  the  Number  of  Books.  Altho*  indeed  if 
this  ivere  any  Proof  we  might  alledge  in  Behalf  of  the  Reli - 
gious ,  that  however  meanly  furnijhed  their  own  private  Studies 
might  be,  they  might  have  contiirual  Accefs ,  if  they  pleafed,  to 
fnch  Librarios  as  ivere  ivell  ftored,  I  me  an  the  Libr  aries  that 
belonged  in  common  to  each  Abbey.  We  have  Accounts  of  the 
Furniture  of  fomd  of  thefe  Libraries,  and  if  ivemay  jiidge  of 
the  reft  by  thefe,  it  is  certain  that  they  had  a  large  as  ivell  as 
nobl q  ftock  of  Books,  and  that  many  of  their  Libraries  might 
vie for  Number  with  many  of  our  beft  Libraries fnce .  And 

even  fuch  Libraries  as  had  not  fo  great  a  Store  exceeded  di- 
vers  of  our  prefent  Libraries,  by  reafon  they  ivere  all  MSS. 
and  upon  that  fcore  are  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  valuable  and 
pretious  Treafure.  In  Jhort9  as  the  Abbeys  ivere  very  curious» 
fine,  and  magnificent  Piles  of  Building ,  richly  endoived ,  and, 
continualiy  found  liberal  Benefaclors,  fo  I  believe  their  Li¬ 
braries  in  every  refpeEt  anfwered  the  other  Parts  of  the 
Strucbares,  and  ivere  all  (notwithftanding  the  Reftexion  made 
upon  the  Francifcan  Library  at  Oxford  jujl  npon  ihe  Diflb- 
lution)  adorned  with  an  extraordinary  fine  ColleFtion  of  Books , 
I  forbear  faying  any  more  npon  this  Topick,  but  % vili  leave 
ihe  reft  to  the  ReadePs  own  Reftexion  after  he  hath  caft  his 
Eyes  upon  the  following  PafTage  out  of  Leland  de  Scriptoribus3 
by  which ,  if  Iam  not  miftaken ,  he  may  without  much  Dijftcidty 
form  to  himfelf  an  Idea  of  the  other  Libraries  of  the  Religious 
Houfes.

pers  cf  a  very  learned  and  modejl  Antiquary,  fince 
deceafed)  veho  would  not  permit  that  his  Name  Jhoidd  he  made 
knovun.  Amongft  other  Authorities,  it  wifl  be  foon  perceivedy 
that  Mr.  Willis  found  very  great  Benefit  011  this  occafion  from 
Mr.  Leiand ’s  Itinerary.  And  he  acknovAcdged  as  much  tome 
in  his  Letters.  Nor  have  other  Antiquaries/ezzzzd  lefis  Advan - 
tage  on  other  occafions  from  the  fame  Work.  In  fiioort  Leiand 
hath  been  a  Fund  for  vehat ev er  hath  been  aitempted  about  our 
Antiquities yzzzc^  the  Reformation.  How  ungrateful  therefore 
are  they  veho  tranficribe  from  him ,  andyet  not  make  the  leafi 
mention  of  him  ?  This  Fault  hath  been  common  to  many.  Even 
Harrifon  and  Stowe  u? ere  guilty  of  this  Crime,  and  that  to6 
in  a  great  many  Inflances.  It  muft  indeed  be  ovencd  that  they 
.  quote  him  oftentimes ,  but  then  they  have  omitted  his  Name  much 
oftener .  I  have  called  Harrifon  h  Book  Defcriptio  Luculen- 
tiflima  infulae  Britannicae  in  my  Note  of  the  Copies  1  madenfe 
of  in  my  Edition  of  AntoninusV  Itinerary  through  Britain  b  ; 
nor  is  the  Character  of  it  unjuft.  But  then  I gav e  it  not  fo 
much  on  the  fcore  of  Harrifon’ j  own  Obfervations  ( vuhich  are 
often  light  and  trivial)  as  thofe  he  hadfrom  LelandV  Itine¬ 
rary,  vuhich  Work  had  he  faithfully  publijhed ,  and  not  man- 
gled  and  curtailed  it ,  he  had  deferved  much  better  of  the  Pu* 
blick.  The  fame  muft  be  faid  c/  Stowe,  veho,  infieadof  publifo- 
ing  the  Genuine  Remains  of  Leiand,  altercd  his  Papers  as  he 
thought  fit ,  and  publijhed  many  of  t  hem  as  his  o.vun.  And  tho * 
we  have  net  the  Originals  to  prove  it.  yct  I am  afraid  that 
the  befl  of  his  Remarks  in  his  Survey  of  London  are  LelandV.- 
JVhat  makes  me  the  more  fufpicious  is  this ,  that  Leiand  ex~ 
prefsly  telis  us  that  he  had  takcn  fuch  extraordinary  YRms  about

>  fo  that  from  hence  forne  veould  be  ready  to  imagin  that  this 
Great  Man  alfo  fometimes  tranfcrWd  Leland  veitkout  acknove- 
“  ledging  him.  Indeed ,  it  is  mojl  certain  that  Camden  could  not 

proceed  vuithoui  him.  Hefound  him  fo  very  necefTary,  that  be 
could  not  but  oven  that  he  ve  as  the  Prince  of  all  our  Antiqua- 
ries.  Hence  it  ve  as,  that  he  had  fiich  an  honourable  opinion  of 
him  as  to  think  that  there  veas  nothing  in  our  Antiquiiies  but 
vehat  he  perfedtly  underftbod.  Haec  eft  Joannis  Lelandi  anti¬ 
quarii  celeberrimi,  quique  antiquitatis  folem  in  manibus  ge^- 

ftafte  Camdeno  vifus  eft, - fententia:  fac.  fays  the  famatis 

Mr.  Brian  Twyne  L  No  body  veas  a  better  and  more  compe¬ 
tent  Judge  of  Mr.  Leland  V  Abilities  than  Mr.  Camden.  He 
had  carefully  and  deliberately  re  ad  over  his  Works,  as  many 
of  them ,  I  mean,  as  feli  into  his  Hands ,  and finding  that  he 
vuds  a  very  ciear  headed  Man ,  and  that  he  had  a  ftrong 
Judgment,  and  au  as  Mafter  of  a  very  elegant  Latin  Style,  he 
could  not  in  Jufiice  have  any  other  Opinion  of  him  than  that 
iaken  noiice  of  by  Mr.  Twyne.  A  Man  that  could  ciear  the 
Hifiory  of  King  Arthur,  and  veith  fuch  admirable  Skill  felehf 
out  of  Variety  of  Authors,  eminent  for  their  mixing  Falftiood 
veith  Truth,  vehat  there  is  no  reafon  to  quefiion  veas  true  of 
that  King  ( notveithfidnding  vehat  is  objctled  to  the  conirary  by 
forne  Writers,  veho  are  pleafed  to  make  Gerard  Voffius  fhew 
fo  much  Weaknefs  of  Judgment  as  to  call  Antoninus^  Itinerary 
a  Baftard,  vuhen  he  afierts  quit  e  other  veif e,  and  only  maintains  c9 
as  others  do. ,  that  the  Fragment  publfteed  under  the  Name  of 
Antoninus  by  .Annius  Viterbienfis  is  fpurioiis  ;  1  fay  one  that 
could  culi  out  from  a  vafl  Heap  of  Materials  vehat  veas  un* 
doubtedly,  o.t  leaft  in  all  probability,  true  of  that  King,)  and 
afterveards  teli  the  Vehole  Story  in  eafy,  pure  Latin,  and  con - 
fute  the  Objedlions  of  ihe  moft  malicious  Adverfaries,  fo  much 
to  the  Sati  sfahlion  of  all  unprejudiced  Readers,  veas  capable  of 
II  1  eriting  upon  any  other  Subjeht  of  Antiquity,  hove  dijficult  Jb -

I 
have  often  thought  upon  this  Book ,  and  have  as  often  wifijcd 
that  it  had  been  my  good  Fortune  to  have  been  in  the  Uni - 
verfty  of  Oxford  at  the  fame  time  this  mofl  aecomplifhed  and 
ingenious  Gentleman  (who  once  had  a  Defgn  of  publifhing 
feveral  Pieces  of  Sir  John  Fortefcue,  one  of  ivhich  hath  been 
fince  printed  by  Mr.  Fortefcue  from  my  Tranfcript)  iuas  a 
Member  of  it ,  he  being  bred  up ,  in  the  fuality  of  a  Gentleman- 
Commoner,  in  the  fame  Hali,  vehere  I  had  the  Happinefs  af  - 
terveards  to  receive  my  Academical  Education,  and  vehere  I 
have  always  heard fuch  an  advantageous  Characier  given  cf 
him ,  both  as  a  Chriftian  and  a  Scholar,  as  cannot  but  make 
me  think  it  a  Misfortune  that  he  had  left  that  F'iace  before 
1  veas  admitted ,  (hegoing  to  the  Inns  of  Court  in  O&ober 
in  1 694,  J  by  vehich  means  I  likeveife  lofl  the  Opfortunity  of  I 
being  acquainted  veith  him  ;  vehich  is  the  more  io  be  lanient ed 
by  me,  becaufe ,  be  fides  the  Proft  I  feould  have  gained  by  his 
Converfation,  I  feould,  veithall ,  have  infallibly  rcceived  the 
Benefit  of  the  aforefaid  MS.  and  of  feveral  other  curious 
Books,  vehich  a  Gentleman  of  fuch  eminent  Virtues  ivould  have 
communicat  ed  to  me  veith  the  farne  Chearfullnefs  as  he  hath 
obliged  other s  veith  the  ufe  of  the  fame  kind  of  Curiofities  that 
have  come  to  his  Poffejfon .  But  tho ’  I have  not  had  the  perufal  I 
of  the  forefaid  Leiger  Book  of  Reading,  and  notveithfanding 
J  cannot  nove  enter  upon,  or  indeed  promife,  an  Addition  to 
Mr.  WillisV  Mitred  Abbeys,  yet  I  cannot  pafs  by  one  Parti- 
cular,  ( ivhich  I  am  apt  to  imagiu  will  be  acceptable, )  and 
that  is  -mhat  Leland  fays  in  theViA.  Vol.  of  his  Itinerary,  about 
the  old  Caflle  that  was  at  Reading  in  the  Saxon  Times ,  vehich 
is  mentioned  in  Affer  Menevenfis  to  have  been  taken  with  the 
Town  of  Reading  it  felf  by  the  Danes.  After  he  hath  told  us 
that  it  is  likely  it flood  at  the  IVcfl  End  a  ^/'Cafile-Street,  and, 
as  forne  thought ,  about  the  Place  of  Execution,  he  at  laf  ad- 
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vances  another  Opinion ,  and  that  is,  that  perhaps  it  fiood 
nubere  the  Abbey  nuas,  I Jio  ali  not  takc  upon  me  to  determina 
vjhich  of  thefe  Opinions  is  thetrueji  ;  but  this  I  cannot  but  re - 
mark  that  nubat ever  the  Place  be  nubere  the  Caftle  fiood,  it  is 
tny  Qwn  Opinion  ( as  Ifincl  it  v;as  Leland\ra^  that  a  Piece  of 
the  Abbey  nuas  bniit  of  the  Ruins  of  it.  But  fome  worthy 
Gentlemen,  to  nuhom  I  have  mentimed  this  Opinion  upon  oe • 
cafion ,  are  pleafed  to  objeci  againft  it  an  Ob  fervat  ion  in  Mr .

TEA  proxima.  From  thefe  Words,fiy  they,  it  is  evident  that 
the  Caftle,  that  Afler  fpeaks  of  coniimid  till  the  time  ofHemy 
the  IId,  and  that  it  nuas  then  dejir/ryed  by  that  King ,  becaufe  it 
had  been  one  ofthofe  Places  that  fiood  iipfor  King  Stephen.  I 
mufi  cmfefs  that  this ,  at  firft  llght,  abpears  to  be  a  very  mate- 
rial  Obje&ion  ;  but  upon  a  more  fedate  and  deliberate  Confidera - 
tion  it  nuili  cippear  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  Miftake,  and  per¬ 
haps  might  be  occafioned  by  nubat  Mr.  Leland  ( to  nuhom  Cam- 
den  nuas  much  behoiden )  hath  faid  elfenuhere  c  in  thefe  JVords  : 
Conflat  ex  hifforia  Roberti  Beccenfis  Henricianos  pedum  de¬ 
di  de  caflellum,  quod  Stephanus  tyrannus  Readingi  firma¬ 
verat.  It  is  likely  Mr.  Camden  thougbt  that  the  Caftle  Le¬ 
land  mentions  out  of  Robcrtus  Beccenfis,  to  have  been  forti- 
fyed  by  King  Stephen,  ( nuhom  be 'jufily  fiyles  tyrannus,  being  a 
proper  Titi  e  for  ali  Ufurpers,)  and  demolifhed  by  the  Porces  of 
King  Henry  the  IR.  nuas  the  very  fame  Caflle  fpoke  of  by  Afler. 
But  that  Mr.  Leland  is  othernuife  to  be  underftood ,  and  that 
firmaverat  is  here  to  be  takenfor  erexerat,  is  plain  to  me  from 
the  very  Padage  c/Robertus  Beccenfis,  or  Robertus  de  Monte, 
as  it  is  expiant  in  Andrew  Du  Chefneft  Scriptores  Normati- 
Dici d.

circa  Walingeford  ordinata  fuerat,  Rege  Stephano  Crauen* 
nenfe  fubvertente.  Nam  anno  praeterito  familia  Ducis  Hem 
rici,  quae  Walingeford  incolebat,  non  fclum  contra  jus  &  fas 
erexerat  apud  #  abbatiam  Radingis,  peffumdederat,  The  Caflle, 
we  fee,  that  was  demolijhed  was  built  at  the  Abbey  of  Reading^ 
and  that  it  was  not  the  Arx  mentioned  by  Affer,  1  think ,  will 
he  as  plain  as  a  thing  of  this  nature  can  be  from  a  MS.  we  have 
in  the  Bodleian  Library  of  this  Piece  of  Robertus  Boecenfis, 
cr  Robertus  de  Monte,  which  is  publifbed  by  Du  Chefne  not 
enly  withoui  any  AuthoPs  Name ,  but  iikewife  very  imperfedly, 
the  MS.  tue  have  being  as  large  again  as  the  Print ,  and  for 
that  reafon  it  was  fome  Years  agoe  tranfcribed  by  me  for  the 
ufe  of  a  Gentleman  in  France.  Du  Chefne  himfelf  Jufpefted 
that  the  Paffage  was  not  intire,  upon  which  account  he  put  an 
Afterifk  before  the  Word  abbatiam ;  and  that  his  Sufpicion  was 
t veli  grounded  will  be  undenyably  ciear  from  the  Words  them - 
felves  as  I  have  here  written  them  out  of  the  MS.  Soluta  eff 
itaque  obfidio,  quae  circa  Walingeforte  ordinata  fuerat,  rege 
Stephano  Crauemenfe  fubvertente.  Nam  anno  praeterito  fa¬ 
milia  ducis  Henrici,  quae  Walingefort  incolebat,  non  folum 
caftrum  Bretwelle,  quod  diu  eos  impugnaverat,  verum  edam 
caflellum,  quod  rex  etiam  Stephanus  contra  jus  &  fas  erexe¬ 
rat  apud  abbaciam  Radingis,  peffumdederat.  As  I  take  ity 
there  can  be  no  ground  for  any  farther  Difpute  that  the  Caftle 
deftroyed  by  King  Henry  the  Ild.  at  Reading  was  that  eredled 
by  King  Stephen.  And  as  I  do  not  exfpefl  any  doubt  upon 
this  Account ,  fo  I  may  venture  to  affert ,  that  it  is  one  of  the 
i  i  5.  Caflles  that  were  built  by'  King  Stephen,  on  purpofe  to 
defendand  maintain  him  in  his  unjuft  Title  againfl  the  RightfuI 
Heir,  and  which  were  therefore  afterwards  razedtbat  they  might 
not  for  the  future  be  imployed  on  any  fuch  had  Defign,  which  had 
hrought  fo  much  Mifchief  upon  the  Nation,  and  draw?i  an  in? 
finite  Number  o/Teople  into  the  great  Sin  of  Rebellion. 

§.  21.  What  is  called  Crauennenfe  in  the  Scriptores 

IJerfc  * '  The^stren^d"  •^ormann^cb  an^  Crauemenfe  in  the  Bodleian  MS. 
of  JVaUingford Ca ftle.  fiould  be  correfled Crauemerfe,  which  is  the  Name  the 
Ptenly  the  ancientC^/-  Place  goes  by  at  prefent.  King  Stephen  had  built  a 

not7'  eThamts  very  conflderable  Fort  at  this  Place ;  but ,  that  it  might 
•at  JVaUingford.  The  noi  he  °f  advantage  to  his  Enemies,  it  was  demo- 
two  Coyns  i;i  Camden  lijhed  by  him  after  he  had  raifed  the  Siege  of  Walling- 

REXCALlRdon^t  ford  Cafiie'  As  for  Wallingford  it  felf  there  was 
illate  JVaUingford  hardly  any  Cafle  of  better  Note  in  the  Kingdom ,  it 

being  therfore  looked  upon  as  impregnable,  and  in  a 
Condition  to  hold  out  againfl  the  ftrongeft  Forces.  In  fo  much 
that  the  late  Duke  Schomberg  when  he  happetfd  to  be  her*e 
yiith  a  Gentleman  that  hath  been  much  talhed  of  in  the  World 
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upon  a  View  of  the  Kepe,  and  qf  the  reft  of  the  Ground  upon 
which  the  Caftle  was  Jituated ,  declared ,  that  in  a  little  time 
he  could  fo  forti fy  it ,  that  it  Jhoidd  be  impojfible  to  be  ap - 
•proached  by  an  Enemy,  and  that  he  fc arce  knew  of  any  Place 
that  might  be  made  fojit  as  this  for  fecuring  any  Perfon  in  the 
time  of  Danger  and  Diftrefs.  But  tho ’  the  Calile  ( as  well  as 
the  Town)  hath  been  celebrat ed  in  Hifiory ,  yet  I  can  by  ne 
means  agree  with  thofe  that  maintain  that  it  was  a  Place  of  ac ■» 
connt  in  the  time  of  Julius  Csefar,  Ii  is  not  fo  much  as  mentioned 
in  his  Comme ntaries.  Nor  do  I  think  that  either  Antoninus’,? 
Calleva  ( which  I  take  to  be  the  true  Reading,  and  not  Cal- 
3ena)  or  Ptolemieb  or,  as  other  Copies,  Katedia,  ista 

he  underjlood  of  Waliingford.,  but  rather  Henly,  And  this  I 
have  noted  in  my  Index  to  my  Edition  qf  that  Part  of  Anto~. 
mnus  that  concerns  Rritain,  as  well as  in  my  Preface  to  the firji 
Vol.  o/XelandV  Itinerary.  The  learned  Dr.  Gale  (who  was  a 
judicious  Writer )  maintains  the  fame  Gpinion.  His  Arguments 
are  ftrong  and  well  grounded.  And  as  I  do  not  think  that 
here  was  a  Town  in  C^fatG  time,  fo  much  lefs  can  I  imagin 
that  this  is  the  Place  where  he  pafjed  the  Tharnes.  Camdea 
affigns  it  at  Coway-Stakes  near  Oatlands  in  Surrey  a.  The 
Name  it  felf  confirms  his  ConjeEtnre ,  and  the  Suppofition  is 
agreeable  to  what  C  se  far  remarks  that  the  Britams  had  fet 
fharp  Stakes  in  the  River  on  purpofe  to  hinder  his  Paffage* 
Add  io  this  the  Shallownefs  of  the  Water  and  the  Dijlance 
from  the  Place  where  Csefar  landed,  being  abont  four  Score  c 
Miles  from  it.  Nothing  can  better  agree  with  CasfarV  own 
Obfervations  ;  which  forne  late  Authors  being  aware  of  they 
readily  allow  that  he  attempted  to  pafs  at  Coway-Stakes,  but 
being  fond  of  their  own  Opinion  they  fay ,  that  he  was  forced 
backby  the  Stakes,  and  that  then  he  cameto  Waliingford,  and 
went  over  the  River  there  with  Succefs.  Some  qf'  thefe  late 
Authors  feem  to  be  very  defirous  to  be  applauded for  this  Opi - 
nion.  But  for  my  own  part  I  muft  ingenuoujly  confefs ,  that  I 
cannot ,  by  any  means ,  joyn  with  them,  fince  it  plainly  dppears 
to  me  to  be  direfrly  contrary  to  what  Csfar  himfelf  hath  writ - 
ten .  For  firfy  if  this  Opinion  be  true ,  then  Caefar  muft  have 
known  that  the  Tharnes  was  paffable  on  Foot  in  two  Places. 
And  yet  he  is  very  pofitive  that  it  had  but  oneFoord.  Quod 
flumen  uno  omnino  loco  pedibus,  atque  hoc  aegre,  tranliri 
poteft  d.  Secondly ,  had  he  come  to  Waliingford  he  mujl  necef 
farily  have  met  with  Abundance  of  Beech,  there  being  in  our 
Times  a  vaft  Plenty  of  it  in  the  Parts  through  which  he  was  to 
pafs  ;  and  yet  what  is  now  growing  is  nothing  in  comparifon

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io  that  which  was  ftanding  in  the  time  of  Julius  Caefar.  How* 
ever ,  notwithftanding  this  Plenty  Caefar  ( who  endeavonred  ta 
make  himfelf  fully  acquainted  with  the  true  State  of  the  IJland ) 
had  not  heard  of  any  Beech  in  Britain.  Hence  he  telis  ns  that 
here  was  plenty  of  all fuch Trees asgrew  /«Gallia,  praeter  fagum 
atque  abietem a .  But  thefe  Writers  alledge  that  Wallingford  i vas 
jndged  to  he  the  Place  of  his  Landing  in  the  Time  of  K.  Elfred  ; 
to  prove  which  they  produce  a  Pafjage  of  his  Tranfation  of  Oro- 
fius.  They  might  have  referred  to  a  Paffage  to  the  fame  purpofe 
out  of  an  Author  in  the  IIIA  Tome  cf  Lelandb  ColL  b.  But  in 
anfwer  to  this  Ghjeciion  I  obferve ,  Firft,  that  it  does  not  ap- 
pear  to  me  that  the  Paffage  out  of  the  Saxon  Orofius  is  of  the 
Age  of  King  Elfred.  Perhaps  it  might  have  fipped  in  out  of 
the  fame  Author  made  ufe  of  by  Leland.  Secondly ,  granting 
it  to  be  of  that  Age ,  yet  it  is  plainly  a  Miftake,  fmce  it  is  againft 
vehat  Caefar  himfelf  affert  s ,  Thirdly ,  that  we  at  this  time  are 

much  better  Interpreters  Julius  Ccefar  than  they  ivere  either 
in  the  days  of  King  Elfred,  or  of  the  Author  in  Leland,  and 
that  t  here  for  e  tho ’  King  Elfred  himfelf \  or  any  other  middle- 
aged  Writer  ivere  the  Author  of  it  \  yet  that  it  is  not  to  be  con - 
fidered  as  an  Obfervation  of  any  Force ,  unlefs  either  Caefar 
himfelf  had  faid  fo ,  or  unlefs  it  can  be  proved  that  the  Paf 
fages  in  Caefar  which  thvoart  this  Opinion  are  fpurious.  The 
fame  Authors,  againft  whom  I am  difputing ,  produce ,  in  favour 
of  their  Opinion,  two  Coyns,  one  ^Gold,  the  other  of  Silver, 
as  they  are  publifhed  by  Mr.  Camden,  They  teli  ns ,  that 
Camden  fays  they  i vere  found  about  Wallingford,  andwhereas 
there  is  rex  com,  on  the ftrft ,  and  rex  calle,  on  the fecondy 
they  do  not  doubt  but  that  it  appears  from  t  hence,  that  Wal¬ 
lingford  was  the  prindpal  Seat  of  Comius,  whom  they  make 
to  have  been  King  of  the  Attrebates  or  Attrebatii  in  this  Ifte. 
But  in  Oppofttion  to  thefe  Affertions ,  1  crave  ledve  to  obferve , 
Firft ,  That  Mr.  Camden  does  not  acquaint  us  where  thefe 
Coyns  were found.  Secondly ,  that  tho ’  he  conjcFiures  that  com. 
fignifyes  Comius,  and  Calle.  Callenae  ;  yet  he  does  not 
teli  us  that  Comius  was  King  of  our  Attrebatii.  Fle  was 
well  verfed  in  the  Roman  Authors ,  and  kneiu  very  well  that 
Julius  Caefar  does  not  fay ,  that  he  was  King  of  the  Attrebatii 
here ,  but  only  of  ihofe  in  Gallia.  And  had  Wallingford  been 
the  feat  of  this  Comius,  Icannot  think  that  it  would  have  been 
pajffed  by  unmentiori d  by  Caefar,  efpecially  if  he  had  went  over 
ihe  Thames  at  it,  as  thefe  Authors  maintain  he  did.  Thirdly , 
fmce  it  does  not  appear  that  thefe  Coyns  were  found  either  at 
ct'  neat'  Wallingford,  or  indeed  in  any  part  of  this  Ide,  wa- 
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$nay  fappofe  that  they  ivere  fonnd  in  Gallia  it  felf \  vehere  fuch 
fort  of  Coyns  have  been  difcovered ,  and  ivhere  ive  are  certam 
from  Ccefar  a  that  Comius  ivas  King  of  a  People  called  the 
Attrebates  or  Attrebatii,  and  therefore  I  am  ready  to  agree 
ivith  Mr.  Camden,  that  com.  denotes  Comius,  iho ’  1  ivill 
not  by  any  means ,  'till  I  fee  grounds  for  it,  ajfinn  that  the 
fame  Comius  ivas  King  of  our  Attrebatii.  Fourthly ,  1  ivill  beg 
leaveto  dijfent  from  Mr.  Camden  as  to  rex  calle,  vehich 
I  cannot  think  Jiands  for  rex  callende,  at  leaft  if  it  does 
fignify  fo,  yet  it  ivill  not  appear  that  Comius  is  to  be  under - 
fiood  by  the  Word  rex.  It  may  be  underftood  of  fome  other 
King  as  iv ell  as  of  Comius.  But  truly ,  as  I  Jaid,  I  cannot 
bring  my  felf  to  believe  that  calle.  Jiands  for  callente, 
We  never  heard  of  any  King  s  either  of  Callena  or  Walling- 
ford.  Hadthere  been  any  fuch,  ii  is  frange  they  fhmld  not 
be  mentioned  in  Hijlory.  Methinks  calle»  fhould  rather  de - 
note  fome  People.  I  am  api  therefore  to  ifnagin  that  it  famis 
for calletum,  orCALLEToR u m .  Ju  1  ius Caefar  telis ns cf  the 
Caletes  in  Gallia  Belgica,  ivhich  are  called  by  Ptolemy  Kahrhca. 
Thefe  are  the  People,  as  I  take  it,  of  ivhom  the  Coyn  is  to 
be  underftood,  and  if  it  fhould pr ove  fo  it  ivill  conflrm  my  Con~ 
j epiure  that  this  Coyn,  as  well  as  the  other ,  ivas  found  in 
Gallia.  But  if  thefe  Writers  ivill  not  allow  it  to  ftand  either  for 
thefe,  or  any  other  People,  1  fball  then  leave  ii  to  tbeir 
Confideration  ivhether  it  may  not  fignify  the  Narne  of  fomt 
Man,  as  ve  ell  as  c  o  m  .fignify  es  comius?

Years,  and  expended  great  Sums,  as 
his  Succedor 

35.  HERLEwiNuslikewifedid  in  newbuilding  his  Church. 
This  Herlewinus-  governed  alfo  19.  Years,  and  died  Anno 
1120,  or,  according  to  the  account  in  Anglia  Sacra  b,  A*. 
1116.  after  whom  fucceeded. 

36.  Sigfrid,  Brother  of  Ralph  Archbifhop  of  Canter- 
bury;  but  he  being  A°.  1126  c.  made  Bifhop  of  Chichefter, 

37.  Henry  de  Blois,  Brother  to  King  Stephen,  was  made 
Abbat  of  this  Place,  which  he  held  (with  the  Bifhoprick  of 
Winch  effer,  to  which  three  Years  after  he  was  promoted  A°. 
1129^,)  for  the  fpace  of  43.  e  Years.  He  died  A°.  1 171, 
and  lyes  buried  in  Ivingho  Church  in  the  County  of  Bucks, 
in  which  Paridi  he  founded  a  Nunnery,  the  Mannor  thereof 
belonging  to  the  See  of  Winchefter,  and  was  fucceeded  the 
fame  Year  by 

38.  Ro b er t  Prior  of  Wincheffer,  a  Perfon  of  eminent 
Virtues,  very  charitable  to  the  Poor,  and  a  confiderable  Be¬ 
nefactor  to  the  Abbey  f,  who  having  prefided  feven  Years, 
died  on  the  4th.  of  the  Calends  of  Mayg,  and  was  buried  in 
the  South  part  of  the  Chapter-Houfe.  After  his  Death  there 
was  no  Abbat  eledfed  ali  the  Reign  of  Henry  thelld.  but  this 
Abbey  was  in  the  King’s  Hands  under  Cuftody  firft  of  Peter 
de  Marcy,  a  Monk  of  Cluny,  who  died  A°.  1 184  h.  in  which 
Year  the  whole  Monaftery,  except  Part  of  the  Abbat’s  Lodg- 
ings  and  the  Steeple,  v/as  confumed  by  Fire,  after  which  the 
King  fent  one  of  his  Chamberlains,  Ralph  Fitz-Stephen 
to  take  care  of  the  Revenuesof  the  Abbey,  who  began,  and 
in  great  part  finifhed  k,  a  new  Church  and  the  Offices  of  the 
Houfe,  which  were  perfected  by

41.  W 1  l l  1  a m  Pica  i  for  their  Abbat;  but  this  EleCtion 
was  very  hotly  contefled,  even  to  Excommunication.  Where- 
npon  William  Pica  repaired  to  Rome  to  the  Pope,  and  died 
there,  being  thought  tobe  poyfoned  k  by  the  means  of  Sava¬ 
ricus.  But  Savaricus  did  notfurvive  long,  nor  did  this  Con¬ 
troverfy  end  with  his  Death,  which  happened  A°.  1205  h 
For  Joceline  his  SuccefTor  in  the  See  of  Wells  continued  m  his 
Claim  to  the  Abbey,  which  he  kept  on  foot  for  above  12. 
Years,  when  this  Confufion  was  ended  by  the  final  Agree- 
ment  made  at  Shaftsbury  the  8  th  Day  after  the  Feaft  of  St,  John 
the  Evangeliff  A°.

42.  William  Vigor  Monk  n  (or  Capellanus  as  he  is 
fryled  in  Anglia  Sacra0)  of  Glafbonbury,  was  made  Abbat, 
who  dying  on  the  I4th.  of  the  Calends  of  Oftob.  P  was  buried 
in  the  Chapter-FIoufe  on  the  Worth-Side,  and 

43.  Robert  Prior  of  Bath  (a  courteous,  modeff,  pious 
and  goodManq,)  was  elefled  Abbat  21  of  Odi.  1223.  He 
refign’d  on  Thurfday  in  Pailion  Week  r,  and  returning  to 
Bath  contented  himfelf  with  an  Annuity  of  60.  libs,  per  an* 
num  from  the  Monaflery  for  Life.

Hedied  the  Year  after  his  Refignation  c  on  the 
Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptift,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abbey

killed  at  the  Bifhop  of  Rochefter’s  Palace  at  Bromley  in 
Kent  in  a  Journey  to  defend  the  Rights  of  the  Church  on 
the  fixthof  the  Nones  of  Oclober  A®.

He 
likewife  built  the  greateft  Part  of  Edgar’s  Chapell  at  the  Eaft 
End  of  the  Church,  arched  the  Eaft  Part  of  the  Church  on 
both  Sides,  ftrengthened  the  Steepie  in  the  Middle  by*a  Vauit 
and  two  Arches,  (otherwife  it  had  fallen)  made  a  rich  Altar 
of  Silvergilt,  and  fet  it  before  thehigh  Altar,  and  returning 
out  of  Italy  (where  he  had  been  Embaftadour)  he  made  a 
Chapell  of  our  Lady  of  Loretto,  joining  to  the  North  ftde 
of  the  Body  of  the  Church.

Richard  Whyting  a,  whofinifhedEdgaRs  Chapell, 
and  having  governed  with  great  Prudence  and  Judgment  ’till 
the  Time  of  the  DiftTolution,  was,  for  withftanding  the  Re¬ 
formati  on  and  refuftng  to  furrender  his  Abbey,  A°.  1540. 
hang’db,  drawn  and  quarter’d  at  Glaftonbury,  being  drawn 
thxtber  upon  an  hurdle  from  Wells,  where  he  had  been  con- 
demned  at  the  Affizes,  and  then  hang’d  upon  the  Hili  where. 
St*  MichaePs. Church,  now  called  the  Torr,  ftands.  After 
which  his  Head  was  fet  upon  the  Abbey  Gate,  and  his  Quar- 
ters  were  difpos’d  of  to  Wells,  Bath,  Ilchefter,  and  Bridg- 
water.  Shortly  after  which  this  rich  and  goodly  Abbey,  fur- 
pafting  in  Value,  as  well  as  in  Antiquity,  ali  other  Churches 
in  England,  excepting  Weftminfter  Abbey,  having  been  the 
Burial  Place  of  feveral  Kings,  and  other  Great  and  Illuflrious 
Perfonages,  was  by  Sacrilegious  Hands  demolifhed  ;  info- 
much  that  little  remains  but  tbe  Ruins,  a  Draught  of  which 
being  reprefented  at  the  Beginning  of  the  firft  Volume  of  the 
Monafticon,  I  fhall  refer  the  Reader  thither,  and  only  inti¬ 
mate  from  thence,  that  the  buildings  with  the  Offices  com- 
prized  6o.  Acres  of  Ground,  and  that  the  length  of  this 
Church  with  Jofeph’s  Chapell  extended  it  felf  580.  Feer, 
which  was  a  greater  length  than  any  Cathedral  in  England 
except  Old  PauPs.  Nor  was  it,  no  doubt,  lefs  furnifhed  with 
as  goodly  and  ftately  Monuments  as  any  other  Church,  forne

The  aforefaid  St.  Auguitine  or- 


ilw  dained  this  Abbey  to  be  the  Burial 


Place  for  himfelf  and  his  SuccelTors,  and  the  Kings  of  Kent; 
and  in  fucceeding  Times  it  arofe  to  that  great  Eminence, 
that  b  it’s  Privileges  were  equal,  if  not  fuperior,  to  any  in 
England  :  the  Abbat  having  Allowance  of  a  Coynage  c  or 
Mint  by  the  Grant  of  King  Athelflan,  and  a  Place  in  the 
General  Councii  at  Pvome  by  the  Gift  of  Pope  Leo,  and  Ex- 
emption  from  Epifcopal  Jurifdidtion,  being  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  ProtedHon  of  the  Pope,  and  prefiding  over  an  whole 
Lath  of  13.  Hundreds,  &c. 

Neither  were  the  Revenues  lefs  confiderable.  For,  as 
Thorne  records  it,  the  Members  of  this  Abbey  were  poflef- 
fed  in  their  feveral  Mannors  of  9862.  Acres  of  Land,  a  more 
particular  Account  of  which,  and  other  Matters,  may  be  feen

Amongfl  other  illuflrious  Perfons  that  were  interred  in 
this  famous  Abbey,  I  cannot  but  here  take  notice  of  thofe 
that  follow : 

Ethelbert  a  King  of  Kent,  who  died  A°.  616.  thirteen 
Years  after  he  had  received  the  Chriflian  Faith,  and  was  b  i- 
ried  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Church,  with  this  Infcription^ 
ingraven  on  his  Monument :

Near  whom  was  likewife  interr’d  Berta  b,  his  Queens 
Daughter  of  Chilperick  King  of  France,  with  this  Difdch  :

Berta  ;  Deo  grata  fuit  ac  homini  per  amat  a, 

To  this  Ethelbert  fucceeded  Edbald  his  Son,  who  built 
«  a  Chapell  here  in  FIcnour  of  the  Bleffed  Virgin,  wherein 
he  was  buried  A°.  640.  And  afterwards  his  Wzfe  Emmad, 
the  Daughter  of  Theoclebert,  King  of  Lorraine,  was  buried 
by  him. 

In  this  Monaffery  were  alfo  buried, 

King  Ercombert e  and  Sexburg  his  Queen.  This  King 
died  A°.  664.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Egbert  his  Son,  who  dying  A°.  673.  was  buried f  here  by

1.  St.  Auguftine  their  Founder,  who  died  A°.  614.  His 
Body  being  moved,  with  feveral  of  his  SuccefFors,  out  of  the 
Porch  (it  being  not  ufual  in  the  primitive  Times  to  bury  in 
Churches)  was  placed,  by  the  care  of  Thomas  Fyndon  the 
Abbat,  near  the  high  Altar  in  a  fumptuous  Monument  with 
this  Infcription  h  :

1 1.  The  next  Archbilhop  d  was  Cuthbert,  who  procured 
of  the  King  that  the  Bodies  of  the  Archbifhops  (liould  not  be 
buried  at  St.  Auguftine’s,  as  they  had  been  heretofore,  but 
at  Chrift-Church  ;  and  fo,  according  to  his  delire,  the  Fune- 
ral  of  himfelf  and  his  SuccelTor  Bregwin  was  folemnized 
there.  But  the  next  Archbilhop 

12.  Janebert  e  having  been  Abbat  of  St.  Augufline’s,  and 
tranllated  hither,  upon  Profpecf  of  his  Death  (which  hap- 
pened  12.  Aug.  7 90,)  ordered  his  Body  to  be  entombed  here 
in  the  Chapter-Houfe,  which  accordingly  was  performed,  and 
this  Epitaph  engraven  to  his  Memory  ;

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He  fate  Archbifhop  27.  Years,  and  lived  94.  and  was  thelaft 
Archbifhop  here  interred.  A  farther  account  of  him  and  his 
Predeceflors  may  be  feen  in  Godwin  and  Weever. 

Here  were  alfo  bnried  Julian  Countefs  of  Huntingdon,  who 
died  A°.  1350.  and  divers  of  it’s  Abbats,  whofe  Epitaphs 
may  be  found  in  the  account  of  them  below  ;  but  of  ali  thefe 
(fays  Mr.  Weever  a)  and  thoufands  more  here  inter  Ad  (this 
Abbey  having  been  the  ancient  place  of  Interment  belonging 
to  the  City,  as  fituate  without  the  Walls,  agreeable  to  the 
Cuftom  of  the  Primitive  Times  of  Chriftianity,  when  they 
were  not  permitted  to  bury  within  Cities)  not  one  Bone  at 
this  time  remains  near  another ,  nor  one  Stone  almojl  of  the 
no  hole  Fabricii  fiands  upon  another,  the  TraB  of  that  moji 
goodly  Foundation  110  'where  appearing ;  only  Ethelberfs  Tower, 
having  efcaped  the  Verdift  and  Sentence  of  Deffruftion,  was 
to  be  feen  when  the  faid  Mr.  Weever  lived,  and  he  judged, 
that  tho’  it’s  Beauty  was  much  defaced,  it  would  be  never- 
thelefs  a  Witnefs  to  fucceeding  Ages  of  the  Magnificence  of 
the  whole,  when  ali  ftood  compleat  in  their  Glory  together  : 
but  this  Tower  fince  Weever  *s  Time,  and  the  Publication  of 
the  Monaflicon,  (in  which  the  Draughts  of  the  faid  Tower 
and  of  other  Remains  of  the  Monaflery  are  delinea ted)  is 
intirely  deflroyed,  and  nothing  is  now  to  be  feen  of  the 
Abbey  except  one  Side  of  the  Walls  of  the  faid  Tower  and 
forne  other  few  Ruins,  the  whole  Site  being  converted  into 
a  Cherry  Orchard,  (to  which  the  Gate-Houfes  and  outward 
Walls  ferve  for  an  Inclofure)  infomuch  that  no  Judgment  is 
to  be  made  of  the  Bignefs  of  the  Fabrick  of  this  Church,  or 
where  the  Chapells  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Anne  adjoining  to  it 
flood.  What  elfe  occurs  in  relation  to  this  Monaflery  is  in- 
cluded  in  the  following  Lift  of  the  Abbats.

He  was  very  expert 
in  the  liberal  Sciences  of  Aftronomy  and  Mufick,  and  was 
the  firft  that  with  Theodore  'K  brought  intoFafhion  the  Tunes 
and  Notes  of  fmging  in  the  Church.  He  died  A°.  708.  and 
was  entombed  here  in  our  Lady’s  Chapeil  with  this  Epitaph  ;

BenedifHne  a  Abbey,  founded  by 
Sebert  Ring  cf  the  Eaft-Saxons  a- 
bout  A.  D.  610,  and  dedicated  by 
Mellitus  the  Bifhop  to  St.  Peter.  It 
wasreedifyed  by  KingEdward  A.  D. 
1066.  and  endowed  at  the  Diffolu* 
tronwith  3471./.  2.(3.  per  an.  Dugd* 
3977./.  6.s.  4 .d.  Speed.  King  Hem 
8.  made  it  a  Bifhop *s  See ;  but  it 
continued  fo  only  nine  Years,  and 
then  became  a  Collegiate  Church  for  a  Dean  and  Secular 
Canoris,  who  have  continued  e  ver  fince,  except  for  three 
Years  in  Queen  Mary’s  Reign,  during  which  time  here  was 
an  Abbatand  Benedidtine  Monks  reeflablifhed. 

Whereas  the  two  preceding  Abbeys  of  Glaflonbury  and 
Canterbury  are  intirely  ruined  (which  makes  it  the  more  diffi* 
cult  to  give  a  Defcription  of  them)  this  of  Weftminfter  hath 
met  with  a  much  better  Fate,  having,  by  Divine  Providence, 
efcaped  the  fame  Sacrilegioris  Hands  that  deflroyed  the  others, 
and  being  repriev’d  from  the  all-defiroying  Axes  and  Hammers 
of  Edward  VI,  as  likewife  the  Hands  of  the  Duke  of  Somerfet, 
who  was  then  Proteffor,  and  laid  in  rubbifh  the  magnificent 
Abbeys  of  Glaftonbury  and  Reading  (given  to  him  at  the 
Diffolution)  and  had  a  Defign  b  to  have  done  the  like  by 
this,  had  not  17.  Mannors  of  it’s  Revenues,  three  Bifhops 
Palaces,  two  Churches,  the  Cloyfters  of  St.  PauPs  &e.  pleaded 
it’s  Caufe,  and  purchafed  it’s  Ranfome.  So  that  being  flill 
ifanding,  we  ought  to  look  upon  it  as  the  mofl  intire  Piece 
©f  building  of  this  kind  now  to  be  feen  in  England,  and  it 
will  ferve  as  a  Reprefentation  of  what  fumptuous  Strudfures 
the  other  Abbeys  were,  and  how  much  it  would  have  been 
to  the  Honour  and  Grandeur  of  this  Nation  to  have  im- 
ploy’d  them,  like  this,  to  Religious  Ufes. 

This  Church  having  therefore  providentially  efcaped,  and 
fo  wife  and  effeftual  Care  having  been  taken  for  it’s  future 
Prefervation,  it  would  be  proper  for  me  in  the  next  Place 
to  be  very  particular  in  giving  a  nice  and  diRinft  Relation 
of  eveiy  thing  belonging  to  it  that  may  be  looked  upon  as 
materia!  and  fit  to  be  taken  notice  of  in  a  Difcourfe  of  this 
nature ;  but  large  Accounts  of  it  having  been  already  pu-

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[jSblifhedin  Stowe,  Weever,  Keep,  Newcourt,  and  the  New

giving  a  Liftof  ifs  Abhats,  many  of  which  are  either  omitted 
by  thofe  that  have  written  hefore  me,  or,  at  beft,  are  but 
very  uncorreclly  mentioned  by  them. 

The  Priviieges  belonging  to  this  Abbey  being  in  fome  re» 
fpecfs  fuperior  to  thofe  of  others,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
4§  mention  fome  of  them,  viz.  That  3  the  Abbat  and  Convent 
fhoald  be  free  from  ali  Seeular  Service,  and  have  the  Power 
of  electing  a  new  Abbat  on  the  Deceafe  or  Surrender  of  the 
former ;  that  no  Layman  or  Clergyman  fhall  claim  any  Ju- 
rifdiclion  over  them,  but  that  they  be  under  the  immediate 
Proteclion  of  the  King,  and  free  from  Military  Service  ;  and 
that  they  and  ali  belonging  to  them  be  exempf  from  ali 
Taxes,  Cuftoms,  Suits  or  Services  whatfoever,  whether  Eo 
clefiaftical  or  Tempora! .  They  were  b  intrufled  with  the 
Regalia  for  the  Coronation  of  our  Kings  and  Queens,  and 
.  had  a  Place  of  necedary  Service  on  thofe  Days  to  exercife 
Epifcopal  Jurifdi&ion  in  their  Liber ties. 

The  Chnrch  is  c  built  in  Form  of  a  Crofs,  whofe  Vault 
icnland  Side-Ifies  are  fupported  by  48.  Pillars  of  Grey  Marble, 
jieach  didant  from  the  other  8.  Feet,  and  from  thence  thereis 
j another  Row  of  lefler  Pillars  double  the  N umber  of  the  fird, 
a  and  of  the  fame  Marble.  The  Arches  are  turned  in  Imita» 
tion  of  the  Gothic  way  of  building,  dividijqpg  themfelves  into 
Ifeveral  Squares,  which  compofe  a  flately  Roof.  Withont 
|the  Walls  it  appears  in  Form  of  a  Crofs.  There  is  at  the 
Wefl  End  of  the  Crofs  a  Buttrefs  Eaftward,  and  another 
Weflward  from  the  great  Window.  On  each  of  thefe 
Buttreffes  is  placed  a  Pyramidical  Figure,  and  ali  thefe  be- 
i  tween  two  Towers,  each  fupported  with  a  Buttrefs.  Ead- 
;  ward  from  the  Portico  are  two  blank  Porches  (admitting  of 
no  Entrance  into  the  Church)  above  which  are  four  Win- 
fcdows,  above  them  a  Gallery,  and  higher  a  very  fpacious  cir» 
f  cular  Window.  Weflward  from  the  Crofs  are  nine  other 
1  Buttreffes  on  the  North,  and  nine  on  the  South  Side.  Be» 
v tween  each  are  two  Windows  one  above  another.  Belides 
.  >thofe  before  mentioned,  there  are  feveral  adjacent  Buildings, 
iijwherein  many  have  been  interFd.  And  Firfl,  on  the  South 
Side  towards  the  Weft  End  of  the  Church  is  the  great  Cloy^ 
lier,  forming  a  Quadrangle  by  four  Ambulatories,  whofe 
arched  Pvoofs  are  fupported  and  adorned  with  72.  Marble

As  to  the  Ornaments  of  this  magnificent  pile,  it  was  on  I 
the  Gutfide  adorned  with  the  Statues  of  ail  thofe  Princes  who 
eontributed  to  the  Building.  They  were  placed  in  Niches 
cut  in  the  faid  18.  ButtrefTes  between  the  Crofs  Ifle  and 
Weft  End  of  the  Church.  The  North  End  of  the  Crofs  Ifle 
was  adorned  with  the  Figures  of  the  twelve  Apoflles,  and 
fome  others  to  be  feen  higher  as  big  as  the  Life,  with  many 
other  Ornaments,  which  Time  hath  defaced.  As  to  the  In* 
fide,  it  is  adorned  with  fine  Pillars  and  fumptuous  Arches, 
jftately  Monuments  and  anclent  Tornbs  of  Princes,  as  well 
as  of  many  of  the  moft  confiderable  of  the  Nobility  and 
Gentry,  and  with  elegant  and  pertinent  Epitaphs  in  Me¬ 
mory  of  the  greateff  Wits  and  rnoff  accurate  Proficients  in 
all  Kinds  of  Learning.  To  thefe  ornaments  let  us  add  the 
Neatnefs  of  the  Choir,  which  is  paved  with  black  and  white 
Marble,  having  on  the  North  28.  Stalls,  and  on  the  South 
as  many,  and  at  the  Weft  End  8.  whence  you  afcend  to 
the  Altar- Piece,  where  the  Foot-Pace  for  the  Communion- 
Tableisfine,  paved  in  various  Figures  with  Jafper,  Porphy- 
ry,  Lydian,  Totich,  Alabafter,  and  Serpentine  Stones.  We 
muft  not  likewife  omit  the  unparallePd  Edifice  fituate  at  the 
Eaft  End,  calPd  the  Virgin  Mary’s  or  Henry  the  VIIlhs. 
Chapell,  whofe  Roof  is  flattifh.  The  Walls  are  outwardly 
adorned  with  14.  Towers,  which  are  curioufly  carved  in 
Imitation  of  Gothic  Arches,  which  are  ornamentally  inriched 
with  Portcullifes,  Fleur  de  Lis’s  &c.  The  Infide  (accounted 
a  Pattern  of  Ingenuity,  and  the  x^dmiration  of  all  Travellers, 
Leland  and  other  learned  Antiquaries  calling  this  Chapell 
miraculum  orbis )  isafcended  to  by  three  very  fpatious  Portals 
of  folid  Brafs,  curioufly  adorned  with  various  Figures  &c. 
The  Body  on  the  North  and  South  Sides  is  filled  with  Stalls 
of  fine  carved  Wood.  The  Flooris  paved  with  large  Marble 
fquare  Slabbs,  and  the  Building  is  in  the  nature  of  a  Cathe- 
dral  with  a  Nave  and  two  Side  Illes.  The  Roof  is  fupported 
with  12.  Pillars  and  Arches  of  theGothic  Order,  abcunding

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with  various  carved  Figures,  Fruit  &c.  At  the  Weft  End  is  a 
fpatious  Window,  with  mnch  of  it’sGlafs  finely  ftain’d  ;  be- 
fldes  which  there  are  13,  others  above,  and  as  many  below 
in  the  North  and  South  Ides,  painted  with  Fieur  de  Lis’s, 
Rofes,  and  Portcullifes  crowrPd,  and  another  at  the  Weft 
End  of  each  Ifle.  Under  each  of  the  faid  13.  upper  Win¬ 
dows  are  Figures  reprefenting  Saints,  Martyrs,  Ac.  placed 
in  Niches,  and  under  them  Angels  fupporting  Imperial 
Crowns.  The  Roof  is  all  of  Stone.  As  to  the  Dimenflons 
of  this  Chapell  it  is  in  Length  within  99.  Feet,  Breadth 
66.  Feet,  Altitude  54.  Feet.  The  Length  of  the  whoie 
Church  within  the  Wall  is  489.  Feet,  Breadth  in  the  Crofs 
Jfle  from  North  to  South  189.  Feet;  Length  of  the  Choir 
152.  Feet,  Breadth  at  the  Weft  End  36.  Feet ;  Ideight  from 
the  Area  to  the  Roof  within  Side  101  Feet.  The  Eaift  and 
Weft  Sides  of  the  Cloyfter  each  135.  Feet,  North  and  South 
Sides  in  Length  14 1 .  Feet. 

This  Church  is  likewife  of  fpecial  Note  and  Rcgard  by 
reafon  of  the  Confecration,  Inauguration  and  Unci  ion  of  our 
Kings  of  England,  and  is  alfo  greatly  honoured  by  the  glo- 
rious  Monuments  of  Kings,  and  Queens,  and  other  emi¬ 
nent  Per  fons  ;  an  Account  of  which  having  been  feveral 
times  publifhed  at  large,  I  fhall  avoyd  repeating  what  hath 
been  faid  on  that  occafion,  and  will  proceed  to  treat  of 
the  Abbats.

HE  Storyof  St.  Alban’s  Martyrdom 
in  this  Place,  over  which  the  Abbey 
Church  is  built,  and  his  having  the 
Honour  to  be  the  firft  Perfon  in  this 
Ifland  who  laid  down  his  Life  for 
Chriftianity,  theMiracles  wrought  at 
his  SufFering,  &c.  being  fo  faithfully 
particulariz’d  and  tranfmitted  to  Po- 
^  fterity  by  Sir  Henry  Chauncy  in  his 
elaborate  account  of  the  Antiquities 
l)f  Hertford-ftiire c,  I  ftiall  refer  the  Reader  to  him.  and 
|j>nly  briefly  mention,  that  in  Honour  of  St  Alban  this 
Church,  or  Monaftery,  had  the  Precedence  of  other  Abbeys 
:i;iven  it  about  the  Year  1154.  by  Pope  Adrian  the  Fourth, 
io  Englifh-man  born  near  this  Place,  viz.  That  as  St.  Alban 
ras  the  Proto-martyr  in  England,  fo  the  Abbat  of  this  Place

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ffiould  be  the  firfl  Abbat  in  England  in  Order  and  Dignity. 
After  which  Pope  Honorius  A°.  1218.  confirmed  to  the  Ab¬ 
bat  and  his  SuccefTors  Epifcopal  Rights,  and  exempted  them 
from  the  Jurifdidiion  of  the  Bifhop  of  Lincoln  their  Dioce- 
fan.  They  had  likewife  allowed  them  thei^  Seats  in  Parlia- 
ment  ’till  the  Diffolution,  awd  accordingly  very  often  fub- 
fcribed  before  the  other  Abbats,  notwithfianding  fome  were 
elder  in  Creation. 

The  Privileges  of  this  Monaflery  being,  as  before  men- 
tioned,  very  great,  the  Monks  took  no  lefs  care  to  adorn 
magnificemly  their  Buildings,  which  wilt  be  feen  more  par- 
ticularly  in  the  Lives  of  the  Abbats,  who  were  the  chief  Pro¬ 
mo  ters  of  this  Grandeur.  The  Strucfure  of  the  Church  ffill 
remains,  being  the  chief  Ornament  of  the  Town,  and  owes 
it’s  Prefervation,  no  doubt,  to  it’s  lafi  Abbat  Boreman’s  pur- 
chafing  it ;  and  pity  it  is  that  the  Cloyffers,  Chapter-Houfe, 
and  other  Offices  were  not  likewife  preferved  from  the  Sacri- 
legious  Hands  of  thofe  Perfons  who  have  intirely  demo- 
lifhed  them.  As  to  the  Monkifh  Verfes  and  Hiftorical 
Paintings  in  the  Cloyffers,  Library,  &c.  taken  from  the  Bible 
and  Portraitures  of  famous  Men  in  the  Windows,  they  may 
be  feen  in  the  Monaflicon  %  which  I  fhall  therefore  pafs 
ty,  and  only  take  notice  that  thofe  Buildings  feem  to  have 
been  of  a  newer  and  more  elegant  ffrucfure  than  the  Abbey- 
Church  it  felf,  as  were,  no  doubt,  the  Abbacy  and  other 
Offices,  whofe  Gate  is  now  ftanding,  and  is  very  large,  lead- 
ing  to  the  Town  Goal,  which,  with  the  Church,  are  the  only 
Remains  of  the  Abbey. 

The  Shrine  b  of  St.  Alban  was  alfo  very  fumptuous,  as 
were  the  Altar  and  Brafs  Font  brought  out  of  Scotland  and 
fcarce  to  be  equalled  in  any  Church.  The  firft  is  intirely 
gone,  and  there  is  only  this  infcribed  on  a  modern  black 
Marble  :  Sanctus  Albanus  Verolamenfis  Anglorum  Proto-mar- 
tyr  1  7.  Jun.  ccxciii.  The  Stone  Work  of  the  Altar  is  yet 
remaining,  and  is  very  ffatelv,  and  well  wrought ;  but  ali  the 
Golden  and  Silver  Ornaments  are  gone.  As  to  the  latter, 
there  is  one  preferved  in  Wood  which  reprefents  the  Fa- 
ffiion  and  Make  of  the  Brafs  one.  I  fhall  not  here  mention 
the  Epitaphs  of  thofe  Noble  Perfons  that  were  flain  in  thofe 
tvvo  famous  Battles  between  the  Houfes  of  York  and  Lan- 
cafter,  and  here  buried  ;  but  rather  defire  the  Reader  to  con- 
fult  Chauncy  and  Weever,  and  inffead  of  inlarging  on  this 
account,  1  will  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  this  is  one  of 
the  Religious  Houfes  reffored  by  Queen  Mary,  tho’  it  con- 
tinued  not  above  a  twelve  Month  after.

Hegoverncd 
in  the  Reign  of  King  Etheldred,  firnamed  the  rnoft  Pious, 
AQ.  950.  He  honoured  his  Predeceffor,  reverenciog  him  fon 
his  flriT  and  holy  Life,  and  buried  him  at  his  Death  among 
the  Abbats.  He  built  another  Chapell  near  to  St.  Germaivs 
and  dedicated  it  to  St.  Mary  Magdalen.  He  died  in  a  good 
old  Age,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

7.  Alfric  who  for  a  great  Sum  of  Money,  the  precious

This  Purchafe  being  made 
by  this  Abhat,  he  drained  the  Water,  and  made  it  dry 
Ground.  The  name  of  the  Pool  ftill  remaineth  here  in  a  cer¬ 
tam  Street,  called  Fifhpool  Street. 

8.  Eldred  c  fucceeded  next.  In  the  Reign  of  King  Ed¬ 
gar  he  fearcht  for  ancient  Vaults  under  Ground  at  Verulam* 
and  finding  feveral  PafTages  artificially  arched  over,  he  icopped 
them  up  Anno  960.  becaufe  they  were  lurking  Idoles  for 
Whores  and  Thieves,  and  levelPd  ali  the  Ditches  of  the 
City.  He  iaid  afide  all  the  Tiles  and  Stones,  which  he  found 
fit  for  building,  with  a  Defign  to  have  raifed  a  new  Church 
out  of  the  Ruins  of  the  old  one ;  but  he  was  hindred  by 
Death.

9.  Eadmer  d,  who  carried  on  the  Work  that  his  Prede- 
ceiTor  Eldred  had  begun.  As  his  Pioneers  were  overthrowing 
the  Foundation  of  a  Palace  in  the  middle  of  the  old  City, 
in  the  hollow  Place  of  a  Wall,  as  it  wete  in  a  little  Clofet, 
they  found  feveral  Books  covered  with  oaken  Boards,  and 
Siik  ftrings  fix’d  to  them,  whereof  one  contained  the  Life  of 
St.  Alban  written  in  the  Eritiih  Tongue,  the  refl  the  Reli- 
gious  Ceremonies  obferved  by  the  Iieathens  of  this  Place. 
And  when  they  delv’d  into  the  Ground  they  found  old  Tables 
of  Stone,  Tiles,  Pillars,  Pitchers,  Pots  of  Earth  and  Veffels 
of  Glafs  containing  the  Aflies  of  the  Dead,  &c.  Out  of  the 
Remains  of  Verulam  Eadmer  built  anewr  the  greateft  Part 
of  his  Church  and  Menaftery,  with  an  intent  tohave  finifhed 
the  whole,  but  Death  difappointed  him.  Upon  which 

1  o.  Leofric  e,  Son  of  the  Earl  of  Kent,  was  elefted  Ab- 
bat.  While  he  was  a  Secular  he  gave  his  Inheritance  to  his 
younger  Brother,  and  taking  upon  him  a  R.eligious  Habit,  his 
great  Merits  advanced  him  to  the  See  of  Canterbury.  He 
died  Anno  1046.  leaving  his  Monaftery  very  rich,  and  was 
fucceeded  by

gave  to  the  Abbey.  Belides  which  he  likewife  purchafed 
Oxonage  and  Adulfinton  for  iooo.  Marks,  Northton,  Upton, 
Becces  and  Wartham  for  50 .|A‘.  &c. 

1 2.  Leofstan  b,  who  was  of  the  Family  of  King  Edward 
the  Conf.  and  his  Counfellour,  was  next  advanced  to  the 
Government  of  this  Monaffery,  and  prevailed  with  the  King 
to  confirm  to  it  Stodham,  Redburn,  Langley,  Greenburrow 
and  Thwanfton,  &c.  He  caufed  the  thick  and  fhady  Woods 
near  the  Edge  of  the  Chiltern  by  Watlingflreet  to  be  flock’d 
up,  the  rugged  Plains  to  be  levell’d,  Bridges  to  be  built, 
the  uneven  Ways  to  be  made  plain  and  fafe  for  Pafifage,  and 
gave  to  a  certain  Knight  called  Thurnoth  and  his  two  Soui- 
diers  Waldef  and  Thurman  the  Mannor  of  Flamfted,  for 
which  Thornoth  gave  him  five  Ounces  of  Gold  and  a  fair 
Palfrey,  upon  condi  tion  that  he  and  his  twoSouldiers  fhould 
indemnify  all  T ravellers  ffom  Th  leves  and  Beafts,  (with  which. 
thefe  Parts  were  very  mnch  infeffed)  and  ufe  all  their  diii- 
gence  in  time  of  War  to  prtfcferve  the  fafety  of  this  Church, 
which  they  performed  hili  King  William,  after  he  had  com 
quered  this  Ifland,  took  this  Mannor  from  them,  and  gave 
i't  to  Roger  de  Thoni,  who  willed  that  Right  fhould  be  done 
to  St.  Alban,  and  that  the  fame  fervice  fhould  be  firidtly 
performed.  He  gave  Ornaments  to  the  Church,  and  died

He  recovered  divers 
Mannors  for  this  Church,  rebuilt  the  Tower  for  a  Bell,  and 
was  at  the  Charge  of  having  many  choice  Books  tranfcrib’d, 
He  died  3.

Bed-Chamber.  He  built  another  Houfe  like  a  Hali,  with  a 
Chapell  towards  the  E  ait.  He  gave  many  rich  Ornaments  to 
f his  Monaifery,  with  a  Chalice  and  Cover  of  mafTy,  pure 
Goid,  which  he  afterwards  fent  to  Pope  Caeleftine  the  2d.  to 
mitigate  his  Covetoufnefs  who  would  have  impropriated  this 
Church.  When  he  had  governed  26.  Years  and  fome  Months 
he  died  on  the  hfth  of  the  Cal.  of  Mar.  1 146.  and  was  bu¬ 
ried  in  this  Church  with  this  Infcription  upon  his  Stone  e  ;

1  and  others  of  the  higheft  Birth  and  Quality.  So  that  in  a 
jjlittle  time  he  was  advanced  to  the  moli  confiderable  Pofts  of 
flHonour,  and  the  whole  Management  of  the  Publick  Affairs 
i  ei  was  intirely  committed  to  him  ;  which  created  him  fo  many 
«Enemies  (who  ali  envied  his  Glory)  that,  notwithftanding 
diis  Eloquence  and  Policy,  he  was  at  laft  deprived  of  all  his 

'  Places,  which  conduced  in  no  fmall  meafure  to  the  Ihortning 
of  his  Days.  We  have  very  few,  if  any,  amongft  all  our 
:'Briti{h  Worthies  that  may  be  compared  with  him  for  Gene* 
llrofity  and  Hofpitality.  He  was  of  fuch  an  Heroick  and  Pu- 
niblick  Spirit,  that  it  was  his  conflant  Endeavour  that  his  Be- 
dnefadfions  fhould  be  equal  to  the  Greatnels  of  his  Income. 
.aPoflerity  ftand  amazed  when  they  view  the  Buildings  he 
|lere<5fed  ;  which  however  are  only  an  Earneff  of  what  he  in- 
irtended,  had  he  not  fallen  under  the  Difpleafure  of  his  Royal 
IjMafter,  who  took  from  him  all  his  Riches  and  Preferments, 
sthe  Hiffory  of  which  being  to  be  met  with  io  other  Writers, 
ot  forbear  any  farther  Account,  and  will  only  remark  that  he 
Ijheld  the  Archbifhoprick  of  York  in  Commendam  with  his 
c  Abbatfhip,  he  being  at  that  time  a  Cardinal,  to  which  Dig- 
yjiity,  by  the  Title  of  St.  Caecilia,  he  was  promoted  by  the 
qPope  on  Sept.  7.  151  9.  Belides  other  magnificent  and  ftu- 
apendous  Piles  of  Building  he  founded  Chrill-Church  College 
On  Oxford,  laying  the  Foundation  Stone  thereof  himfelf,  on 
iwhich  was  engraved  the  following  [nfeription,  as  I  find  it 
Maublilhed  in  the  IXth.  Vol.  c  of  Leland’s  Itinerary  :

T.  Edmund  s  the  King  and  Martrr,  to 
whorn  this  Abbey  was  dedicated,  was 
Nephew  toQffa  King  (at  leah  in  right) 
of  the  Eaft-Angles,  who  adopted  him 
for  his  SucceiTor  in  that  Kingdom  ; 
which  when,  after  King  OfFa’s  Death, 
he  had  governed  with  much  Difcre- 
tion  for  the  Space  of  1  5.  Years,  and 
on  ali  acconnts  had  fhewed  himfelf  to 
be  a  mofl  devont,  pious  and  good 
Chriftian,  and  a  very  juft  Prince,  he  was  unfortunately  taken 
at  Henglefdune  (now  Hoxon)  in  SufToik  in  the  firft  Danifh 
Periecution  under  Hinguar  and  Hubba,  and  for  his  Confef- 
fion  of  Chrift  he  was  firft  of  ali  cruelly  whipped  by  them, 
then  bound  to  a  Tree,  fhot  at  with  Arrows,  and  afterwards 
barbaroufly  beheaded.  His  Head  was  thrown  by  them  into 
a  thick  Grove  of  Bufhes  and  Briars ;  but  being  afterwards 
found,  it  was  there  buried  with  the  Body,  and  a  Chapell  of 
Wuod  was  eredled  over  the  Grave.  In  Procefs  ot  time

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footh  his  Head  and  Body  were  tranflated  to  Kingfton  in  the 
fame  County  of  SufFolk,  where,  in  Honour  of  him,  a  very 
great  Church  was  built,  wrought  with  a  wonderful  Frame  of 
Timber,  whence  it  began  to  be  called  Sanfli  Edmnndi  Bur¬ 
gus,  and  afterwards  St.  Edmundbury  and  Bury.  At  length 
King  Cana  tus  being  touched  with  a  Senfe  of  the  wickednefs 
of  his  Father  Swenus,  and  being  more  particularly  concern’d 
at  his  Sacrilegious  Impiety  towards  this  Church,  whicli  llruck 
the  more  deeply  upon  his  Fancy  by  reafon  of  a  Vifion  of  St. 
Edmund  that  appeared  to  him,  he  built  the  whole  Church. 
anew  in  a  much  more  beautiful  and  regular  Manner,  and 
the  Fabrick  being  finifiied,  he  adorned  it  with  a  great  many 
Royal  Gifts,  ofiered  his  own  Crown  to  the  Holy  Martyr, 
■ilbrought  into  it  Monks  with  their  Abbat,  and  endowed  it 
ii  with  many  fair  and  large  Mannors,  and  (amongft  them) 
(with  ah  the  Town  it  feif.  Then  the  Holy  King  and  Martyr 
'i  was  laid  in  a  goodly  Shrine,  fet  with  Jewels  and  pretious 
Stones.  He  was  martvred,  according  tofome  Authors,  on  the 
(  I2ch.  Cal.  Dec.  A.  D.  866.  according  toothers  A.  D.  870.  but 
according  to  the  Account  in  the  Decem  Scriptores  A.  D.  805. 

I  His  Feail  is  celebrated  on  the  20th.  of  November. 

The  Church  having  receiv’d  fuch  Honours,  it  arofe  by 
sfj  Degrees  to  that  Splendour  and  Magnificence,  that  it  was  ex- 
ajceeded  by  very  few.  There  was  a  conflant  Refort  of  Stran- 
ligers  and  others  to  the  Place  partly  out  of  Refpe6!  to  theMe- 
ojmory  of  the  Royal  Martyr,  and  partly  out  of  a  Defign  to  gra- 
Jtify  their  Curiofity.  This  was  one  of  the  Places  that  were 
1  vilited  by  our  great  Antiquary  Mr.  Leland,  and  that  the 
3  Reader  may  have  a  more  lively  Reprefentation  of  it,  I  fliall 
t  tranlcribe  his  Words  as  they  are  cited  by  Mr.  Weever  a  who 
was  himfelf  likewife  a  very  diligent  and  curious  Preferver  of 
Antiquities.  “  The  Sunne,  faith  this  eminent  Perfon,  hath 
“  not  feene  either  a  Citie  more  finely  feated,  (fo  delicately 
“  ftandeth  it  upon  the  eafie  afcent,  or  hanging  of  an  hili, 
<f  and  a  little  river  runneth  downe  on  the  Eall  fide  thereof) 
or  a  goodlier  Abbey  ;  whether  a  man  indifFerently  confider, 
either  the  endowment  with  revenues,  or  the  largenefse,  or 
the  incomparable  magnificence  thereof.  A  man  that  faw 
“  the  Abbey  wouid  fay  verily  it  were  a  Citie  :  fo  many  gates 
u  there  are  in  it,  and  fome  of  brafse,  fo  many  Towers,  and 
|j“  a  moft  ftately  Church  :  upon  which  attend  b  three  others 
£  “  alfo  fianding  glorioufiy  in  one  and  the  fame  Church  yard  ; 
f  e6  ali  of  paffing  fine  and  curious  Workmanfhip.,> 

There  were  buried  in  this  Church,  befides  St.  Edmund 
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above  namisd,  aAlan  Earl  of  Britain  and  Richmond,  (Nephew 
to  William  the  Conqueror)  who  died  A°.  1093  ;  Thomas  of 
Brotherton  (fifth  Son  of  Edw.  the  Firfi:)  Earl  of  Norfolk ; 
Thomas  Beaufort,  Son  of  John  of  Gaunt  Duke  of  Lancafter 
and  Brother  to  K.  Henry  Fourth ;  Mary  the  French  Queen, 
Sifterto  K.  Hen.  Eighth  ;  William  Elmham,  William  Spen- 
fer,  William  Trefill  Knights  ;  William  Lee  Efq;  John  Lid- 
gate  the  famous  Poet,  Monk  of  this  Abbey  ;  befides  moli  of 
it’s  Abbats  b. 

The  Monuments  erecled  to  the  Memory  of  rhefe  Great 
Perfons  were  moft  of  them  ffatelyand  magnificent,  but  foon 
after  the  Difiblution  they  were  entirely  demolifhed  with  the 
Buildings,  and  ferved  only  to  prompt  the  Age’s  A  varice  ra- 
ther  than  excite  it’s  Piety  to  preferve  them.  Weever  ac- 
quaints  us,  that  in  his  time  there  was  nothing  but  Ruins  re- 
mainingof  this  goodly  Strudfure;  and  fince  thatevery  thing 
is  reduced  to  fuch  an  Heap  of  Rubbifii,  that  I  do  not  remem- 
ber  the  leafl  Particular  that  is  worthy  our  Notice  fave  only 
a  Gate-Houfe. 

We  learn  from  Leland  c  and  the  Monafiicon d,  and  it  is  ob- 
ferved  too  by  Dr.  Tanner  %  that  this  Abbey  was  founded  by 
King  Canute,  and  dedicated  to  St.  Edmund  in  the  Year  1020. 
It’s  Yearly  Revenues  at  the  Difiblution  were  worth  1659./. 
13.1.  1 1 .  d.  ob.  according  to  Dugdale,  but  accordings  to  the 
Account  in  Speed  2336./.  16. s.  ’Twas  an  immenfe  and 
incredible  Sum  of  Money  that  the  King  raifed  by  the  Sup- 
preffion  of  the  Abbeys.  For  befides  f  the  Houfes  and  Lands 
taken  away  from  the  Religious,  there  was  much  Money 
made  of  the  prefent  Stock  of  Cattel  and  Corn,  of  the  Tim- 
ber,  Lead,  Bells,  &c.  and  chiefiy  of  the  Piate  and  Church 
Ornaments ;  which  tlio’  it  be  not  valued,  yet  we  may  make 
forne  Conjecture  what  it  was  only  by  this  Monafiery  of  St. 
Edmundfbury,  from  which  was  taken  (as  we  are  informed 
by  the  Records)  five  thoufand  Marksof  Gold  and  Silver,  be- 
ficlcs  divers  Stonesof  great  Value.  Ali  which  (faith  thenoble 
Hiflorian)  being  by  forne  openly  called  Rapine  and  Sacrilege 
I  will  no  way  excufe.

IntheYear1138.be 
was  eledbed  Bifhop  of  London,  and  thereupon  Ordingus  was 
ehofen  Abbat.  But  feveral  Objecfions  beingalledged  1  againft 
Anfelm,  he  could  not  obtain  Confecration  ;  fo  that  miffing 
the  Bifhoprick  after  abundance  of  Trouble  he  was  glad  to 
return  to  his  Abbey,  and  refume  his  former  Preferment, 
(which  however  he  did  not  recover  without  much  Difficulty.) 
After  he  had  been  thus  reinftated,  he  continued  here,  with¬ 
out  any  Remove,  till  the  time  of  his  Death,  which  happencd 
on  the  3.  of  the  Nones  of  jan.  A°.  1 148.  Ple  built m  St.  An¬ 
drews  Chapell.  Ple  repaired  the  Weft  Part  of  St.  Edmundds 
Church  and  leaded  it.

this  Elegion  was  void  and  of  no  effeft,  by  reafon  the  King 
refufed  to  confirm  it,  it  being  managed  purely  by  the  Pope’s 
own  Authority  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  England.  So  that 
Orders  were  iffued  out  to  apprehend  Bromefeld,  and  he  was, 
accordingly,  feized,  and  was  firft  of  all  fent  to  the  Towerof 
London,  and  afterwards  to  Nottingham  Caftle.  For  this  rea¬ 
fon  his  Name  is  left  out  in  the  Regifler  publifhed  in  the

For  feeing  the  Havock  made  of  fo  glorious  a  Chnrch  as  his 
was,  it  affefted  him  fo  much  that  he  gave  way  to  fate  within 
lefs  than  a  Year,  and  was  buried  in  St.  Mary’s  Parilh  Church, 
and  not  amongft  hisPredeceffors  in  the  Abbey  Church  which 
was  near  (but  was  then,  I  fuppofe,  deftroy’d)  with  this 
Epitaph  { :

To  thefe  Abbats  ought  to  be  added  one  Edmund  Boken- 
ham,  who  is  mentioned  by  Lelandi;  but  not  finding  the 
tirne  when  he  was  Abbat,  I  have  not  been  able  to  aflign  his 
proper  place.

(South  Windows  of  the  Churcb,  and  glazed  them. 

King  John,  who  gave  a  Sapphire  and  a  Ruby  of  great  Va- 
•p  lue,  and  Henry  3.  who  gave  to  this  Monaftery  a  Golden 
riCup  for  the  Body  of  our  Lord. 

As  to  Benefadors  of  Mannors,  &c.  I  have  forborn  to  dif- 
it  courfe  of  them,  it  being  my  principal  Deiign  to  retrieve  not 
cjonly  the  Names  of  the  Abbats,  but  the  Memory  of  theAbbey 
frChurches  themfelves,  and  to  fhew  how  magnificently  they 
were  adorned  in  Buildings  and  Pdches.  ^

VI.  PETERBOROUGH. 

HIS  Monaflery  was  begun  in  the 
Year  655,  or,  as  fome  fay,  656,  by 
Peada,  the  firft  Chriftian  King  of 
I  Merda  by  the  affiflance  of  the  fird: 
Abbat  Saxulfus,  in  the  Foundation 
whereof  there  were  laid  fuch  prodi- 
gious  Stones  as  that  eight  Yoke  of 
^  Oxen  could  fcarce  draw  one  of  them. 
The  Place  where  it  ffood  in  old  times 
was  called  Medelhamidede  a ;  but  the 
/w(U  Church  being  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  it  was  afterwards  called 
fcPeterborough.  The  Foundation  was  perfedted,  and  the 
uEndowment  compleated,  by  Wulfer  King  of  Merda,  Brother 
A  to  Peada,  after  his  Converfion  toChriftianity  A°.  664.  This 
iti Monaflery  being  thus  built  remained  in  Peace  hili  the  Year 
11870.  at  which  time  the  Pagan  Danes  conquering  alLbefore 
4  them,  and  coming  hither,  (after  they  had  burnt  down  the 
Abbey  of  Croyland)  they  flew  the  Abbat  and  all  the  Monks 
to  the  Number  of  84,  and  utterly  deftroyed  the  Church  and 
all  the  other  Buildings  belonging  to  it,  which  being  an  hun- 
dred  Years  after,  viz,  A°.  970,  reedified  by  St.  Adelwold 

a  Videfis  Lelandi  Coii.  T.  I,  p.  %.  Sz  feqq.  Item  ibid.  p.  91.  Si  Tom.  IT., 
p.  %6g. 
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Bifhop  of  Winchefier,  the  Abbey  continued  in  great  Magni- 
ficence  ’till  the  General  Diffolution  of  the  Religious  Houfes, 
wheo  happily  efcaping  it  was  converted  into  a  Cathedra! 
Church,  and  ali  it’s  Buildings  were  preferved.  By  this  means 
it  continued  intire  ’till  the  fecona  Havock  of  Religious 
Struffures  injthe  great  Rebellion,  when  the  Cloyffers,  Chap- 
ter-Houfe,  Library,  Bifhop’s  Hali  and  Chapell  formerly  be- 
longing  to  the  Abbat,  were  utterly  demolifhed,  and  the  Cha¬ 
pell  of  our  Lady  adjoyning  to  the  Abbey  being  much  out  of 
Repair  was  taken  down  by  the  Townfmen,  who  prevailed 
to  have  the  reil  of  the  Building  made  Parochial,  which,  for 
that  End,  they  had  repaired  with.  great  Expenfe.  However 
the  Injury  that  was  offer ed  to  thefe  goodly  Edifices  proved 
very  inadfpicious  to  the  Perfons  concerned  in  it.  For  the 
Lead  belonging  to  them  being  fold  and  fhipt  away  for  Hol- 
land,  was,  with  the  Ship  it  felf,  intirely  loft  in  the  Voyage* 

It  is  well'  known  that  the  Account  of  this  Place  is  very 
well  preferved  by  Mr.  Guntonone  of  the  Prebendaries  there- 
of,  and  that  it  was  afterwards  continued  and  publifhed  in 
Folio  in  the  Year  1 686.  by  Dr.  Patrick  late  Dean.  For  which 
reafon  it  will  be  unneceffary  to  under take  to  give  an  Hiffory 
of  all  the  remarkable  Paffages  that  might  otherwife  be  ex- 
fpedted  from  me.  But  I  crave  leave  to  obferve,  that  fmce 
the  Publication  of  that  ufeful  Work,  the  Bells  (which  are 
mentioned  to  have  been  in  the  Steeples)  being  taken  down, 
a  tuneable  Ring  of  ten  was  caff  about  the  Year  1711.  out 
of  the  four  great  Bells  with  very  little  Addition,  and  that 
the  whole  Charge  of  the  founding,  hanging,  framing,  &c.  was 
defrayed  by  parting  with  the  other  Bells  to  the  Bell-founder, 
who  alfo  paid  an  Overplus  of  50/.  towards  adorning  the 
Altar  ;  which  I  chofe  to  take  notice  of  here  on  purpofe  to 
fhew  how  well  filled  and  adorned  our  Cburches  anciently 
were  with  large  Bells,  particularly  the  Abbeys,  which  dif- 
tingusfhed  themfelves  above  the  refc  by  their  folemn  and 
deep  Notes  founding  by  Clocks.  The  prefent  Bells  are  if ili 
the  biggeff  in  the  County. 

As  to  the  two  Queens  that  were  buried  here,  the  latter  of 
them,  viz.  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  was,  18.  Years  arter  her 
Intermeat:,  removed  to  Weftminfter  Abbey,  and  a  fumptu- 
ous  Tomb  was  eredled  over  her  Grave  by  her  Son  King 
James  the  Firff.  But  the  other,  Queen  Catherine,  reflet h 
here  without  any  Monument,  except  it  be  the  Church  it 
felf,  which  it  is  faid  King  Henry  VIII.  left  ffanding  on  her 
account.  Pity  it  is  that  the  like  reafon  had  not  prevailed 
with  him  to  fpare  St.  Edmundfbury  for  the  fake  of  another 
Queen  buried  there  in  his  Life,  viz.  her  Siffer  Mary  the 
French  Queen.  What 
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What  Abbats  were  bnried  here  will  be  learn’d  from  the 
following  Lift  of  them.  The  Church  was  alfo  honoured 
with  the  Sepultures  of  many  other  Perfons  of  Diftin&ion  ; 
f  but  I  refer  thofe  that  defire  Satisfaftion  in  this  Point  to 
Gunton,  where  we  have  likewife  the  old  Englifh  Verfes  (re- 
lating  to  the  Hiftory  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Abbey)  that 
were  put  under  the  Piftures  that  were  moft  curioufly  painted 
in  the  Windows  of  the  Cloyfter,  together  with  a  Catalogue 
of  the  Veftments,  Ornaments,  Church  Utenfils,  Books,  &c. 

IS  belonging  to  the  Monaflery,  which  latter,  viz.  the  Books,

44.  Robert  Kirton^  fucceeded  A°.  1496.  He  ereffed 
the  goodly  Building  at  the  End  of  the  Church,  now  commonly 
known  by  the  Name  of  the  New  Building,  wherein  he  placed 
three  Altars  oppofite  to  three  Pair  of  Stairs  defcending  from 
the  Back  of  the  great  Altar.  He  built  a  Chamber  in  his  dwell- 
ing  Houfe,  calling  it  Heaven-Gate  Chamber.

We  have  no  reafon  to  doubt  but  a  great  many  excel¬ 
lent  and  very  eminent  Perfons  were  buried  here,  not  only 
upon  account  of  it’s  being  an  Abbey  Church,  but  alfo  as  it 
was  the  cnief  Church  of  fo  large  a  Town.  A  farther  account 
of  the  Founder  may  be  feen  in  the  Baronage  of  England. 
And  therefore  1  have  nothing  more  to  add  on  this  occaflon, 
but  that  dying  in  Normandy  Ad.  1120.  he  was  buried,  ac- 
mcording  to  his  Defire,  in  this  Monaflery,  his  Corps  being

What 
fort  of  Fabrick  the  Abbey  Church  was  I  have  no  where  found, 
except  that  it  had  an  high  Tower  in  the  Middle.  The  Ab¬ 
bey,  with  the  Cloyffers,  Offices,  and  Monurnents,  was  fo  in- 
tirely  demolifhed  after  the  DifTolution,  that  nothing  now  re- 
mains  but  the  faid  high  Tower,  which  dands  in  the  Abbey 
Cemitery,  and  was  built  by  Abbat  Lichfeild  R  It  is  a  well 
wrought  Struclure,  is  about  an  100.  Feet  in  Height,  and  is 
adorned  at  Top  with  neat  Battlements,  and  Pinnacles.  No 
other  Buiiding  is  contiguous  to  it.  It  is  large  and  fpatious, 
and  in  it  hang  eightBells,  tho’  not  very  large  ones,  that  after 
the  Reffauration  were  taken  out  of  the  Paridi  Churches,  a- 
bove  mentioned,  by  the  Town’s  People.  The  Paridi  Churches

Neirher  of  them  hath  any  Bells,  but  the  Bells  in  the  Abbey 
Tower  ferve  for  the  ufe  of  both.  One  of  them,  viz.  jSaint 
Laurence*s,  is  officiated  in  the  Morning,  and  AU-Saints  ia 
the  Afternoon,  ali  the  Summer  Seafon ;  but  in  Winter  time 
there  is  very  rardy  divine  Service  performed  in  St.  Laurence’s 
Church,  that  of  AU-Saints  being  only  frequented.  Botli 
thefe  Churches  havefmall  Spire  Steeples,  and  Ides,  and  Bo- 
dys,  ali  which  are  leaded,  and  with  St.  Bengworth  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  Water  (which  is  likewife  a  Spire)  and  the 
Abbey  Tower  they  afford  a  good  and  pleafant  Profpedf  from 
Blockley  Hilis  adjacent.  At  the  upper  End  of  the  South  Ide 
of  All-Saints  is  a  fmall  Chapell  built  by  Abbat  Lichfeild. 
It  is  arched  at  Top  with  Stone,  and  carved,  and  under  an 
Arch  are  the  initial  Letters  of  his  Name  C.  L.  for  Clement 
Lichfeild.  At  the  Entrance  into  it  is  a  Grey  Marble,  on 
which  was  the  faid  Abbat’s  Portraiture  and  an  Xnfcription 
under  it  in  Brafs,  which  are  torn  ofF.  In  the  Church  of  St. 
Laurence  at  the  End  of  each  Ide  on  each  Side  the  Body  of 
the  Church  are  two  Chapells,  which  feem  to  have  been  built 
about  the  fame  time  as  that  of  All-Saints,  viz.  not  long  be- 
fore  the  DilTolution. 

Leland  hath  informed  a  us,  that  in  the  forefaid  Tower  was 
a  great  Bell,  and  a  goodly  Clock  ;  but  I  have  not  been  able 
to  learn  what  is  become  of  this  Clock-Bell  now,  tho’  I  fup- 
pofe  that  it  contimued  ’till  the  Redauration  of  King  Charles 
the  Second,  when  the  Youth  of  the  Town  joyning  together, 
and  taking  the  Bells  out  of  the  two  Paridi  Steeples,  mei ted 
them  and  coined  the  prefent  Ring  of  eight  Bells,  now  kaiig- 
'ing  together  in  the  Tower,  as  I  have  before  infinuated. 

On,  or  near  the  Site  of  the  Abbey  is  built  a  neat  Houfe, 
in  which  it  is  fuppofed  the  old  Stone  was  employed  They 
have  no  Tradition  here  of  the  Abbey  Church,  Cloyders,  or 
Chapter-PIoufe  ;  but  in  the  Cemitery  near  Saint  Laurence’s 
Church  is  an  old  Arch  yet  ftanding  inRuins,  which  perhaps 
might  have  been  fomepart  of  the  Abbey  Bnildings.  There 
are  no  memorable  Monuments  in  either  of  the  Paridi 
Churches. 

After  the  Battle  of  Evefham,  which  was  fought  Aug.  4. 
A°.  1275.  feveral  Perfons  of  Quality  were  buried  in  the  Ab¬ 
bey  Church  by  the  Monks  before  the  high  Altar,  the  chief 
of  which  were  Simon  Mountfort  the  potent  Earl  of  Leyce- 
ftcr,  Henry  Mountfort,  and  Hugh  le  Difpenfer  Jufliciar  of

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England.  In  this  Battle  were  likewife  flain  Peter  de  Mount- 
fort,  William  de  Mandevile,  Ralf  Baffet,  and  Roger  Saint- 
John’s,  with  divers  Knights  and  Efquires,  which  probably 
were  alfo  buried  here,  as  were  many  befides,  tho’  we  can- 
not  now  retrieve  their  Names.

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This  good  Man  continuing  Abbat  ’till  towards  tne  DifTolu» 
tion,  with  an  latent  not  to  furrender  his  Houfe  for  a  pro¬ 
phane  Ufe,  was,  at  length,  by  the  Contrivance  and  Tricks 
of  Cromweii,  Secretary  of  State  to  Hen.  VIII.  perfwaded  to 
refign  his  Paftoral  Staff  to  one 

53.  Philip  Kaford,  Hawford,  alias  Ballard  *,  a 
young  Monk  of  this  Houfe,  who  thereby  commencing  Abbat 
Anno  1539.  yielded  up  the  fame  to  the  King’s  Ufe  (much  to 
the  Difcontent  of  Lichfeild)  and  had  not  only  a  Penlion  of 
240/I  per  an.  but  afterwards  the  Deanery  of  Worcefter  con- 
ferred  on  him,  which  heheld  Yftl  his  Death,.  which  happened 
Armo  1557.

Tho’  there  be 
no  Infcription  to  confirm  this  Account,  yet  the  Perfon  that 
fhewed  the  Church  affiured  me  that  it  had  been  a  conflant 
Tradition  that  it  was  for  the  lafi  Abbat  of  Evefham.

lars  ;  but  Ofwald  Biffiop  of  Worcefter  Anno  985.  reftored 
again  the  Benedidfiaes.

I  atn  not  capable  of  giving  an  account  of  the  firft  Abbats, 
the  Hiftories  of  this  Place  being  very  imperfecl  for  the  fivft 
200.  Years.  Infomuch  that  Richard  Kedermifter,  the  laft  Ab¬ 
bat  but  one,  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Foundation  of  this  Abbey, 
begins  wirh  Germanus,  who  was  made  Abbat  by  King  Edgar. 
Whence  I  conclude  that  the  Books  and  Records  Jie  had  met 
with  were  fo  obfcure  that  he  could  colleft  little  frorn  them.

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Leland,  becaufe  it  clears  what  Sir  Robert  Atkins  hath  been 
pleafed  to  obferve  about  the  Church,5  who  hath  exprefled 
himfelf  w7ith  fo  little  caution,  that  one  would  think  from  his 
Account  that  the  prefent  Parifli  Church  was  the  Abbey 
jfChurch  ;  and  yet  his  faying  that  it  is  dedicated  to  St.  Pefei% 
band  the  Abbey  Church  to  St.  Mary,  is  a  proof  tofuch  as  well 
rconflder  it  that  he  thounht  otherwife  himfelf.

Fhe  mention  of  Sir  Robert  Atkins  gives  me  occafion  to 
eorrecl  a  Miflake  committed  by  him  with  reference  to  the 
:|Mannor  of  the  Abbey.  He  telis  us  that  Anno  1608.  it  was 
in  Poflefflon  of  the  Crown,  and  that  Dr.  Lloyd,  Chancellor 
1  of  the  Dioces  of  Worcefler,  was  Lord  of  it  in  1710.  As  foon 
Iis  I  had  read  this  Particular,  I  began  to  enquire  about  the 
:ruth  of  it,  and  the  Refuit  of  my  Inquiry  is  this,  viz.

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That  the  Mannor  of  Winchelcombe  with  the  Site  cf  the 
Abbey  belonged  to  the  Lord  Chandos  fioon  after  the  DilTo- 
lution,  and  that  it  continued  in  that  Family  'till  the  Year 
i6c4.  When  on  the  Death  of  George  Lord  Chandos  wifh- 
out  IfFue  it  came  by  his  Gift  to  his  Widow  and  Relidi  Jane, 
Daughter  of  John  EarlRivers,  who  afterwards  marrying  witfi 
George  Pitts  Efq;  of  Stratfeild-Sey  Com.  Southampt.  {he 
brought  it  to  that  Family,  or  at  leafl  her  Hufband  enjoyed 
it  in  her  Right.  And  as  to  Dr.  Lloyd,  he  held  this  Mannor 
onlv  by  virtue  of  a  confiderable  Leafe  which  was  purchafed 
by  his  firfb  Wife’s  Relations  named  Poland ;  and  fo  he  was 
no  more  than  a  Leafehold  T enant  of  the  Mannor  for  a  Term 
of  Years  which  is  now  expired. 

The  Parilia  Church  above  mentioned  is  ftill  flanding;  but 
the  Abbey  hath  been  long  fmce  demolilhed,  and  the  Site 
turned  into  arable  Ground.  I  have  endeavoured  to  procure 
a  Draughtof  the  Abbey,  that  by  that  means  w e  might  un- 
derftand  what  a  Sort  ol  Fabrick  it  was.  But  my  Attempts 
this  way  have  proved  very  unfuccefsful,  notwithftanding  I 
went  thither,  with  no  other  Defign,  in  September  1714.  I 
furveyed  the  Ground  where  itibood  (which  was  on  the  North 
Eaft-fide  of  the  Church)  very  exadfly,  and  tho*  I  could  not 
meet  with  fo  much  as  a  Stone  flanding,  yet  it  was  no  fmali 
Satisfadlion  to  me  that  I  had  vfralked  over  the  Soil  on  which 
this  large  Pile  of  building  was  eredted,  and  where  there  had 
been  formerly  fuch  a  Number  of  Perfons  (famous  for  their 
Birth,  Learning,  Piety  and  Virtue)  interred,  which  Thing 
alone  one  wouid  think  might  have  commanded  Reverence, 
and  deterred  thofe  that  were  imployed  foon  after  the  Diffo- 
lution  (by  the  Lord  Seymotir,  as  I  conceive)  to  pull  it  down 
and  defiroy  it.  As  I  was  purfuing  thefe  Reiigious  Inquiries, 
I  accidentally  met  with  a  venerable  old  Man,  who  direcled 
me  to  the  Place  where  the  Church  ftood,  and  told  me  that 
he  had  frequently  heard,  particularly  when  he  was  a  Youth, 
that  the  Tower  of  it  was  large  and  fine,  but  that  there  was 
nothing  left  flanding  of  the  Abbey  with  in  his  own  Memory 
except  a  few  Offices,  which  wcre  probably  thofe  where  the 
Abbafis  Head  Hine  or  chief  Ploughman  lived.

He  was  a  learned  Man,  and  by  his  wife  Government 
and  his  encouragement  of  Virtue  and  good  Letters  he  made 
the  Monaflery  flourifh  fo  much  that  it  was  equal  to  a  little 
Univerfity.  In  the  Year  1500.  he  travelled  to  Rome,  and 
became  afterwards  a  celebrated  Preacher.  In  the  Year  1515» 
the  Privileges  of  the  Clergy  being  attacked  he  preached  a 
remarkable  Sermon  on  that  account,  fhewing  that  it  was 
againfl  the  Law  of  God,  who  by  his  Prophet  David  fays,  Tonch 
not  my  anointed  and  do  my  Prophets  no  harm .  He  wrote  a 
very  valuable  Hifcory  of  the  Foundation  of  this  Monaflery, 
and  another  of  the  Lives  of  the  Abbats,  beginning  with  Ger¬ 
manus  Anno  7.  of  King  Edgar  A°.  D.  988.  and  reaching  down 
to  his  own  Time  :  which  defirable  Book  was  unhappily  lofl 
in  the  Fire  of  London.  He  died  AQ.  1531.  and  was  buried 
in  his  Abbey  Church,  on  which  g  he  had  laid  out  a  great 
Sum  of  Money,  and  inclofed  the  Abbey  it  feif  towards  the 
Town  with  a  main  Stone  Wall,  ex  quadrato  faxo.

;£|  A  great  part  of  this  Church  was  left  ftanding  after  the  Dif¬ 
folution  for  a  Parochia]  Church  ;  but  it  hath  been  fince  fo 
mifera-bly  defaced,  that  little  remains  fave  the  Body  and 
South  Ifle  which  are  however  ruinous  and  uncovered  at  Top, 
and  there  is  nothing  more  to  be  feen  fave  only  part  of  the 
North  Ifle,  which  is  ufed  as  the  Parifh  Church,  and  is  io. 
Length  90.  Feet  and  24.  in  Breadth.  We  cannot  form  to 
our  felves  a  better  Idea  of  the  Magnificence  of  this  Church 
than  from  the  Draught  that  is  publifhed  in  the  Monalticon c, 
;1  which  is  near  double  the  Length  of  what  ferves  now  for  the 
'I I  Parifh  Church,  being  140.  Feet  long  ;  and  yet  even  this 
or  was  not  above  a  third  Part  of  the  Church  when  it  ffood  in 
(T  it’s  Glory  and  Profperity  before  the  Diffolution.  For  this 
ai  Reprefentation  only  contains  the  Weft  Part  of  it  from  the 
m  Tranfeptum,  or  great  Crofs  Ifle,  which  extended  itfelf  from 
0  North  to  South  ;  and  in  themiddle  of  this  Buiiding  was  an 
g  high  Spire  Steeple,  beyond  which  was  the  Eaflern  Part  or 
nChoir,  which  appears  by  the  Foundation  to  have  been  near 
200.  Feet  in  Length  and  80,  in  Breadth.  As  to  the  Cha- 
bpell  of  our  Ladv  beyond  the  Choir,  the  Cloyflers,  Abbey 
JoHoufe,  &c.  they  are  ail  likewife  ruined,  and  the  Site  of  a 
. great  Part  of  the 'Buiiding  is  fow’d  with  Cole-feed.  It  was 
■f  eertainly  a  moft  noble  Structure,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but 
this  Abbey  rivalPd  Peterborough  it’s  .Neighbour  in  Buiiding, 
as  it  did  in  Riches.  There  is  not  the  leafl  Monument  or 
painted  Glafs  left  :  and  the  chief  TLing  remarkable  is  the 
Weft  Tower  and  Front,  which  is  adorned  with  feveral  Images 
of  Saints  and  Kings,  and  amongft  the  refl  of  two  Angels 
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a  Monaft.  Angi.  Vol.  I.  p.  163.  Lelandi  Coli.  T.  I.  p.  91.  T anner’ s  Notit,

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carrying  S,  Guthlac  to  Heaven,  all  which  were  gilded  for- 
merly.  In  this  Tower  hangfive  fmall  Bells,  the  four  leaft  of 
which  were  caft  out  of  three  A°.  i  654.  On  the  blggefh  is 
this  Infcription  in  ancient  Characlers  :  In  multis  annis  refonet 
campana  J oh  annis .  But  the  noted  Bells  which  belonged  to 
the  Abbey  hung  in  the  middle  Steeple,  before  fpoken  of. 

The  Monuments  being  therefore  deftroyedit  is  not  poffible 
for  me  to  be  fo  particular  in  that  refpedl  as  I  otherwife  in* 
tended.  I  have  however  met  with  forne,  that  were  here  in* 
terred,  and  they  are  thefe  that  follow,  viz. 

Waldeve  Earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Northampton,  beheaded 
by  Will.  the  Conqueror,  -and  afterwards  reputed  a  Saint.  He 
was  buried  near  the  high  Altar  under  a  goodly  Monument, 
for  whom  an  Infcription  of  near  30.

Richard  Welleby  Efquire  of  Hen.  7.  and  Thomas  Welleby 
his  Nephew  and  Heir.  They  lay  In  a  goodly  Tomb. 

The  Shrine  of  St.  Guthlac  in  this  Churchwas  verycoftlyj 
butof  this,  as  well  as  of  other  Matters  relating  to  thisChurch, 
there  is  an  excellent  Account  given  in  Inguiphus  (Abbat  here- 
of)  and  his  Continuer  Feter  Blefenfis  Vice-Chancellor  to 
Henry  the  Second. 

The  Virgin  Mary  and  St.  Bartholomew  were  accounted 
Tutelar  Saints  of  this  Monaftery.  The  Pillars  of  the  Church 
are  large,  and  curiouOy  carved,  and  the  Arches  are  fpatious. 
Nor  is  the  Bridge  of  the  Town  (which  is  fpoken  of  by  Cam- 
den)  lefs  remarkable,  being  trianguiar,  and  fo  ileep  that  no 
Horfeman  can  well  ride  over  it.  It  commands  the  Intercourfe 
ot  the  three  Streets  of  the  Town  one  with  another.  At  the 
Foot  of  it  is  the  Effigies  of  St.  Guthlac  cut  in  Stone.  It  is 
buiit  in  this  Fafhion  : 
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Amongft  other  valuable  Things  preferved  in  Leland,  I 
■ij  think  it  is  not  the  leaft  that  he  hath  given  us  a  Catalogue  of

He  made  a  table  before 
the  High  Aitar  which  he  had  gilded,  as  alfo  another  at  the 
Virgin  Mary’s  Altar,  and  curioully  adorned  feveral  parts  of 
the  Church,  and  glazed  the  Windows,  and  gave  an  Organ, 
and  was  at  great  Charges  in  changing  the  principal  Crucifix, 
Chalices  and  Candlefdcks,  which  were  of  old  Fafhion,  for 
thofe  of  a  newer  Sort.  In  his  time  John  Leycefter  gave  a 
Veflment  worth  40/.  and  40.  Marks  for  the  new  cafling  the 
great  Bells  in  the  inner  Bellfry  In  his  time  aifb  b  William 
Swynlhed  repaired  Trini ty  Chapell,  and  Richard  Benington 
gave  40/.  towards  glazing  the  Weft  Window  in  the  lower 
part  of  the  Church.  Several  other  Benefadlors  likewife  gave 
great  Sumsfor  other  Ornaments.  This  Abbat  died  c  16.  Jan. 
Anno  1469.  and  was  fucceeded  by

1539.  h*ls  furrendered  his  Monaflery  to 
the  King’s  Ufe,  and  had  a  Penfion  aflign’d  him  of  133/.  per 
ann.  He  was  the  laft  Abbat  of  this  Place. 
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I  N  G  William  b  the  Conqueror  A9. 
1067.  (and  not  A°.  1 086.  as  it  is  in 
the  Fol.  Edition  of  Stowe’s  Annals c) 
built  an  Abbey  in  the  fame  Place 
where  he  fought  and  overcame  Ha- 
rold  and  his  Army.  His  Defign  in 
building  this  Abbey  was  that  perpe¬ 
tua  1  Praife  might  be  given  to  God 
for  the  faid  Vidfory,  and  thatPrayers 
might  be  ofFered  for  the  Souls  of 
fuch  as  were  flain  here.  It  was  dedicated  to  St.  Martin,  and 
was  endowed  at  the  DilTolution  with  Lands  valued  at  88c/. 
14 s.  7 d.  per  ann,  Dugd.  987/.  11  d.  ob.  q.  Speed. 

In  this  Battle  it  is  faid  above  10000.  Men  lofF  their  Lives 
on  the  conquering  Side  ;  but  what  the  Number  of  the  van- 
quilhed  was  may  be  guelfed  at  with  Aftonilhment.  King 
William  defigned  to  have  endowed  this  Monaftery  with 
Eands  fufficient  for  140.  Monks,  but  was  prevented  bv  Death. 
However  he  granted  many  Privileges  to  it,  as  Exemption 
from  Epifcopal  Jurifdiffion,  Treafure-Trove,  and  Fi  ee  War- 
ren  in  all  their  Lands  ;  all  wbich  Privileges  with  the  Abbey  it 
felf coming  into  the  King’s  Hands  at  the  DilTolution,  he  foon 
after  belfowed  the  Site  of  the  Cburch  with  feveral  of  the 
Lands  upon  oneGilmer,  who  for  Luere  of  the  Lead,  Timber, 
&c.  in  a  little  time  pulled  it  down  and  fold  the  Materials. 
Which  Sacrilegious  ATt  thrived  not,  it  beirig  foon  after  fold 
to  Sir  Anthony  Brown  ;  a  Circumdance  I  take  notice  of 
here  on  purpofe  to  recfify  a  Miftake  in  Fullers  Church  Hif- 
tory,  who  fays  it  was  originally  granted  to  him  by  K.  Henry 
VIII.  The  PoPerity  of  this  Gilmer  do  yet  live  in  this  Place 
in  a  m6an  Capacity. 

Tho'  this  Abbey  be  demolifhed,  yet  the  Magnificence  of  it 
appearsby  the  Ruins  of  the  Cloyfters  &c.  and  by  the  Large-

,;] ,  which  hath,  ftill.  great  Privileges  belonging  to  it,  What  the 
ii  Hali  was  vvheti  in  it’s  Glory  may  be  gueffed  by  it’s  Dimen- 
i  fions.  It  is  in  Length  above  50.  of  my  Paces*  Partof  it  is 
o  now  ufed  as  an  Hay-Barn.  It  was  leaded.  Part  of  theLead 
;i  yet  remains,  and  the  reft  is.  tyled.  As  to  the  Kitchin  it  was 
C  fo  large  as  to  contain  five  Fire  Places,  and  it  was  arched  at 
; .  Top.  But  the  Extent  of  the  whole  Abbey  may  be  better 
meafured  by  the  Compafs  of  it,  it  being  computed  at  no  lefs 
;r  than  a  Mile  about. 

In  this  Church  the  Conqueror  ofFered  up  his  Sword  and 
Royal  Robe  which  he  wore  on  the  Day  of  his  Corona tion.

Ii  them  as  great  Curiofities,  and  wprthy  the  fight  of  their  beff 
i  Friends  and  ali  Perfons  of  Diftinftion  that  happened  to  come 
u  thither.  Nor  were  theylefs  careful  about  preferving  aTabie 
of  the  Norman  Gentry  which  came  into  England  with  the 
)  Conqueror.  This  Table  alfo  continued  ’till  the  Diffolution, 
and  was  feen  by  our  admirable  Antiquary  Mr.  Leland,  who 
iRhath  given  us  the  Contents  of  it  in  the  filii  Tome  of  his 
0  Collectanea. 

I  Not  far  from  the  Abbey  ftands  the  Parochial  Church,  which

So  that  the 
Afperfions  caft  on  this  Houfe  by  the  Author  of  the  pretended 
Hiilory  of  the  Reformation  and  other  prejudiced  Writers 
againft  the  Monks  of  this  Convent  feem  to  be  altogether 
groundlefs.  For  by  Dr.  B- — —s  own  Arguments,  where  the 
Monks  had  Penfions  &c.  it  was  a  Proof  of  their  Innocence, 
the  King  and  the  Vifitors  being  willing  oh  any  pretence  to 
difcard  them.  What  hath  been  faid  on  this  Subjefr  by  the 
admirable  Author  of  the  Specimen  of  Errors  (printed  about 
20.  Years  agoe)  and  alfo  in  Battely’s  Antiquities  of  Canter- 
bury  in  Vindicatiori  of  the  Monks  of  Chrift-Church  Canter- 
bury  might  be  applyed  here ;  but  I  meddle  not  with  Con- 
troverfy,  and  (hail  only  exhibit  the  Lctters  Patents  for  the 
Ahbafs  Penfion,  together  with  an  accourit  of  the  Penfions

XII.  READING. 

N  the  Saxon  a  Times  here  was  a  Nun- 
nery  built  by  Queen  Alfrith,  (in  the 
fame  Place  where  the  Parifh  Church 
of  St.  Mary  is  now  b  ;)  but  that  being 
deflroyed  and  the  Lands  alienated, 
King  Henry  I.  A.  D.  1 125.  founded 
an  Abbey  here  to  the  Honour  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  the  Bleffed  Virgin,  St. 
James  and  St.  John  the  Evangelift,  for 
two  hundred  Black  Monks.  The 
||  Yearly  Revenues  of  this  Abbey  at  the  Diffolution  were 
fi  Worth  1938/.  14J.  3 d.  ob.  q.  Dugd.  2116/.  3 s.  9 d.  Speed. 

In  this  Abbey  were  interred  c  King  Henry  I.  the  Founder  ;

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Maud  the  Emprefs,  Mother  to  King  Henry  II,  was  here  bu° 
ried,  was  this  Infcription a :

Here  were  likeWife  buried  William,  eldefl  Son  to  K.  Henry 
II.  (being  laid  at  the  Feet  of  his  Grandfather  K.  Henry  I b.) 
Conftance  Daughter  to  Edmund  de  Langley  Duke  of  York, 
Anne  Countefs  of  Warwick,  and  two  Children  (a  Soft  and 
Daughter)  of  Richard  Earl  of  Cornwall,  as  hath  been  ob- 
ferved  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Baron- 
age,  beiides  a  great  Number  more  of  the  Nobility  and  others 
of  the  befl  Charatter.  But  ali  thefe  Tombs  were  deftroyed 
foon  after  the  DifTolution,  and  the  Monaftery  was  converted 
for  fome  time  into  a  Royal  Seat,  Hence  it  is  that  Sandford 
remarks  c,  that  this  Monaftery  was  made  a  Stable  for  Horfes, 
and  the  Bdnes  of  the  abovefaid  King  Henry  were  thrown  outj; 
and  the  whole  Fabrick  turned  into  Dwelling  Houfes  ;  which 
facrilegious  A<5t,  as  he  fpeaks,  is  thus  lamented  by  a  mo- 
dern  Poet d :

There  is  little  remaining  of  this  Abbey  at  prefent,  except 
fome  rough  Walls  of  the  Ghurch,  and  the  Walls  of  our  La- 
die’s  Chapell  and  of  the  Refe&ory,  which  was  a  large  Rooiri 
(where  was  a  Parliament  held  Anno  31.  H.  VI.)  the  Cloy- 
flers,  &c.  being  intirely  demolilhed.  The  Church  feems  to' 
have  been  a  fpatious  Fabrick,  and  to  have  been  built  in  the 
Form  of  a  Crofs,  wlth  a  Tower  ih  the  middle  without  Ifles. 
The  Gate  Iloufe  at  the  Entrance,  and  fome  out  Offices  are 
yet  in  being,  aed  are  the  Seat  of  Owen  Buckingham  Efq;. 

Leland  fpeaking  of  the  ancient  Caftle  here  fays  e,  it  is 
very  likely  it  ftood  where  the  Abbey  was,  and  that  the  Ab¬ 
bey  was  built  of  the  Ruines  of  it.  The  Monaifery  of  Nunns 
before  mentioned  was  fuppreiTed  by  Henry  I*  and  tHe  Lands' 
givea  to  his  Abbey.

It  is  the  nnft  of  thefe  Accounts  that  agrees  with  Leland,  who 
ob  ferves  d  that  the  Rents  of  the  Abbev  were  almoft  aoco  /. 
a  Year. 

This  Abbey  e  was  nrfl  begun  at  Bagley  Wood,  two  Miles 
higher  on  the  River.  This  is  Leland’s  Remark,  and  the 
Pubhflier  of  him  takes  f  the  Place  to  have  been  ChilfwelB 
Farm  at  the  Weft  End  of  a  great  Field  (commonly  called 
Hinckfey-Field)  on  the  North  Side  of  Foxcomb  Hili.  But 
the  Abbey  not  profpering  here,  if  was  tranflated  hence  to 
Sewkefham,  which  afterwards  loitit’s  Name,  and  was  calied 
Abbington,  i.  e .  Abbatias  oppidum. 

At  St.  Hellen ’s  g  Church  in  this  Town  was  fometime  a 
Nunnery,  where  there  was  afterwards  an  Hofpital  of  fix  Men 
and  lix  Women.  It  is  at  this  time  a  Paridi  Church,  and  there 
is  the  greatefl  Refort  to  it  in  the  Town,  But  in  old  time  k 
the  chief  Paridi  Church  was  St.  Nicholas’s  by  the  Abbey, 
near  which  1  was  an  Hofpital  of  St.  John  Baprifl  for  twelve 
Men,  tho’  m  another  Place  k  our  great  Antiquary  telis  us. 
that  there  were  only  fix.  This  Hofpital  was  afterwards  an- 
ncxt  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  the  Inhabitants  cati  give  but  littlq 
better  account  of  it,  than  they  can  of  St.  John’s  Church  which 
itood  1  by  the  Alms-Houfe,  without  the  Abbey-Gate.

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In  the  Market  Place  of  Abbingcon  a  was  a  right  goodly 
Crofs  of  Stone  with  fair  Degrees  and  Imagery,  and  there 
itfed  to  be  great  Rejoicings  b  at  Abbington  on  the  Feafts  of 
the  Fraterni ty  of  the  Holy  Crofs.  In  former  times  moft  of 
c  the  Villages  about  Abbington  had  only  Chapells  of  Eafe, 
and  Abbington  Church  was  the  Mother  Church,  and  it  was 
here  that  they  buried. 

At  the  Wefl  End  of  the  Area d  wherein  the  Abbey  Church 
of  Abbington  ilood  was  a  Charnell  Chapell,  to  which  were 
given  the  Profits  of  a  Chapell  at  Bayworth  by  Bagley  Wood. 
Which  Chapell  of  Bayworth  hath  been  down  for  many  Years; 
but  the  Tithes  flill  belong  to  Abbington,  and  are  paid  to 
the  Minifler  of  St.  Nicholas’s.  All  the  Lands  e  almolf  be- 
tween  Eynfham  and  Dorchefler  belong’d  to  the  Abbey  of 
Abbington. 

In  the  Abbey  Church  were  buried  Ciffa  Father  to  King 
Ina  ;  St.  Edward  King  and  Martyr,  (who  was  brought  up 
here,  as  forne  fay,  in  his  tender  Age  ;)  St.  Vincent  a  Martyr  f ; 
Sidemanne  8  Bifhop  of  Crediton,  alias  Kirton,  near  Exeter, 
(and  not  at  Crediton,  as  Godwin  h  will  have  it ;)  Robert  de 
Oilly  and  Aldith  his  Wife,  (who  were  interred  in  a  fine  Tomb 
on  the  North  fide  of  the  High  Altar  ;)  befdes  many  of  the 
Befilles,  and  abundance  of  other  Perfons  of  Note,  particu- 
larly  from  the  Neighbouring  Country,  upon  account  of  it’s 
being,  (as  I  have  obferv’d)  the  Mother  Church  to  ali  the 
Villages  hereabouts.  But  there  is  nothing  now  remaining 
either  of  all  thefe  fine  Monuments  or  of  the  Abbey  it  felf, 
fave  only  the  Gate-Houfe.  However,  that  Poflerity  may 
have  fome  Idea  of  the  Splendour  and  Magnificence  of  the 
Strudhire,  I  finali  acquaint  them  from  Mr.  Leland  g  that  it 
had  a  mofir  ffately  Front  at  the  Wefl  End,  with  two  Towers, 
befides  another  in  the  middle  ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  all 
its  Offices,  Cloyflers,  Chapter-Houfe,  Library,  &c.  were 
equally  fine  and  magnificent,  and  that  the  whole  Pile  was 
not  inferior  to  any  other  Abbey.  From  whence  it  is  eafy  to 
imagine  what  a  great  Ornament  the  Prefervation  of  it  would 
have  been  to  this  neat,  pretty,  and  pleafant  Town,  What 
remains  farther  fhall  be  touch’d  upon  under  the  Head  of 
each  refpedfive  Abbat,

1.  Heanus  a  was  the  flrft  Abbat  here,  viz.  Aft.  675.  He 
died  in  the  time  of  King  Athelard,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

2.  Conanus  b,  who  is  alfo  called  Cumanus. 

3.  Rethunus  c  occurrs  Abbat  next.  A°.  8 14.  he  was  ac¬ 
eor  di  ng  to  Heylin  d,  made  Bifhop  of  Dorchefter.  Godwin. 
alfo  notes e  that  he  was  Bifhop  of  this  Place,  but  omitts  this 
Circumftance  of  the  time  of  his  Advancement,  tho’  he  telis 
us  that  he  died  Anno  851.  which  I  look  upon  as  a  Miftake. 
This  is  certain  that  he  was  fucceeded  in  his  Abbatfhip  by 

4.  Cjnathus  f,  after  whofe  Death,  which  feli  out  after  the 
Tear  831.  the  Monks  forfook  this  Abbey,  and  it  continued 
defolate  and  ruinous  ’till  the  Year  954,  wheu  it  was  reftored 
by  the  means  of  St  Dunflan,  and 

5.  Ethelwold  o  was  appointed  Abbat  in  that  Year.  He 
was  a  great  Benefactor  to  this  Monaffery,  which  h  when 
given  to  him  was  but  very  fmall,  and  wanted  many  conve- 
nicncies  ;  for  which  reafon  he  clearly  renewkl 1  and  augment- 
edit,  at  the  fame  time  digging  and  caufing  a  Gut  to  come 
out  of  the  Ilis  by  force  to  ferve  and  purge  the  Ofhces  of  the 
Abbey.  And  it  was  at  this  time  that  the  Workmen  found 
divers  frrange  Things  and  Tombs,  and  amongff  k  them  a 
Crofs  with  an  Infcription,  He  b.uilt  the  Abbey  Church,  and 
dedicated  it  to  the  bleffed  Virgin,  and  gave  great  Ornaments 
to  it ;  but  1  the  Church  and  other  Buildings  fhat  he  erecled 
were  afterwards  taken  down  and  new  made  by  Norman  Ab¬ 
bats  in  the  firfl  Norman  Kings  Times.  He  was  confecrated 

Bifhop  of  Wincheller  Anno  963.  and  was  the  greateffc 
Founder  of  Abbeys  in  that  Age.  He  died  the  firft  of  Augufl 
A°.  984...  He  was  fucceeded  in  his  Abbatfhip  A°.  963.  by 

6.  Osgarus,  as  we  learn  from  the  old  Hidory  of  this 
Monaftery  printed  in  Anglia  Sacra  n,  tho’  Godwin  telis  0  us 
that  Alfflanus  was  Abbat  of  Abbington  much  about  this 
time,  that  he  was  made  Bifhop  of  Sherburne  A°.  970.  and 
dying  A°.  98 1 .  was  buried  at  Abbington.  But  I  am  rather  in- 
clined  to  follow  the  old  Hiffory.  Ofgarus  p  was  a  Man  emi¬ 
nent  for  his  exemplary  Piety  and  great  Wifdom .  He  took  more 
thao  ordinary  Care  of  the  Abbey  and  performed  confiderable 
Things  for  it.  It  was  in  his  time  that  Sidemanne  Bifhop  of

Ofgarus 
died  about  the  fame  Year  as  his  PredecefTor  the  Bifhop  of 
Winchefler  did,  viz.  Anno  984.  and  was  focceeded  by 

7.  Edwinus  c,  who-was  admitted  A°.  985.  He  died  A°a 
990.  (the  Saxon  Chronicle  fays  d  A°.  989»)  and  was  fuc¬ 
ceeded  the  fame  Y ear  by 

8.  Wulgarus  e,  who  died  Aa.  1017.  (the  Saxon  Chron. 
fays  f  Anno  1016.)  and  was  fucceeded  the  fame  Year  by 

9.  Adelwinus  g,  tho’  the  Saxon  Chronicle  d  telis  us  that 
Wulgarus  was  fucceeded  A°.  1016.  by  PEthelfigus,  who  died 
A°.  1018  h  and  that  Adelwinus,  called  there  dEthelwinus, 
was  elefted  and  took  place  foon  after  his  Death.  This  Adel¬ 
winus  died  A°.  1030.  and  was  fucceededby 

io.Siward^,  a  Monk  of  Glaflonbury.  He  acted  for 
fome  time  as  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  the  Adminlflration- 
of  the  Affairs  thereof  being  committed  to  him  by  Eadfinus  1 
fhe  Archbifhop.  Godwin  obferves  m  that  A°.  1058.  he  was 
made  Bifhop  of  Rochefler  ;  and  Will.  of  Malmfbury  notes  ri 
that  he  was  Bifliop  of  this  See  when  the  Normans  came 
Into  England,  and  that  he  died  foon  after.  Godwin  fixes 
his  Death  at  the  Year  1075»  But  both  thefe  accounts  muft 
be  wrong  if  the  Calculation  be  right  in  the  Kifiory  of  the 
Monaffery  of  Abbington,  which  places  his  Death  in  the  Year 
1044,  and  takes  no  notice  of  his  being  Bifhop  of  Rochefler. 
To  prevent  Perplexity  and  Confufion  I  finali  follow  this  ac» 
count,  (efpecially  fmce  I  find  that  it  is  warranted  by  the  Saxon 
Chronicle)  and  finali  obferve  from  this  Hiftory  that  he  was

And  it  was  he,  or  one  of  his  immediate  Succeflbrs, 
that  turned  the  Courfe  of  the  River  Ifis  for  convenience  of 
the  Abbey.  We  have  already  noted  that  Ethelwold  had  cut 
a  Gut  out  of  it ;  but  this  being  not  fufficient,  it  occafioned 
this  farther  Projeci,  concerning  which  Leland  hath  left  0  us 
this  Remark  :  “  Anon  after  [that  is,  after  Fari  cius]  cam  an 
“  x4bbate,  and  feynge  the  Howfe  not  fufficiently  ferved  with 

Water,  devifed  to  turne  the  S treme  of  Ifis,  and  at  the  laffc

Tho’  Henry  Stephens  in  his  Apo- 
logy  for  Herodotus  a  and  fome  other  Calvinihical  Writers  are 
pieafed  to  aceufe  this  Abbat  of  great  Immoralities,  and  parti- 
cularly  to  allege  againft  him  that  befides  his  keeping  three 
Whores,  hehad  two  Children  by  his  own  Sifter  ;  yet  thisheavy 
Charge  (which  is  not  to  be  thought  upon  without  Horrour) 
is  purely  the  Effedi  of  Malice,  and  there  is  not  the  leaR 
Credit  to  be  given  to  it*  His  Innocence  appeared  fo  very 
plain  to  the  King,  that  he  fettled  upon  him  not  only  a  Pen- 
lion  of  two  Hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  but  gave  him  like- 
wife  the  whole  Capital  Manfion  of  Comnor,  Comnor  Park, 
and  other  Lands  for  the  Term  of  his  Life;  as  will  fully  ap- 
pear  from  the  Letters  Patents  themfelves  which  I  fhall  here 
fubjoyn,  as  they  were  tranfcrib’d  for  my  ufe  by  the  fame 
worthy  and  learned  Perfon  that  tranfcrib’d  thofe  that  I  have 
before  publifhed  in  the  Cafe  of  the  Surrender  of  Battell 
Abbey.

annex  the  fevcral  Penfions  that  were  affigned  to  the  faid

Thefe  Monks,  which  are  24.  in  Number,  had  their  Pen- 
fions  afligned  them  per  litt.  Patentes  fub  figi  lio  curiae  Augm. 
datas  23.  Febr.  A°<  29.  H.  8.  irrotulatas  in  libro  penfionum 
notato  A.  viz.  fol.  7,  8,  9,  10,  1 1.  And  that  both  thefe,  as 
weli  as  thofe  abovementioned  of  the  Monks  of  Battell,  were 
large  Penfions,  and  not  fmall  ones,  I  think  will  be  evident 
enough  to  fuch  as  fhall  compare  the  Prizes  of  Things  now 
with  what  they  were  formerly  ;  in  order  to  which  I  think  fit 
to  obferve,  that  in  perufing  the  Farmer  of  Ravenfloifs  Ac- 
counts  for  the  Impropriation  and  Vicaridge  of  Ravenfton 
granted  with  that  Monafiery  to  Cardinal  Wolfey,  I  find  that 
the  Farmer  by  way  of  Difcount  to  our  College  of  Chriff- 
Church  (then  called  Cardinal  College)  to  which  the  faid 
Monafiery  was  then  given,  reckons  but  1/.  6s.  8d.  for  the 
VicaEs  Diet  for  the  whole  Year.  So  that  fi  ve  pounds  per  an. 
then  (which  was  the  loweft  of  the  Penfions  here  mentioned, 
and  there  was  no  one  fo  low  in  the  Abbey  of  Battell  except 
Ladd’s)  would  maintain  any  one  in  great  Honour  and  Cre¬ 
dit,  and  may  therefore  be  very  jiaftly  looked  upon  as  a  very 
good  Argument,  that  both  thefe  Places  were,  by  no  means 
guilty  pf  thofe  black  Crimes  of  which  they  are  accufed  by 
their  unreafonable  Adverfaries.  Had  the  Penfions  been  ai- 
figned  to  Perfons  altogether  different  from  thofe  that  fub- 
fcribed  the  Surrender,  there  would  have  been  fome  Gronnds 
for  the  Accufations,  tho’  truly  good  Men  would  not  even 
from  fuch  Grounds  have  been  willing  to  believe  them  guiity. 
But  now  that  there  were  really  no  fuch  Grounds,  will  (as  I  take 
it)  be  undenyably  ciear  from  the  Names  of  the  Subfcribers, 
which  I  fhall  annex  in  the  fame  order  as  I  find  them  written 
in  the  Margin  of  the  Inflrument  of  Surrender,  which  except- 
ing  Will.  Afhendon,  and  abating  for  the  different  way  of 
writing  fome  of  them,  (which  may  be  eafily  accounted  for) 
are  the  fame  with  thofe  to  whom  the  Penfions  were  granted.

A  R  L  Harold  a  built  and  endowed  a 
Monaftery  here  A.  D.  1062.  for  a  Dean 
and  eleven  Secular  Canons,  who  were 
changed  into  Regulars  and  theirNum- 
ber  increafed  to  24.  by  KingHenry  II. 
A.  D.  1 1 77.  It  was  dedicated  to  the 
Holy  Crofsand  St.  Laurence,  and  va- 
lued  26.

This  Harold  afterwards  ufurping  the 
Kingdom,  was  flain  by  the  Conqueror  William  Duke  of 
Normandy ;  after  which  his  Mother  Githa  b,  and  two  Reli- 
gious  Men  of  this  Abbey,  called  Ofegod  and  Ailric,  procured

Fun.  Mon.  p.  641. 
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of  the  Conqueror  HarolcPs  Corps,  with  thole  of  his  two 
Brethren  Girth  and  Leofwin,  who  had  been  kill’d  at  the 
fame  time,  and  having  got  them  they  conveyed  them  ali  to 
tr  this  Church,  and  interring  them  in  a  folemn  manner  they 
r  took  care  to  have  this  Infcription  fix’d  npon  King  HarokTs 
l r  Tomb  a  : 

Heu!  cadis  hqfle  fero,  rex,  a  duce  rege  futuro 
Par  paris  in  gladio ,  milite  <&  valido . 

Firmini  Jufli  lux  eft  tibi ,  luce  Calixti ; 

Pronior  hinc  fuperas ,  hinc  fuperatus  erae. 

Ergo  tibi  requiem  depofcat  utrumque  perennem  : 

Sicque  precetur  eum,  quod  colit  omne  Deum . 

He  was  interred  in  the  Place  where  was  afterwards,  as  Fuller 
acquaints  usb,  the  Leaden  Fountain  in  the  Earl  of  Carlifle’s 
Garden,  which  was  then  probably  the  End  of  the  Choir,  or 
;j  rather  fome  Eaftern  Chapell  beyond  it.  This  Garden  lately 
Is  belonged  to  one  Jones,  and  I  was  extremely  delighted  wheri 
)i  I  took  a  view  of  it,  upon  account  of  it’s  being  facred  Ground  ; 
u  tho’  I  fhould  have  been  much  better  pleafed,  if  I  could  have 
ss  been  fo  happy  as  to  have  feen  the  Building  it  felf,  with  the 
d  Tomb  of  King  Harold.  For  notwithilanding  he  was  only  an 
fjjUfurper,  yet  he  had  many  Virtues ;  and  fince  his  Name  is 
1  j  fo  famous  in  our  Englifh  Hiflory  (particularly  upon  account 
j  I  of  his  engaging  with  Duke  William,  at  which  time  he  fhewed 
is  a  mofl  tmdaunted  Courage)  and  fince  our  Religious  An-cef- 
nj  tors  were  pleafed  to  fhew  fo  much  Refpeff  to  him  after  his 
i1  Deceafe,  and  to  bury  him  in  fo  honourable  a  manner,  and 
<  to  let  his  Afhes  reft  fo  many  Years  without  difiurbing  them, 
I  could  with  much  fatisfaflion  have  viewed  his  Monument, 
and,  without  any  the  leaft  Forfeiture  of  Loyal  Principies,  have 
applauded  his  valour,  and  at  the  fame  time  made  fuch  fui  tabi  e 
Reflexions  as  are  naturally  the  Confequences  of  feeing  fuch 
i  famous  Remains  of  Antiquity.  As  to  the  Form  of  his  Tomb, 

)  we  underfbmd  from  good  Evidence  that  it  was  of  plain,  but 
of  rich  grey  Marble,  that  there  was  a  fort  of  Crofs  Flory  up¬ 
on  the  fame,  and  that  it  was  fupported  with  Pillarets.  For 
fome  time  after  King  HaroId’s  Death  this  Abbey  fuffered 
i  much  ;  but  by  the  Munificence  of  the  fucceedirig  Kings  it 
>! recovered  it  felf  and  ftourhhed  again  :  and  among  other  Pri- 
vileges  granted  to  them,  they  were  exempt  from  Epifcopal 
Jurifdifiion,  being  immediately  under  that  of  tho  Pope,  Be¬ 
lides  King  Harold  here  were  buried  c  Hugh  Neviil  Protho- 
i  jforefler  of  England,  who  died  Anno  1222;  John  his  Son,

in  July  1245;  R°bert  Paflelew  Archdeacon  of  Lewes  and 
Favourite  to  King  Henry  III  with  a  great  Number  of  other 
Perfons  of  the  beft  Quality  and  higheft  Digni ty. 

The  Abbey  Church  a  (which  was  firft  built  by  Harold  and 
afterwards  reedified  by  Henry  II.)  was  a  Gothick  Building, 
rather  large  than  neat,  firm  than  fair.  The  great  Pillars  now 
remaining  are  wreathed  with  Indentings,  and  thofe  Vacuities 
were  formerly,  as  it  is  confidently  reported  by  forne,  filPd  up 
•with  Brafs,  which  added  much  to  the  Beauty  of  the  Building. 
The  Steeple  ftood  in  the  middle  of  the  Church  ;  but  being 
pulled  down,  the  foundations  of  it  were  blown  up  by 
underminers,  and  the  whole  Choir  part,  the  Crofs  Ides, 
and  the  Eaft  Chapeli  of  the  Church  were  demoiifned,  and 
fo  nothing  of  it  was  left  ftanbing,  fave  the  Wc-Il  End  of  ihe 
Body  of  it  (with  the  Side  Ifles)  which  is  about  30.  Yards 
long,  and  16.  Yards  broad,  and  is  linee  the  Diftblution  be- 
come  the  Parochial  Church,  and  is  adorned  by  the  Paiifhi- 
oners  at  their  own  Coft  b  with  a  Tower  Steeple,  which  is 
built  at  the  Weft  End,  and  is  86,  Feet  in  height  from  the 
Foundation  to  the  Battlements. 

Tho’  Fuller  hath  publifhed  the  Hiftory  of  this  Abbey,  yet 
he  hath  neglefled  to  give  an  Account  or  it’s  Abbats ;  which 
as  I  look  upon  as  a  very  great  Omiffion,  fo  I  admire  the  more 
at  it,  becaufe  I  had  an  opportunity  of  extrafling  excellent 
Materials  about  them  from  the  Leiger  Book  of  this  Abbey, 
in  the  Cuflody  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Carlifle, 
written  by  Robert  Fuller  the  laft  Abbat.  Had  he  inlarged 
his  Hiilory  by  infertinga  Chapter  upon  this  Subjedl.  hewould 
have  deferved  much  better  of  thole  R.eaders  that  have  the 
Curiofity  of  perufing  what  he  hath  done  about  this  Place, 
and  he  would  have  faved  me  forne  Pains,  which  I  muft  now 
be  obliged  to  undergo,  in  order  to  fupply  this  Defeci  of  his 
Hifiory.  I  muft  confefs  that  I  have  not  as  yet  had  the  Per¬ 
ii  fal  of  the  faid  Leiger  Book  ;  and  yet  the  Evidences  I  have 
met  with  have  furniflied  me  fo  well,  that  I  have  good  rea- 
fon  to  think  that,  upon  a  nice  and  critical  Examinatioii, 
there  will  not  be  found  many  coniiderable  Miftakes  in  the

N  the  Year k  1083.  Roger  de  Mont- 
goinery,  Earl  of  Arundel  and  Shrewf- 
bury,  built  here  a  Benedicfine  Abbey 
to  the  Honour  of  St.  Peter  and  St. 
Paul.  It  was  valued  26.  Hen.  8.  at 
132/.  4 x.  10 d.  Dugdale.  615/.  4 s.  3 d. 
ob.  Speed. 

The  abovefaid  Roger  fometime  1 
before  his  Death  caufing  himfelf  to  be 
fhorn  a  Monk  ended  his  Life  in  this 
Convent  with  devout  Prayers  6.  Cal.  Aug.  1094,  and  was 
honourably  buried  in  the  Churcb  of  this  Monaftery.  About 
four  Years  after  which  Hugh,  his  youngefl  Son,  who  fuc¬ 
ceeded  in  the  Earldom,  being  Qain  A°.  1098,  was  buried  in 
the  Cioyfters  here  with  great  Lamentation.

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Soon  after  a  the  Foundation  great  Interefi  was  made  to 
tranflate  the  Reliques  of  St.  Winifrid  hither,  which  was  at 
length  obtained. 

There  is  nothing  now  remaining  of  the  Abbey  Church, 
but  the  Weft  Part  from  the  Crofs  Ide  to  the  Weft  Tower. 
The  Choir,  Cloyfters,  Chapter-Houfe  &c.  are  intirely  de- 
ftroyed,  as  is  the  Stone  Roof  of  the  middle  Ifle  of  that  which 
is  now  ftanding,  which  probably  was  for  fometi.me  after  the 
Diffolution  ffript  of  it’s  Lead,  and  this  might  occafion  it’s 
falling  in.  The  Arches  on  the  two  Side  Ifles  flill  rernain, 
and  between  the  Columns  is  a  Wall  run  up,  out  of  which  Eall 
Windows  have  been  lately  made.  It  feems  to  have  been 
thus  patch’d  up  and  made  Parochial  in  Queen  Elizabeth’s 
time.  The  great  broad  Tower  at  the  Weft  End  is  ftill  ftand¬ 
ing,  and  in  it  are  fix  large  Bells.  There  is  alfo  in  the 
Church  a  Wooden  Statue,  which  they  fay  belonged  to  the 
Founder's  Tomb.

;cf;  Foundation.  And  fpeaking  of  thetown  it  felf,  he  obferves  c, 
jii  that  it  flands  upon  the  River  Churn,  and  that  from  thence

The 
Largenefs  of  this  Church  made  the  pulling  down  of  the  Abbey 
the  lefs  lamented,  tho’  the  Abbey  was  no  very  old  Buildirig, 
Leland  afluring  ns  a,  that  ali  the  Wefl  Part  from  the  Tran- 
feptum  or  great  Crofs  Ille  from  Eaft  to  Wefl  in  the  middle 
of  the  Church,  (where  no  doubt  was  an  high  Tower)  be- 
yond  which  was  the  Choir,  andlprobably  a  Chapell  dedicated 
to  St.  Mary,  was  a  new  Work,  tho’  ihe  Eafl  Parts  appeared 
to  be  an  old  Building.

St.  Peter.  This  Monadery after  it  had 
been honoured  in having  thfeeQueens 
of  Merda,  viz .  Kineburg,  Eadburg, 
or  Eilbnrg,  and  Eva,  Lady  Abbeffes 
of  it,  was  deflroyed  by  the  Danes.  Af- 
n  terwards  part  of  the  Lands  belonging  to  it  were  enjoyed  by

The  Elegancy  of  the  Struflure  of  the  Abbey  Chureh  may 
beft  be  viewed  by  the  feveral  Draughts  of  it ;  but  the  Dimen- 
fions  of  it  being  not  given  us  there,  I  diali  takethe  opportunity 
of  gratifying  the  Reader  in  that  Particular.  The  Length  of 
the  Chufcli  and  of  our  Lady’s  Chapell  is  420.  Feet ;  the 
Breadth  of  the  Chureh  and  of  the  Ifles  is  84.  Feet,  equal  to 
which  is  the  Height  ftom  the  Area  of  the  Pavement  to  the 
Tcp  of  the  Choir.  The  Height  of  the  Tower  is  222.  Feet, 
;yid  the  Square  of  the  Cloyfters  is  150.  Feet. 

Touching  the  Building  of  this  Chureh,  the  Defcription  of 
it  falling  befl  under  each  refpecfive  Abbat,  I  Ihall  referve  my 
Gbfervations  ’till  I  come  to  fpeak  of  them  ;  and  will  only 
here  fubjoyn  from  Leland  c,  that  the  South  Ille  and  the  Choir 
were  made  by  Oblations  done  at  the  Tomb  of  King  Edw.  II. 
and  that  one  Osbern  d,  Ceilarer  of  Gloucefler,  made,  not  long 
before  Mr.  Leland’s  time,  a  fair  new  Tower  or  Gate  Houfe 
at  the.

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Foundation,  chiefiy  becaufe  it  was  the  Burial  Place  of  King 
Ofwald,  who  was  flain  a  on  the  ninth  of  Auguft  Anno  642. 
Bede  telis  us  that  over  his  Tomb  was  a  Banner  of  Gold  and 
Purple,  and  indeed  it  cannot  be  conceived,  what  a.  Multi- 
tude  of  Vifitants  fiocked  hither  after  he  had  been  interrM  ia 
this  Place,  every  one  being  willing  to  pay  his  Refpeft  to  a 
Prince  fo  eminently  good  and  virtuous.  But  1  58.  Years  after 
the  Building  of  this  Monaftery,  viz.  Anno  870,  thofe  two 
noted  Danifh  Princes,  Inguar  and  Hubba,  totally  deftroyed 
it,  murdering  all  the  Monks  and  burning  the  Church  to  the 
Ground.  After  which  it  continued  thus  defolate  and  unin- 
habited  no  lefs  than  245.  Years,  when  Gilbert  de  Gaot  b, 
Earl  of  Lincoln,  A°.  1115.  reffored  it,  rebuilding  the  fame, 
and  very  amply  endowing  it,  as  did  his  Son  and  Heir  Waf- 
ter,  who  fucceeded  him  in  the  Earldom. 

Befides  St.  Ofwald  were  likewife  buried  in  this  Monaftery, 
1.  Queen  Oftryth,  Wife  to.King  Ethelred  the  Founder,  after 
fhe  had  been  murdered  by  the  Danes  CA°.  697.  2.  Ethel¬ 

red  d  Husband  of  the  faid  Queen  Oftryth,  who  refigned  his 
Kingdom  A°.  704.  profeffed  himfelf  a  Monk,  and  at  length 
A°.  712.  founding  this  Monaftery  became  the  ftrft  Abbat 
thereof.  He  died  AQ.  716.  Both  he  and  his  Queen  are  num- 
bred  among  the  Saxon  Saints.  3.  Gilbert  de  Gant  %  Ne- 
phew  to  William  the  Conqueror.  He  died  in  the  time  of 
King  William  Rufus.  There  is  no  doubt  but  all  thefe  as  wel! 
as  divers  others  that  were  here  interrM  had  flateiy  Monu- 
ments.  But  all  of  thein  as  weli  as  the  Ahhey  it  felf  (except 
a  very  inconfiderable  Part  of  it)  are  now  come  to  Ruin  and 
Decay. 

The  Abbats  of  this  Place  had  many  Privileges,  and  were 
in  ancient  Times  flyled  Lordsof  Lindfey.  I  fliall  divide  my 
Catalogue  of  them  into  two  Parts,  the  firfc  whereof  iliall  re¬ 
late  to  the  Abbats  after  the  Foundation  of  King  Ethelred; 
and  the  other  to  thofe  after  the  Foundation  of  Gilbert  de 
Gant.  I  ha  ve  endeavoured  to  obtain  a  compleat  accomit  of 
the  firft ;  but  the  Memorials  of  thofe  Times  that  I  have  yet 
met  with  being  nothing  near  fo  full  and  exacf  as  1  could 
wifh,  I  mufl  be  content  with  the  Names  of  thi  ee  or  feror 
only,  and  leave  the  reft  to  future  Difcovery.

ANUTUS  b  the  Danifh  King  of 
England  returningfrom  Rorae  found- 
ed  a  Monaftery  in  a  Fenny  Place 
calPd  Couholm,  and  fometimes  Cal- 
vefcroft,  where  in  former  times  be- 
fore  the  Danes  came  into  England 
one  Suneham  an  Hermite  inhabited, 
fpending  his  time  there  with  others 
his  Brethren  for  the  fpace  of  above 
fifty  Years.  It  was  dedicated  to  St. 
Bennet,  and  was  endowed  with  great  Privileges  by  Canutus 
and  his  Succedor  Edward  the  Confeftor.  The  Hermites  of 
this  Place  being  flain  in  the  Danifh  Perfecution,  it  occafioiYd 
King  Canutus  to  lay  the  Foundation  of  the  faid  Monaftery  in 
the  Year  1031.  the  Lands  whereof  were  c  valued  26.  Hen.  8. 
at  677/.  9J-.  8Y.  per  an.  Speed,  and  were  upon  the  Diftolu- 
tion  exchanged  for  other  Lands  with  the  Bifhop  of  Norwich, 
\vho  for  this  reafon  isyet  ftyled  Abbat  of  Hulm. 

There  is  nothing  of  the  Walls  or  Building  of  this  Abbey 
now  remaining,  fave  fome  part  of  an  old  Gate-FIoufe.  But 
the  Publifhers  of  the  Monafticon  havingmet  with  a  Draught 
or  Reprefentation  of  the  Church  belonging  to  it  in  an  old 
MS.  in  the  Cottonian  Library,  they  have  thought  fit  to  ha  ve 
it  tranfmitted  toPofterity,  and  it  is  accordingly  printed  there d, 
for  which  reafon  I  finali  refer  the  Reader  to  that  Work,  by 
which  means  he  will  be  able  to  guefs  at  the  nature  of  the 
Fabrick,  and  in  the  mean  time  I  fhall  proceed  to  treat  of 
the  Abbats.

There  is  no  queflion  but 
many  excellent  and  very  eminent  Perfons  were  buried  here 
befides,  efpecially  fuch  as  had  a  partieular  Veneration  and 
Honour  for  the  Memory  of  the  before  mentioned  Saints,  and 
could  not  therefore  but  defire  to  have  their  Bones  laid  in 
the  fame  Church  where  they  had  been  certainly  informed 
they  had  been  interred  before.  Their  Monuments  to  be  fure 
were  equal  to  their  Dignity  ;  but  whatever  they  were  they’ 
underwent  the  fame  Fate  that  mofl  Things  of  this  ki  a  di 1 
at  the  Diffolution.  And  yet  the  Abbey  Church  it  teli  had; 
the  good  Fortune  not  to  be  quite  deftroyed.  For  Pan  of 
it  being,  arter  the  Abbey  was  fuppreffed,  made  Paro¬ 
chia!,  it  hath  by  that  means  been  prefervetj,  and  hath  efcaped. 
facrilegious  Hands.  This  is  the  Weifern  Front,  which  is 
about  90,  Feet  in  Height  and  Length,  and  is  adorned  with 
two  round  Turrets  at  each  end,  ereeting  themfelves  near 
20.  Feet  higher.  There  is  a  Bell  (of  about  i  600.  pounds  ia 
weight)  in  that  on  the  North  Side,  'which  was  hung  up  A°. 
1636,  when  this  Building  was  appropriated  (a,  me  lay)  to 
divine  Service,  and  the  middie  Ille  or  Nave  of  rhe  Church 
repaired  for  that  purpofe.  When  this  Church  was  in  it’s 
Glory,  it  was  at  leafb  Hve  times  as  large  as  at  prefent,  and  had 
110  doubt  a  great  Crofs  Ide  with  a  Tower  in  the  middie  and 
a  Choir  beyond  it,  and  even  that  which  now  remains  was 
much  more  magnificent,  as  being  higher  and  better  roofed, 
and  the  Front  being  alfo  beamified  with  feveral  Elfigies  piaced 
over  the  Wefl  Window  (under  which  is  the  Entrance  into 
the  Church)  ali  which  are  gone  except  nine,  and  the  two 
Side  Hies  are  likewife  deflroyed,  and  now  nothing  remains 
fave  the  middie  one  or  Body,  which  is  in  Length  66.  Feet 
and  28.  in  Breadth,  the  Sides  whereof  are  fupported  by 
Walis  built  between  the  Pillars,  under  the  Centers  of  which 
are  Windows  under  thofe  above.  But  there  are  no  Infcrip- 
fciorts  or  Monuments  exdant  (as  I  have  already  hinted ;) 
and  as  to  the  Abbey,  if  any  of  it  be  remaining,  it  is  obfcured 
by  other  Buildings,  and  fwallowed  up  with  diversTenements 
crecfed  on  the  Ground  thereof,  'and  nothinn  is  now  to  be 
difcovered  except  a  Iit tle  piece  of  the  Cloylfers  in  Length 
24.  Feet,  and  10.  in  Breadth,  patched  up  into  a  School 
Home.  Nor  could  any  thing  farther  be  learned  of  the  Inha- 
bitants,  who  being  chiehy  Frenchmen,  could  give  little  or 
no  Information  of  other  Buildings,  &c.  except  that  not  far 
from  the  Church  they  fhewed  a  piece  of  Ground,  where 
many  Urris  and  Coyns  have  been  digged  up,  and  amongft 
the  latter  divers  ox  Trajan,  very  fair  and  well  preferved.

Anno  1056;  Guifcard  deLimofyn,  who  lived  in  Henry  the 
firfPs  time,  and  built  that  part  of  the  Monaflery  that  was 
called  Normant  Ide,  not  to  mention  a  great  number  more, 
nor  to  inlarge  npon  many  other  particulars  of  the  Flidory 
and  Antiquities  of  this  Abbey,  which  may  be  met  with  at 
large  in  the  a  Monafticon  and  in  the  Englifh  Hidoriansb  pu- 
blifhed  by  Dr.  Gale.  Bnt  as  to  the  State  of  it  after  tbeDif- 
folution,  it  met  with  no  better  luck  than  the  red,  it  being 
now  fo  utterly  deftroyed,  that  little  of  it  is  kft,  fave  aGate- 
Houfe,  which  is  thatched,  and  is  faid  by  the  Inhabitant»  to 
have  been  a  Prifon.  The  Manor  Houfe,  now  belonging  to 
the  Heirs  of  Coli.  Titus,  with  the  Offices  &c.  were  built  of 
the  Ruins  of  the  Abbey,  not  far  from  which  is  the  Parifb 
Church,  which  is  in  Height  120.  Feet,  and  in  Breadth  46. 
It  confifts  of  a  Body  and  Chaneell  of  equal  Height  which 
are  tyled,  and  two  Side  Ides  which  are  leaded.  At  the  Weft 
End  is  aTower  about  64.  Feet  high,  which  was  built  about 
the  Year  1671.  by  the  Inhabitants  with  the  Abbey  Stone, 
Before  this  it  was  a  low,  wooden  Building,  in  which  hung 
four  Bells,  which  on  ere&ing  the  Stone  Tower  were  with 
additional  Mettal  ead  into  fi-ve.

Hure. 

T  Winchefter  s  was  a  College  of  Se- 
cular  Canons,  built  by  King  Edward 
the  Elder,  according  to  the  Will  of 
his  Father  King  fElfred.  It  was  called 
Newminfler  to  diftinguifh.  it  from  the 
Oldminfler,  or  Cathedral,  within  the 
Precindls  of  whofe  Cemitery  it  was 
founded.  But  this  near  neighbour- 
hood  of  thefe  two  great  Churches  oc- 
cafioning  Abundance  of  Differences, 
d  caufed  the  Monks  of  Newminfler  being  of  the  latter  Founda- 
1  tion  to  tranfplant  tbemfelves  200.  Years  after  the  firft  Erec- 
1  tion  of  the  Monaflery  to  a  Place  called  Hyde  without  the 
)  City  Wallsof  Winchefler.  Whereupon  the  Convent  loft  it’s 
Name  of  Newminfler,  and  was  ever  after  diflioguifned  by  the 
'i  Title  of  Hyde  Abbey. 

But  to  return.  This  Foundation,  which  was  begun  by  King 
Edward  aforefaid  in  Purfuance  of  his  Father ’s  Will,  being  fi-

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nifhed  and  confecrated  in  the  Year  903  he  placed  Seculars 
in  it  as  beforementioned,  over  which  he  defigned  St.  Grim- 
bald  to  prdide.  But  his  Death  prevented  it,  and  it  does  not 
appear  who  was  fubftituted  by  him,  or  by  whom  the  faid  I 
Canons,  who  did  not  continue  above  60.  Years,  were  go- 
verned.  For  Anno  964  b.  they  were  turned  011 1  to  give  place 
to  Monks  by  Ethehvold  Bifhop  of  Winchefter,  and  the  Col- 
lege  was  changed  icto  a  Monaftery,  the  Abbats  of  which 
ftyled  of  Newminfter  before  the  Tranflation  of  it  to  Hyde,  as 
before  obferved  (which  was  done  by  King  Henry  the  firft, 
and  Wiliiam  Giffard  Bifhop  of  Winchefter)  had  large  Privi- 
leges,  as  being  honour’d  with  a  Mitre,  and  having  Place  in 
Parliament  as  Peers  of  the  Realm,  &c.  Neither  c  were  their 
Revenues  lefs  confiderable.  For  a  little  before  the  Diftblu- 
tion  Anno  26.  H.  8.  the  Lands  of  this  Monaftery  were  rated 
at  865/.  i8s.  ob.  q.  per  an. 

But  befides  the  Founder,  King  Atheiftan  d,  K.  Edmund, 
K.  Edred,  K.  Edgar,  K.  Edmund  Iroafide,  K.  Edward  the 
Confeftor,  K.  Wiliiam  the  Conqueror,  and  particularly  K. 
Henry  the  firft:  and  Queen  Maud,  as  appears  by  the  Charters 
in  the  Monafticon,  were  great  Benefaftors.  However  this 
Houfe  was  not  without  it  s  Misfortunes.  For  Wiliiam  the 
Conqueror  at  his  hrfl  coming  finding  the  Abbat  and  12.  of 
his  Monks  in  Arms  againft  him,  feized  upon  their  Effate, 
and  held  it  above  two  Years,  and  in  the  Reign  of  King  Ste* 
phen  Henry  de  Blois  his  Brother  then  Bifliop  of  Winchefter 
was  fo  oppreftive  that  he  got  from  the  Monks  almoft  ali 
their  Chnrch  Piate,  and  difperfed  them  fo,  that  of  40.  there 
remained  but  ten. 

In  this  Abbey  ?  were  buried,  before  the  Removal  of  it  to 
Hyde,  King  Edward  and  his  Son  Prince  YElfred,  and  St. 
Eadburga  Daughter  ofKing  Edward  the  Founder,  and  YEifred 
Son  of  King  Edulf,  and,  as  other  f  Authors  teli  us,  Edred  and 
King  Aflfred  (tho’  in  Winchefter  Cathedral  there  is  an  In- 
fcriptioo  for  the  former)  whofe  Remains  were  tranflated  to 
Hyde. 

But  there  are  not  the  leaft  Remains  of  ali  thefe  and  divers 
other  Perfons  interred  here.  Neither  is  there  any  thing  left 
of  the  Grandeur  of  this  once  magnificent  Abbey  but  the 
Name,  the  very  Ruins  being  as  it  were  perifhed  and  not  fo 
much  as  the  Wallsleft  ftanding  of  the  goodly  Church,  which

That  this  Defolation  was  made  foon  after  the  Reforma- 
sijtion  by  the  pulling  to  pieces  the  Monuments  appears  from 
dlLeland,  who  gives  a  us  the  folio wing  Account  of  this  Place  : 
“  In  the  Suburbe  fioode  the  great  Abbay  of  Hyde,  and 
hath  yet  a  Paroche  Chirche.  This  Abbay  was  ons  caullid 
Newanminffre,  and  ftoode  in  the  clofe  hard  by  S.  Swi- 
thunes,  otherwife  then  caullid  Ealdenminftre.  But  when 
it  was  tranOatid  thens  to  Plyde  it  bare  the  Name  of  Hyde» 
The  Bones  of  Alfredus,  King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  and  of 
“  Edward  his  Sunne  and  King,  were  tranOatid  from  Newan- 
:  '“"minftre,  and  layid  in  a  Tumbe  before  the  High  Altare 
r;  “  at  Hyde.  In  the  which  Tumbe  was  a  late  found  2.  lide 
u  Tables  of  Leade  inferibid  with  theyr  Names.  And  hereJay 
s<  alfo  the  Bones  of  S.  Grimbald  and  Judoce.” 

The  MonaOery  having,  as  I  have  obferved,  been  tranOated 
from  NewminOer  to  Hyde,  I  muft  for  that  reafon  divide 
my  Catalogue  of  the  Abbats  into  two  Parts.  So  that  it  fhall 
confifl  flrit  of  thofe  that  fat  at  NewminOer,  and  fecondly  of 
0  thofe  that  fat  at  Hyde.

37.  Richard  Hall  b  was  elecled  -  bbat,  and  occurrs  as 
fuch  Anno  1500.  and  in  all  probability  he  continued  fo  for 
near  40.

of  Salisbury,  which  he  held  for  20.  Years,  not  dying  it  feems

LEUTHERIUS,  Bifhop  of  Win- 
chefter,  in  the  Year  675.  founded  a 
Eenediftine  Abbey  here,  dedicating  it 
toSt.  Aldhfelme.  Others  fayit  wasbuilt 
in  the  Year  637  (b  It  was  valued  in 
the  26.  of  King  Henry  8.  at  003/.  17  s. 
yd.  per  an, 

Leland  fpeaking  of  Malmesbury  (call- 
ed  by  the  Saxons  Ingelbourne  Caflle) 
telis e  us,  that  one  Maiidulphus  a  Scot  that  taughtgood  Let- 
ters  here  procured  this  Abbey  to  be  made,  and  that  from 
him  this  Place  was  cailed  Maidulphesbyri,  i.  e.  Maildulphi 
curia.  He  adds,  withall,  that  a  King  of  the  Weft- Saxons, 
and- a  Bifhop  of  Winchefter,  were  Founders  of  it ;  that  St. 
Adelm,  the  fecond  Abbat  after  Maidulph,  was  the  Patron  ; 
arid  that  John  Scotiis  a  great  Clerk,  who  was  flain  about  the 
time  of  King  /Elfred  by  his  own  Scholars  had  a  Monument 
in  the  Church.

r  that  it  was  a  mofl  gcodly  Abbey.  I  fhall  give  a  fhort  account 
of  it  from  Leland  a : 

“  The  Abbey  Church  is  a  right  magnificent  thing,  where 
te  were  two  Steeplcs,  one  that  had  a  mighty  high  Pyramis, 

!  (C  and  feli  dangeroufly  down  in  hominum  memoria.  It  llood 
'  “  in  the  middle  of  the  Church,  and  was  a  Mark  to  ali  the 
“  Country  about.  The  other  Steeple  is  agreat  fquare  Tower 
“  at  the  We.fi:  End  of  the  Church.” 

<£  There  b  were  in  the  Abbey  Church  Yard  two  other 
“  Churches,  one  of  which  was  a  little  Church  joining  to  the 
<c  South  Side  of  the  Abbey  Church.” 

“  The  c  other  Jfancls  at  fome  diftance.”  After  the  Diflo- 
'|  lution  the  fame  Author  telis  us,  that  one  Stump,  an  exceed 
J  ing  rich  Clothier,  bought  the  Lodgings  of  the  Abbey  of  the 
it  King,  and  that  all  the  Abbey  Office 3  were  full  of  Looms  to 
a  weave  Cioath,  and  that  he  intended  to  make  a  Street  or  two 
1  for  Clothiers  of  the  vacant  Groimd  of  the  Abbey,  and  that 
||  Weavers  had  Looms  in  the  little  Church.  This  Stump,  he 
alfo  informs  us,  was  the  chief  Caufer  and  Contribuler  to 
n  have  the  Abbey  Church  made  a  Paridi  Church. 

The  Remains  of  this  noble  Abbey  Church  may  he  feen 
jby  the  Draught  in  the  Monaflicon,  which  tho’  it  be  not 
f\  ahove  a  third  Part  of  it,  yet  it  plainly  fhews  it  to  have  been 
a  mofl:  goodly  Stru&ure,  and  equal,  if  not  fuperior,  to  mofl: 
of  our  Cathedrals  in  England.  The  Spire  Steeple  in  the 
Middle  and  Tower  at  the  Weft  End  made  it  very  much  re- 
(JfembJe  the  Cathedral  of  Hereford  ;  but  thefe  as  well  as  the 
pjgreat  Crofs  Ide,  Choir,  Cloyfters,  and  Chapter-Hbufe  being 
i  all  intirely  demolifhed,  that  part  which  yet  flandeth  is  the 
IBody  or  Nave  of  the  Church,  and  is  walled  up  at  each  End 
jabetween  the  two  Steeples,  being  in  Length  about  140.  Feet, 
lland  about  100.  in  Breadth. 

The  Abbacy  and  the  other  Offices  are  much  ruined,  the 
Uwhole  Town  decayed,  and  the  Market  in  a  great  meafuye  loir. 
«The  chief  Ornament  of  the  Town,  befides  this  Church,  is 
)  the  goodly  Market  Crofs. 

To  the  Defcription  we  have  given  we  mufl  add,  That 
othe  Abbey  confided  of  a  very  large  fpatious  Body,  with  a 
sifrne  Weflern  Front  and  Tower,  a  large  Steeple  in  the  middle 
rCrofs  Ifle  and  Choir  &c.  and  that  the  Steeples  were  reple- 
nifhed  with  large  Bells,  no  lefs  than  ten  whereof  v/ere,  as 
:the  Inhabitants  fay,  in  the  Middle  Tower,  and  two  in  the 
Welle rn  one.  On  one  of  the  Bells  belonglng  to  this  Abbey 
was  this  Infer iption  :

But  howevfir  this  Infcription  di d  not  protedf  either  this,  or 
aay  other  of  the  Bells  from  Sacrilege.  For  there  are  now 
none  left  belooging  io  the  Abbey  Church,  and  thofe  which 
ferve  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Parifh  are  in  a  loneiy  Spire  Steeple 
of  one  of  the  two  ancient  Parifh  Church  es  at  the  End  of  the 
Church  Yard,  the  Church  belonging  to  which  hath  longfince 
been  made  a  Dwelling  for  poor  People.  The  Inhabitants 
out  of  the  regard  they  had  to  King  Athelftan,  who  was  the 
Founder  of  ali  the  Privileges,  have  in  memory  of  him  put  up 
in  the  Abbey  Church  an  Effigies  m  Stone  ;  but  I  am  not  fure 
whether  it  be  the  fame  that  belonged  to  the  Tomb,  which 
was  in  the  Eaft  Part  of  the  Church. 

The  Monumentsof  the  Saxon  Saints  and  other  Perfonsbu- 
ried  here,  fuch  as  a  St.  Maildun  or  Maidulf,  St.  Adelm,  and 
St.  Johannes  Sapiens,  are  intirely  deftroyed,  and  there  is  not 
one  ancient  Infcription  left  ftanding. 

In  this  Abbey,  aswe  learn  from  Anglia  Sacra,  wasburied 
John  Giffard,  Founder  of  St.  Benediff  College  and  Gloucef- 
ter-Hall  in  Oxford.

HIS  MonaRery  a  was  built  by  Leo- 
'*Sf  fric  Earl  of  CheRer  and  Godiva  his 
Wife,  a  moft  pious  Lady,  and  pleri- 
tifuliy  endowed  with  Lands  and  Re- 
venues.  The  Church  was  fo  richly 
adorn’d  with  Gold,  and  Silver,  and 
pretious  Stones,  that  the  Walls  feem’d 
too  narrow  to  contain  ali  thc  Trea- 
fure. 

The  b  Founder  Earl  Leofrick  died 
r  j  in  the  Year  1057.  and  was  buried  at  Coventry,  as  was  alfo 
•i  his  Wife  Godiva  in  the  Church  Porch  of  their  own  Founda- 
.  )  tion  ;  in  which  Church  was  formerly  kept  an  Arm  of  the 
Great  AuguRine. 

Robert  de  Limefey,  who  was  made  Billiop  of  CheRer  A. 
(  D.  1088.  and  died  1116.  obtained  c  of  King  Henry  I.  the 
MonaRery  of  Coventry.  and  conflituted  it  the  Capital  Cathedral 
i  of  that  Diocefs.  After  which  his  Succedor,  Hugh  d  Novant 
i|  Bilhop  of  Coventry,  A.  D.  1 190.  expelled  the  Monksoutof 
o'  the  Cathedral  Church  here,  and  placed  Secular  Canons  in 
■l'  their  Room.  But  in  the  Year  1198.  Hubert  xArchbifhop  of 
d  Canterbury,  by  Order  of  Pope  Celeftine,  refcored  the  Monks 
c  to  the  PoReilion  of  their  Church  again. 

It  appears  by  Earl  LeofriclCs  Foundation  Charter,  that  he

3  folution  feli  into  Sacrilegious  Hands,  and  was  deRroyed, 
i'  pulled  to  pieces,  and  reduced  to  Rubbifh  ;  fo  that  we  canrtot 
gather  from  any  Thing  now  remaining  what  a  fort  of  Fabrick 
i  it  was.  But  if  any  are  defirous  to  know  more  fully  the  State 
1  of  it,  whilff  it  was  flanding,  I  fhall  refer  him  to  the  MonaRi- 
con,  and  to  Sir  WilL  Dugdale’s  moR  elaborate  HiRory  of  the 
Ant.iquities  of  Warwick-fhire, 

Both  Sir  WilL  Dugdale  in  his  faid  Antiquities,  and  Mr.

The  faid  Limefey  being  made  Bifhop  he  removed  his  See  hi- 
ther  ;  by  reafon  of  which  the  name  of  Abbat  b  became  ut- 
terly  fupprefled  and  exflincf,  and  the  fucceeding  Governours 
of  this  Monaflery  being  but  Subflitutes  to  the  Bifhops  were 
term’d  Priors.

For  he  was  fo  much  concern’d  at  thefe  Proceedings, 
that  he  died  for  Grief  on  the  fame  Day  on  which  the  Priory 
was  diffolved.  He  was  buried  in  Clerkenwell  Church  in  a 
fair  Tomb  with  the  Portraiture  of  a  dead  Manlying  upon  a 
Shroud  moft  artificially  cut  in  Stone,  with  Plates  of  Brafs,  on 
which  was  ingrav’d  an  Infcription,  part  of  which  was  re-» 
mainins  in  Mr.  WeeveFs  Time,  and  is  as  follows :

Belides  thefe  Mr.  Newconrt  mentions  Simon  Botard, 
Elias  Smethon,  Stephen  Fulborn,  and  one  Walter  as  Priors 
of  this  Place,  and  gueffes  that  they  enjoy’d  this  Honour  in 
Edward  the  FiriVs  Time  ;  tho’  he  places  them  arter  the  relf, 
becaufe  it  does  not  appear  in  what  Years  they  were  admitted, 
Upon  the  Reeflabmhment  of  this  Priory  by  Queen  Mary, 
one  Sir  Tho.  Treftiam  was  conftituted  Prior  on  the  50.  of 
Nov.  1557.  but  it  being  diiTolved  again  by  Queen  Eliz.  in 
little  more  than  a  Year’s  time,  he  was  forced  to  return  to  his 
Relations  in  Northampton-fhire,  where  he  died,  (tho’  in 
what  Year  I  Had  not)  and  was  buried  in  Rufhton  Church  in 
the  faid  County,  and  had  a  Monument  eredted  for  him.

The  Abbey  of  Tewksbury  was  of  great  Antiquity.  For  we 
find  a  that  Anno  71  5.  a  religious  Houfe  was  built  here  to  the 
Honour  of  the  bleffed  Virgin  by  Oddo  and  Doddo  Dukes  of 
Mercia  in  the  Time  of  Ethelred,  Kenred  and  Ethelbaid  Kings 
of  the  faid  Province.  The  faid  Oddo  and  Doddo  died  in  the 
Year  725.  and  were  buried  at  Perfore  in  Worcefter-fhire. 

Hugh  b,  Earl  of  Mercia,  who  flonrifhed  abont  the  Year 
800,  procur’d  Brichtric,  King  of  the  Weft-Saxons,  to  be  bu¬ 
ried  in  the  Chapeli  of  St.  FaitiVs  in  this  Priory.  Ple  died  An. 
8 12.  and  was  buried  011  the  North  Side  of  the  Body  of  the 
Church:  Anno  930.  a  Nobieman,  named  Haylwardus  Snew 
from  his  fair  Complexion,  built  a  Monaftery  at  Craneborn, 
to  which  .  he  fubjefted  this  Priory  of  Tewksbury  of  which 
he  was  Patron.  He  was  fucceeded  by  Algar  his  Son,  and 
Algar  by  Brichtric,  who  heid  this  town  at  the  Time  of  the 
Conquexi ;  but  the  Conqueror  difpoffeiling  him  of  it,  it  was 
given  by  Will.  Rufus  to  Robert  Fitz-Hamon,  who  in  the 
Year  1102.  new  built  this  Church  and  Monaftery,  making  it 
an  xYbbey,  and  fubjefling  the  Abbey  of  Craneborn  aforefaid 
to  it.  At  the  fame  time  he  took  care  to  have  it  dedicated  to 
the  Virgin  Mary,  and  endowed  it  with  many  Lands  and  Pof- 
feffions,  which  were  valued  at  the  Suppreilion  at  1598/.  ij. 
3 d.  per  ann.  Craneborn  was  now  changed  by  him  into  a 
Priory,  and  Tewksbury  into  an  Abbey  ;  fo  that  Craneborn 
was  nothing  elfe  afterwards  but  a  Ceil  to  Tewksbury,  which 
became  very  famous,  and  continually  receiv’d  new  Honours 
from  many  religious  and  noble  Per  fons,  who  were  capable  of 
acling  very  generoufly  by  reafon  of  the  Plentiful  Eilates  God 
had  bleffed  them  with. 

Robert  de  Shandos,  who  died  Anno  1120.  was  a  great 
Benefactor  to  this  Abbey,  as  likewife  was  Robert,  bafe  Son 
of  Henry  I.  who  by  Marriage  of  Habili c,  eldeft  Daughter 
to  the  Founder,  became  Earl  of  Gloucefter,  in  which  Ho¬ 
nour  fucceeded  the  noble  Family  of  the  Clares,  feveral  of 
which  were  buried  here,  as  Gilbert  who  died  An.  1230.  Ri- 
chard  who  died  An.  1262.  and  his  Son  Richard  who  died 
Anno  1292.  and  John  his  Son,  and  Gilbert  who  fucceeded 
him  in  the  Earldom  of  Gloucefter,  and  dying  An.  1314.  was 
buried  here,  as  was  Maud  his  Wife,  who  died  the  Year  after. 
Hugh  Difpenfer  married  the  Daughter  of  the  faid  Gilbert, 
and  fucceeded  in  the  Earldom.  Ple  was  hang’d,  drawn  and 
quartered  at  Hereford  An.  1326.  but  his  Body  was  at  length, 
with  fome  Importunity,  perxnitted  to  bs  buried  in  this 
Church.

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To  thefe  we  muli  add  Will.  de  la  Zouch,  who  was  bu¬ 
ried  in  the  middle  of  the  Chapell  of  our  Lady,  Elizabeth  de 
Clare,  Hugh  de  Audely  Earl  of  GlouceAer,  who  died  Anno 
1348,  and  was  buriedon  the  North  Side  of  the  High  Altar, 
Edward  de  Ferrers,  who  built  the  Trinity  Chapell  near  the 
Presbytery,  and  was  buried  here  An.  1375,  near  whom  was 
buried  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  who  died  An.  1401.  as  was  his 
Son  Thomas,  who  was  barbaroully  murdered  in  the  Year 
1399.  and  was  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir.  After 
which  Richard  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick5  who  was  flain 
in  the  Wars  of  France  An.  1421,  was  interr’d  here,  and  his 
Lady  Ifabell,  who  was  likewife  buried  in  the  fame  Place, 
erecled  a  neat  Chapell  to  his  Memory.  Henry  Duke  of 
Warwick,  King  of  the  Iflesof  Wight,  Jerfey  and  Guernfey, 
died  An.  1446.  and  was  buried  in  the  middle  of  the  Choir, 
as  was  Cicely  his  Widow  in  the  Chapell  of  our  Lady,  and 
Ifabell  Dutchefs  of  Clarence,  who  died  An.  1476,  in  a  Vault 
artificially  contriVd  behind  the  High  Altar  before  the  Door 
of  the  Chapell  of  the  Bleffed  Virgin. 

Leland  fpeaking  of  this  Place  in  the  Sixth  Vol.  of  his  Iti- 
nerary  a  fays  it  was  called  Tewksbury  from  Theokus  an 
Hermite,  and  that  Robert  Fitz-Hamon  when  he  made  this 
Abbey  left  cnly  the  Prior  and  two  Brethren  at  Craneborne, 
and  tranflated  Girald  the  Abbat,  and  all  the  reft  of  the  Monks 
hither.  Fle  telis  us  of  the  Sepulture  of  the  abovementioned 
Perfons,  with  the  particular  Times  of  their  Death,  (an  ac- 
count  of  which  may  be  alfo  feen  in  the  Monaflicon)  and 
that  Richard  fecond  Son  of  George  Duke  of  Clarence  was 
born  in  this  Monaftery,  and  that  the  foliowing  Perfons  were 
flain  in  the  memorable  Fight  in  Giafton  Meadow  between 
Edw.  IV.  and  Henry  VI.  and  were  afterwards  buried  in 
this  Abbey  Church,  viz. 

Edward  Prince  of  Wales  ;  Edmund  Duke  of  Somerfet, 
taken  and  beheaded ;  John  Brother  of  the  faid  Edmund ;

Kt.  John  Urman  Kt.  Thomas  Semar  Kt ;  Will.  RowysKt;

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This  Church  efcaping  at  the  Dlffolution  was  converted  by 
the  Parifhioners,  who  purchafed  it  of  the  King,  into  a  Paro- 
chial  Church.  But  the  Cloyfters,  Chapter-Houfe,  Abbacy, 
Lady  Chapell  at  the  Eafl  End,  and  all  the  other  Buildings 
were  deffroyed,  excepting  the  Gate-Houfe,  which  is  a  very 
noble  one,  and  is  called  the  Prifon-Houfe,  and  is  above  40. 
Feet  in  Height,  and  is  embattelled  at  Top. 

The  Church  is  a  large  and  curious  Fabrick,  being  built  in 
Form  of  a  Crofs,  with  a  greatTower  in  the  middle,  in  which 
hang  a  Ring  of  eight  large  tunable  Bells.  But  a  Reprefenta- 
tion  of  it  being  given  in  a  Draught  in  the  Monafticon ;  I 
fhall  refer  the  Reader  thither,  and  will  only  fet  down  the 
Dimenfions,  which  are  as  follow.  The  Length  of  the  Church, 
as  it  is  at  prefent,  frora  Eafl  to  Weft,  is  300.  Feet ;  but  when 
the  Lady  Chapell  was  in  being  it  extended  it  felf  near  100. 
Feet  farther.  The  Breadth  of  the  great  Crofs  Ifle  from  North 
to  South  is  about-  120.  Feet ;  of  the  Body  and  two  Ifles  over 
about  70.  Feet.  The  Height  of  the  great  Tower  is  about 
210.  Feet.  The  Breadth  of  the  Front  at  the  Wefl  End  about. 
100.  Feet.  The  Height  of  the  Church,  viz.  from  the  Area 
or  Floor  to  the  Roof,  is  about  120.  Feet.  The  whole  build- 
ing  is  leaded,  and  in  pretty  good  Repair. 

Touching  the  Ornaments  and  Goods  of  this  Monahery  &c. 
there  being  a  particular  Account  given  of  them  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  to  BurnetPs  Hiflory  of  the  Reformation,  an  Ex  tradi 
and  Abridgment  whereof  is  inferted  in  Sir  Robert  Atkins?s 
ancient  and  prefent  State  of  Gloucefler-fhire,  I  fhall  refer  the 
curious  thither  for  what  is  here  omitted,  and  will  now  pro- 
ceea  to  give  an  Account  of  the  Arms  and  Monuments  that 
are  at  this  time  to  be  feen  in  the  Church,  what  I  have  be- 
fore  remarked  about  the  Monuments  being  not  the  Reluit  of 
my  own  Obfervation.

Monuments  in  the  Church. 

At  the  upper  End  of  the  South  Ille  in  the  Body  of  the 
Church  under  an  Arch  is  an  Altar  Monument  defaced,  which 
is  faid  to  have  been  in  Memory  of  Beaufort  the  laff  Duke  of 
Somerfet  of  that  Name,  beheaded  here  Anno  1471 .  after  the 
famous  Battle  fought  here  between  Edward  the  Fourth  and 
Henry  the  Sixth. 

Oppofite  to  this  on  another  Altar  Monument  lies  the  Ef¬ 
figies  of  a  Man  in  Armour,  reprefenting  John  Lord  Wenlock 
(the  fame  Lord  Wenlock  beforementioned  out  of  Leland) 
ilain  here  in  theaforefaid  Battle  An.  1471.  He  is  faid'to  have 
been  Gentleman  of  the  Horfe  to  Edward,  Son  of  the  unfor- 
tunate  King  Henry  the  Sixth. 

Under  the  great.  Tower  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Choir  is  a 
large  Grey  Marble,  which  lrad  Erades  underneath  ;  under 
which  Prince  Edward,  only  Son  of  Henry  the  Sixth,  who  was 
ffabbed  here  alter  the  beforementioned  Battle  by  the  Partifans 
of  Edward  the  Fourth,  was  interred 

On  .the  South  Side  of  the  Choir 
Under  two  Arches  are  two  Altar  Grey  Marble  Monuments, 
which  are  faid  to  have  belonned  to  two  Abbats  of  this  Mo- 
naftery,  and  beyond  is  the  Effigies  of  a  Man  lying  in  full 
Proportion,  which  is  faid  to  have  been  for  Robert  Fortington 
Abbat  of  this  Place.  I  know  not  wben  he  lived,  unlefs  he  be 
thelaft  Abbet  Robert  in  my  Catalogue,  wpo  diedAn.  1253. 
Over  it  are  thefe  Arms  carved  in  St

Almoft  oppoilte  to  the  laJfh  is  another  Altar  Monument  of 
Grey  Marble,  on  the  Top  of  which  is  a  Crofs  carved,  and 
round  the  Verge  are  thefe  Words  yet  remaining,  Jobann.es 
Abbas  hujus  loci,  This  Verge  was  inlaid  with  Rrafs,  which 
being  gone  little  can  be  made  aut  of  the  Letters,  fave  the 
Impreffion  of  thefe  few  on  the  Stone, 

Above  this  was  the  Monument  of  another  Abbat ;  but  his 
quite  defaced. 

Gn  the  North  Side  of  the  Choir  are  three  Chapells,  and  on 
the  South  two,  in  one  of  which  is  buried  Robert  Fitz-Hamon 
the  Founder  of  this  Abbey,  and  in  another  Ifabell  Defpencer 
Countefs  of  Warwick. 

Near  the  High  Altar  is  an  handfome  Monument  for  George 
Duke  of  Clarence,  Brother  to  King  Edward  the  Fourth,  and 
his  Dutehefs.  Their  Effigies  lying  at  Top  are  handfomely 
carved,  and  oppofite  to  this  Monument  is  a  goodiy  Tomb 
of  the  Lord  Obrian  and  his  Lady. 

I  fay  no  more  about  the  Monuments,  unlefs  it  be  thafc 
forne  confiderable  Remarks  about  them  may  be  met  with  in 
Sandfordis  Genealogical  Hiffory.  I  come  now  to  the

But  this  Honour  being 
given  to  it  very  lately,  viz.  in  the  fifth  of  Hen.  8.  it  lafled 
a  very  fhort  time,  being  diffolved  with  the  other  Abbeys  in 
the  farne  K:ng’s  Reign.  Since  which  the  Church,  which, 
befldes  our  Ladys  a  Chapell,  was  an  12 6.  grejfus,  Paces,  or 
Yards  in  Length,  and  was  a  magnificent  Building,  is  in tirely 
pulled  dowm,  TheKitchin,  which  was  left  ffanding  of  late 
Years,  tho’  now  raifed  to  the  Foundation,  was  a  large  fquare 
Room,  open  to  the  Roof,  which  was  compofed  of  elegant 
Workmanfhip.  The  Chapter-FIoufe  is  likewife  ruined.  It 
was  a  Piie  of  great  Beauty,  built  as  round  as  can  pofliblybe 
marked  with  a  Compafs ;  and  yet  the  Dimenfions  thereof 
were  large,  there  being  36.  Seats  in  the  Infide  wrought  out 
in  the  Walls,  ali  arclfd  over  Head  with  curious  carved  S  tones, 
The  Refecfory  with  feveral  of  the  Offices  is  flill  ffanding, 
being  of  great  Length,  Breadth  and  Height.  The  Saxon 
School,  which  was  eredfed  by  a  laudable  Inftitution,  for 
reading  the  Laws  and  Hi  flories  written  in  our  Mother  Tongue, 
is  a  large  b  Building,  as  is  the  Area  vehere  the  Cloyffers  ftood, 
which  were  43.  Paces  or  Yards  in  Length,  the  Eaff  Side  of 
which  opened  into  the  C-hapter-Houfe,  and  it  is  probable  that 
the  Church  ftood  011  the  North  Side.  In  two  Arches  on  the 
faid  North  Side  of  the  Cloyffers  are  one  or  two  broken  Monu- 
ments,  one  of  which  Tradition  faysbelong’d  to  the  Founder, 
whowas  here  buried,  as  were  his  Son  (whofe  Effigies  was  of 
great  Length)  and  St.  Rumond,  a  Saxon  Saint,  to  whom  and 
to  St.  Mary  the  Church  was  dedicated.  Adjoyning  to  this 
North  Side  of  the  Cloyffers  is  the  Church- Yard,  which  is 
large  and  fpatious,  and  perhaps  was  the  Cemiteryof  the  Ab- 
bey  as  .well  as  the  Parifh  Church,  which  is  a  great  Building 
with  an  high  Tower  at  the  Weft  End,  and  is  dedicated  to  St. 
Euffachius.  It  feems  to  have  been  built  not  longbefore  the 
Diffolution,  before  which  in  ali  likeiyhood  theParifhioners  had 
a  Place  in  the  Body  of  the  Abbey.  The  Walls  of  the  Abbey 
are  fpatious,  and  the  Buildings  of  the  Abbacy  being  ffrong 
and  well  fecur’d  are  frequently  made  ufe  of  for  a  Prifon  for 
Captive  Seamen,  it  being  near  Plimouth.

Letter  to  the  Publifher  from  the 
learned  Roger  Gale  Efq-  occa- 
tioned  by  his  Effay  towards  the  Re- 
covery  oj  the  Courfes  of  the  four 
Great  Roman  TVays^  printed  in  the 
Sixth  Vol.  of  LelancTs  Itin. 
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S  1  R,  Scruton  Auguft  1714. 

TH  0’  I  have  thus  long  deferred  my  thanks  for  your 
Company  when  I  was  laft  at  Oxford ,  I  will  aiTure 
you  I  was  no  ways  unmindful  either  of  that,  or  the 
promife  I  made  you  of  fending  the  feveral  additions 
I  had  made  to  my  former  Effay  upon '  the  Roman 
Roads.  1  then  acquainted  you  with  my  miftake  about  the 
Fojje  near  Leicefter ,  occafioned  by  the  names  of  Eoftmi  and 
Great  and  Little  Stretton  given  to  three  Towns  lyihg  on  the 
Eaft  fide  of  the  River  Soar ,  which  miilead  me  being  an  en« 
tire  Stranger  in  thofe  parts  when  I  wrote  that  piece,  and 
having  no  information  from  any  of  our  Writers  for  the  par- 
ticular  courfe  of  it  thro’  that  County.  As  in  my  Journey  to 
the  Bath  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  recover  the  whole  tracfl 
of  it  from  Leicefter  to  Highcrofs  (which  is  nowrebuilt  with 
a  fine  Column  of  free  Stone)  fo  in  my  retura  1  had  the  fa- 
tisfaffion  of  tracing  it  back  from  Leicefter  tiii  it  brings  you 
near  Willoughhy  in  the  Wolds ,  where  I  loft  it  before.  The  par- 
tioulars  of  the  whole  you  fhall  have  below  in  it’s  proper 
place,  and  diali  onely  here  teli  you  my  thoughts  that  the 
above  mentioned  Fofton  and  Strettons  may  have  had  their 
names  from  forne  Via  Vicinalis  leading  out  of  the  Fojfe ,  per- 
haps  to  Burrow ,  taken  by  fome  to  be  the  Vernometnm  of 
Antoninus. 

The  firfl  addition  I  defire  may  be  after  the  word  former, 
the  laft  line  of  the  97rh.  page,  as  follows :

and  the  laft  three  letters  QVI  to  have  been  the  word  j Qui

a  It  is  very  rafh  for  any  one,  efpecially  for  Scholars,  to  attempt  the 
Alteration  of  ancient  Monuments  that  they  may  be  the  more  convenientiy 
placed.  Truly  iearned  and  judicious  Men  make  great  ufe  of  the  Forrn 
and  Figure  of  the  Stones,  and  when  any  of  the  Words  are  wanting  they 
wili  from  the  Bignefs  gather  what  the  Omiffions  are,  and  will  give  pro- 
bable  Guelles  how,they  areto  be  fupplyed.  My  Lord  Arundel  was  very 
cautious  in  this  Affair.  Fle  knew  the  true  Ufe  to  be  made  of  ancient  Marbles. 
Jie  did  not  therefore  make  the  leaib  Alteration  in  fo  much  as  one  of  thofe 
he  purchafed.  But  on  the  contrary  he  laid  his  Injunttions  upon  thofe  that 
were  to  convey  them  over,  and  to  hx  them  afterwards,  to  preferve  them 
fntire  as  they  were  found.  He  did  not  think  the  leafl:  Bit  of  iViarble  fu- 
perfluous.  Neither  would  he  fuffer  any  Letter  to  be  either  renewed  or  de- 
faced  ft  is  therefore  very  much  to  be  lamented,  that  the  fame  care  hath 
pot  been  taken  by  others  of  fuch  kind  of  Monuments  ;  but  that  they  have 
been  permitted  to  be  cut  and  mangled  and  otherwife  altered,  for  which 
tho’  fpccious  Reafons  have  been  affigned,  yet  I  am  afraid  that  this  Liberty

<f  In  the  i8th*  of  King  Henry  VIII.  1548.  his  Majefty  made 
44  his  progres  to  the  City  of  York  :  And  among  his  nobles  and 
“  honourable  retinue  one  Dr.  Tunftal  attended,  who  was  a  fa- 
“  moas  and  learned  Man,  and  then  Bifhop  of  Durham ,  and  one 
“  of  the  greateft  Travellours  into  forraine  Nations  of  that  time. 
44  When  the  King  was  forne  few  miles  011  the  north  of  Doncafler 
44  this  Bifhop  took  upon  him  about  Scavvrsby  Leoze  to  fhevv  his 
“  Majefty  one  of  the  greateft  and  richeft  vallies  that  ever  he 
6(  found  in  ali  his  Travells  thorough  Europe,  and  mov’d  the 
“  King  to  look  about  him  and  behould  the  great  mountains  and 
“  great  hilis  on  the  Eaft  fide  of  the  faid  vallie  being  call’d 
“  York  woulds  and  Blackamore,  and  upon  the  Weft  hand  the 
“  high  Felis  of  Craven,  and  ali  within  the  Country  of  York  the 
44  bredth  about  40.  and  the  length  of  the  vally  about  50.  miles, 
44  wherein  betwixt  Doncafler,  which  is  the  South  point,  and  the 
44  confines  of  the  Bilhopric  of  Durham ,  which  is  the  North  point, 
44  thereof,  you  pafs  in  a  dired  line  Northward  within  the  com- 
44  pas  of  Yorklhire  7.  great  Rivers,  and  all  navigable.
